ir ’ WITH reference to Mr. luster’s despatch of the 13th ultimo, inclosing a copy of 
a letter from the India Office respecting the quarantine imposed by t he Sanitary Board 
on vessels arriving at Egyptian ports from Bombay, and requesting that I should 
report on the points referred toby the India Office, I have the honour to intorm 
voil that the quarantine at present imposed here against arrivals Irom Bombay was 
imposed on account of the steady increase in the mortality from cholera in that city, 
and is in accordance with the Cholera Regulations,p. 45 ol the “ Elements Revises. 

At the time 1 entered the practical protest by voting against the proposition, the 
President, the Delegate for Holland, and three Delegates ol the Egyptian Go\eminent 
voted in the same sense, but quarantine was imposed by 12 votes against 6. 

Under these circumstances, and with the Board as at present constituted, I 
submit that there would be no utility in taking action in the protest oi the Indian 

< ^°'Vessels from the East can always pass the Canal in quarantine if they do not 
come under Article 2 of the Rules for “The Transit of the Canal, /.<?.

My Lord, Alexandria, October 14, 1884. 

IN reply to Mr. Lister’s despatch No. 30, Commercial, of the 21th September, 
respecting a proposed lazaretto at Port Said, I have the honour to inclose to your 
Lordship a confidential Minute drawn up by Mr. Mieville, with whom I consulted 
unofficially, on the points referred to by the Board of Trade in their letter of the 18tli 
September. 

Mr. Mieville states that the word “ surtax ” was intended to express the idea that 
the tax to he collected by, or on behalf of, the Company, was over and above the dues 
for disinfection, &c., which the Quarantine Board is entitled to levy at all ports where 
goods are landed in quarantine. 

It is these legitimate dues which would prove a fruitful source of revenue to the 
Quarantine Board if goods arc landed at Port Said. 

The surtax would go towards repaying the Company for the cost of buildin" the 
lazaretto. 

Mr. Mieville also points out how great has been the loss to commerce owing to 
the prohibition to tranship or land goods at Port Said.

Memorandum. 

(Confidential.) 

THE Board of Trade state that “ it is difficult to understand how the proposed 
arrangement can be a fruitful source of revenue to the Quarantine Board, if the 
surtax is to go to the new Company.” 

r fhe word “ surtax ” was intended to express the idea that the tax collected by, or 
on behalf of, the Company, was over and above the dues for disinfection, &<?., which 
the Quarantine Board is entitled to levy at all ports where goods are landed in quaran¬ 
tine. It is these legitimate dues which would prove a fruitful source of revenue to 
the Quarantine Board if goods are lamb'd at Port Said. The surtax would go towards 
repaying the Company for the cost of building the lazaretto. 

Hitherto, from narrow-mindedness on the part of the Quarantine Board, and, in a 
second degree, owing to the absence of accommodation, merchandize from infected 
ports has neither been landed nor transhipped at Port Said. Thus the Quarantine 
Board has for years lost the possible revenue now anticipated. Commerce also has 
suffered heavily; cargo for Egypt, and fin* transhipment to Russian, Turkish, and 
other ports has of necessity been taken on with the vessel and been transhipped only 
at the vessel’s port of destination (often in England or France), and has had thus to 
bear extra freight. It is for this reason, I take it, that the scheme in question meets 
generally the views of the trade, as merchandize is better able to pay quarantine dues 
and the small surtax to the Lazaretto Company than a heavy extra freight per ton, 
and possibly (if the vessel is hound to Marseilles) disinfection dues also. 

I trust the Board of Trade will give every support to the scheme. It has been 
carefully thought out, both by the trade and by myself, and the loss to commerce 
owing to the prohibition to tranship or laud goods at Fort Said has been greater than 
perhaps the Board of Trade would be inclined to credit.

Sir J. S. Lumley to Earl Granville.—(Received October 29.)

My Lord, Rome, October 2 r >, 1884, 

M. DEPRET1S and M. Mancini have returned to Rome for the winter. M. Mancini, 
who called upon me two days ago, spoke to me at some length on the subject of the 
proposed International Conference to be held at Rome for the discussion of the Egyptian 
Sanitary question. 

His Excellency said that although the initiative for that Conference had come from 
him, and had been accepted by all the Powers, still when Prince Bismarck proposed that 
it should be submitted to the late Conference of London he could not do otherwise than 
acquiesce in the proposal, though he considered it to be neither logical nor practicable 
that it should be treated at a meeting which was convened exclusively for the considera¬ 
tion of the finances of Etrvpt, while the technical advisers attached to the different 
Representatives, though efficient judges of the financial questions to be discussed, were 
utterly incompetent to give advice or information on the subject of the cholera and 
quarantine Regulations. 

The sanitary question having been ruled to be beyond the scope of the Conference, 
M. Mancini resumed the initiative he had reserved to himself in the event of the matter 
not being discussed at the Conference, and obtained from the German Government its 
acquiescence in the meeting of the Conference at Rome, on the understanding that if he 
should fail in his negotiations the question should he taken up by Germany, and treated 
at an International Conference to be held at Berlin. All the States invited having 
accepted, M. Mancini proposes that the Conference should meet at Rome early next 
spring. 

But Her Majesty’s Government, while declaring themselves ready to take part in the 
deliberations, did so with the reservation that three conditions, which they specified, should 
previously bo agreed to by all the Governments represented. M. Mancini said he quite 
understood the fe lings which induced Her Majesty’s Government to make those reserva¬ 
tions, which the British Delegates would have the opportunity of briugiiur forward and 
discussing at the Conference, but he felt convinced that the attempt to obtain a preliminary 
agreement with regard to them would raise political issues foreign to the object of the 
Conference, to which it would be fatal. 

M. Mancini added that, should Her Majesty’s Government continue to insist on the 
preliminary Agreement to its reservations, he would be placed in a very delicate position 
by having* to open fresh negotiations with the different Powers for the restriction of the 
programme of the Conference, which they had already accepted, and should he fail in the 
attempt two courses alone would remain open: either that the Conference should be held 
without a British Delegate, which is the very last thing that he could desire, or that the 
Conference at Rome should be abandoned, in which case it would be taken up by Prince 
Bismaick and held at Berlin under conditions of a different character to that which the 
Italian Government wished to give to the Roman Conference. 

The present occasion, his Excellency said, was more favourable to the examination 
of questions connected witii quarantine than any that had ever occurred before on the Conti¬ 
nent: the expeiicnce that Europe had gained during the present invasion ol the cholera 
had greatly changed the views and opinions which had been held till quite lately with 
reference to the nature of the cholera, the value of quarantine establishments, and the 
precautions to be taken against the introduction and dissemination of the malady ; the 
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most ardent defenders of the theory of contagion having been shaken in their belief by the 
experience of the last few months, while the general feeling on the subject tends to assimi¬ 
late itself to that held in England. 

M. Mancini having mentioned the month of February as the period at which the 
Conference might meet, should the difficulty with Her Majesty’s Government be overcome, 
I asked his Excellency whether that would not clash with the Judgments Conference, 
which was fixed for February or M arch, and which of the two, in his opinion, should have 
precedence. M. Mancini said he considered the Sanitary Conference was the most 
pressing, and that the Judgments Conference might be put olffor a month later.

Minute by Dr. Buchanan. 

FOR Conference on the scientific aspects of quarantine and cholera, I should not 
judge a time of rumoured and actual cholera-spread to be propitious; and I should expect 
next February will not witness less of this than the present time, 

I note the condition antecedent to consideration of Egyptian Board problems is stated 
to be an agreement upon reasonable precautions on the part of Europe, Asia, Africa, and 
America. 

The Vienna Conference, 1874, did not succeed in reaching more than an alternative 
scheme for action, to be adopted by each State as it thought that scheme the better. I see 
no reason for expecting more unanimity at Rome in February, especially as England 
cannot then hold herself up to example and say her own danger is over. 

On the whole, 1 am disposed to think that England would not reach a Getter general 
understanding of the principles by which she or other countries should he guided in 
excluding cholera by the projected Conference; and I am somewhat apprehensive of losing 
any ground we have established at Vicuna. 

But if the Government is of opinion that England should be represented at Rome, I 
can only say I will do my best to provide for its representation by the Medical Department 
of this Board.

I AM directed by Earl Granville to transmit herewith, tor your confidential infor¬ 
mation and convenience of reference, a volume of printed correspondence respecting 
quarantine in Egypt, the proceedings of the Alexandria Board of Health, the proposed 
Sanitary Conference at Rome, and other matters.* 

1 am at the same time to inform you that his Lordship is of opinion that the practice 
of sending home the Minutes of the proceedings of the Alexandria Board of Health may 
for the future be discontinued, but in lieu thereof a full Report of the proceedings of the 
Board should be prepared as soon as possible after the meeting has terminated, and sent 
on bv you at once to this Office. As an illustration of tne course Lord Granville desires 
to be followed, I am to refer \ou to your despatch No. 43 of the 4th June (Print, p. 126), 
which was received at this Office on the 10th of that month. That despatch incloses a 
Report fully setting forth the proceedings of the Boar i meeting of the ord June, whereas 
the actual Minutes of the same meeting were not received till the 21st of the following 
July, in your despatch No. 54 of the 12th July, printed on p. I 50. 

For these reasons it is considered that the correspondence will be rendered more 
consecutive and intelligible if the former course alone is followed, and I am therefore to 
request you to instruct the British Delegate on the Board accordingly. It is also desirable 
that any questions relating to cattle or cattle-plague discussed at the Alexandria Board 
should be reported in separate despatches ot this series, for convenience of reference to the 
Privy Council Office, and kept distinct from other subjects.

Mv Lord, Cairo, November 15, 1884. 

1 HAVE the honour to inclose a copy of a letter addressed by the French Consul- 
General to Nubar Pasha oil the subject of the quarantine now established in Egypt against 
travellers arriving from France on tneir way to India. 

Your Lordship will observe that M. Barr&re urges that quarantine should in these 
cases not be imposed. He considers that any such precaution is bien exageree,” on tbe 
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-round that English travellers on their way from England to India pass very rapidly 

through France and Italy. „ 

I wish to draw your Lordship’s special attention to this letter, because h ranee is m 
precisely the same position as regards travellers proceeding from England to t e ^ast via 
Marseilles as is occupied bv Esrvpt in respect to travellers proceeding fiom tie ^as o 
Europe via Suez and Alexandria. I conceive that if India were as at present, in 
quarantine with Egvpt, and if travellers from India were allowed to pass over the 
Egyptian railways, the French Government would at once put Egv pt in quarantine. 

On reading M. Barrere’s letter it occurred to me that advantage might possibly be 
taken of it to'raise the question of the establishment of quarantine trams with some 
prospect of coming to a satisfactory conclusion. I addressed vour Lordship on this poin 
a few days ago (No. 55, Commercial, of the 11th Novembe.)., I therefore wrote to 
Mr. Cookson on the subject After consultation with Mr. Mievil.e and Dr. Maekie, 
Mr. Cookson came to Cairo, lie informed me that the French Delegate on the Sanitary 
Hoard is strongly opposed to the establishment of quarantine trains, and that Dr. Maekie 
and Mr. Mieville agreed with him in thinking that the only chance of. settling the matter 
satisfactorily would be for me to move the Consuls-General at Cano to liistiuct t uu 
Delegates at Alexandria in a sense favourable to the proposal. My own experience in 
dealing with quarantine questions on former occasions has also led me to the conclusion 

that this procedure is bv far the best to adopt. 

I therefore called on M. Harrere and suggested to him that we might possibly arrange 
to adopt a common line of action on this subject. M. Harrere received inv proposal veiy 
favourably, and 1 think it not improbable that m a few days «c may arrange tor a meeting 
of the Consuls-General on the subject. 1 propose to leave the initiative in the matter to 
M. Barrere, as every proposal to modify the Quarantine Regulations would probably meet 
with a far more favourable reception if put forward by M. Barrere than it it came Horn 
myself. Your Lordship is no doubt aware that any proposal in connection with this 
subject which unanatcs from an English source is viewed with consideiablc suspicion by 
the Representatives of those Powers who are specially identified with the maintenance of 

rigorous quarantine laws. . . .

My Lord, Cairo, November 23, 1884. 

IN my despatch No. 57, Commercial, of the 15th instant, I informed your Lordship 
that l had spoken to M. Barrere on the subject of quarantine trains, and that M. Barrere 
appeared disposed to view tiie proposal favourably. 

He has not spoken to me on the subject since I wrote my despatch of the 15th instant, 
which may possibly be due to the fact that he has Cor the last few days been prevented by 
illness from leaving his house. 

M. dc Willebois, however, the Dutch Consul-General, who is very anxious to act with 
us in all quarantine matters, dined with me la-t night, and in the course of a private 
conversation with me after dinner he said that he had seen M. Barrere after I had spoken 
to him on the subject of quarantine trains, and that AL Barrere, although at first favourably 
disposed, had subsequently changed his mind. His reason for doing so was that I had 
mentioned in the course of my conversation that quarantine trains might possibly be 
established not only in respect to passengers travelling from Alexandria to Suez en route 
for the East, but also in respect to those returning from the East, who were journcj ing in 
the opposite direction. 

AI. Barreve, M. de Willebois told me, would be inclined to support quarantine trains 
in the former, but would oppose them in the latter case. 

Under these circumstances, it is very possible that I shall hear nothing more from 
M. Barrere on the subject. 

It. remains to be considered whether it would be advisable for me to take any further 
action in the matter. 

1 have not heard the arguments by which AI, Barrere supports the distinction between 
trains running from Alexandria to Suez and those running from Suez to Alexandria. It 
is difficult for me to believe that they can ho valid. Nevertheless, as French commercial 
interests are supposed to be more concerned in the one case than in the other, it is not at 
all improbable that AI. Barrbre will take his stand on the position described by AI. de 
Willebois. 

If lie docs so, there will be little chance of my being able to secure the establishment 
of quarantine trains from Alexandria to Suez without abandoning the proposal that they 
should run in the opposite direction. 

The advantage of adopting this course would be that facilities would, at all events, be 
given to pn-sengers travelling in one direction. 

The disadvantage would he that, when the French Government have once obtained 
what they want in this respect, they would have less interest in making any further 
concessions. There are at this moment some positive advantages in letting those Govern¬ 
ments which arc particularly identified with the maintenance of a rigorous quarantine 
system feel to the full all the inconveniences which that system entails. 

I should be glad if your Lordship would inform me whether, under these circum¬ 
stances, I am to proceed further in the matter.

Dr. Maclcie to Consul Cookson. 

Sir, Alexandria, December 1, 1884. 

I HAVE the honour to report that an extraordinary urgent meeting of the Maritime and 
Quarantine Sanitary Board was held this afternoon to consider the measures to he adopted 
with regard to the French transport “ Chandcrnagor,” arrived at this port en route to 
Tonquin, with two cases of cholera on board. The “Chandcrnagor” arrived yesterday at 
Port Said from Algiers bound to Tonquin, with 1,200 soldiers on board. The chief 
medical officer of the vessel having declared that one fatal ease of cholera had occurred 
during the passage, and that another cr*c was actually under treatment, in addition to 
which many of the men were suffering from dimrhoea, the Sanitary Agent at Pott Said 
refused to grant the vessel the permit to enter the Canal, in accordance with the Quarantine 
Regulations (see Aitieles 1 and 2 of “ R£glement pour Ic transit dcs nnvires par le Canal 
de Suez,' 5 p. 5 1 of the “ Reglements Sanitaires.” 

The President having communicated the circumstances of the case to the Delegates, 
the French Delegate proposed that, as an exceptional measure, the vessel should he 
allowed to pass the Canal in strict quarantine, basing his proposition on the difficulty, or 
even the impossibility, of applying the “ Ueg'ement,” on account of the want of a proper 
lazaretto at Port Said or Alexandria to disembark such a number of men. The Delegate 
for Denmark proposed that the vessel should he repelled. 

Objections were at first raised by several of tho Dclcgatts to the pioposition of the 
r ivnch Delegate, on account of the untrustworthine-o of our sanitary guards and the 
want of a proper sanitary police on the Canal who could he trusted to prevent comuumi- 
<ation with the shore. These objections, though put forward, were not strongly persisted 
in, as most of the Delegates saw the great difficulty of dealing with the ease in any other 
way than by allowing transit of the Canal in the strictest possible quarantine, trusting to 
the good faith and assistance of the officers on board to prevent communication. 

The proposition of the Delegate for France was accepted on being put to the vote, 
ten members voting tor and tour against it. Three members abstained from voting. The 
President and Inspector-General voted against it. 

I think 1 am right in stating that this is ihcfirM time the Board has voted permission 
to pass the Canal to a vessel having cholera on hoard, and L, I think, a case to be noted in 
wew of any future discussion on a principle which Her Majesty's Government inis always 
maintained, that vessels, whether infected or not, should be allowed to pas«, the Canal in 
quarantine. 

In a conversation with the President before the meeting, he told me that the Delegate 
for France intended making this proposition, hut that he (the President) hmuld vote 
against it. 1 stated to him that il it came to he a question of voting tor allowing the 
passage of the Canal in quarantine or repelling the vessel, I should endeavour to aid the 
French Delegate in carrying his proposition, lor the following reasons: (I) that I con¬ 
sidered it the best tiling from a sanitary point of view, as it has been proved that cholera 
never prevails long in ships at sea; and (2 ) I was anxious, in view of future discussion, 
that a vessel of other nationality than Biitish should, on the proposition of a Consular 
Delegate and by a vote of the Board, be allowed to pass the Canal with cholera on 
hoard. 

One of’ the Egyptian Delegates, in arguing in favour of allowing the vessel to pass 
the Canal, stated that, in his opinion, our " mandat ” was not so much to prevent the 
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transmission of cholera to the East where it exists endemically, but rather to safeguard 
Europe from importation. According to Article 1 of the Khedivial Decree no special 
mention is made of Europe, the text being as follows:—“ Ce Conseil est charge d’arreter 
les mesures a prendre pour pr^venir ^introduction en Kgypte ou la transmission d 
I'e'tranger des maladies dpidemiques et des dpizooties.”

EARL GRANVILLE has had under his consideration Dr. Mackie’s Report inclosed 
in your despatch No. 7(5, Commercial, of the 2nd instant, concerning the proceedings at an 
urgent meeting of the Maritime and Quarantine Board held on the 1st of this month, for 
the purpose of considering the measures to 1 e adopted with regard to the French transport 
“ Chandcrnagor,” which vessel, while employed in conveying troops from Algiers to 
Tonquin, had anived at Alexandria with two cases of cholera on board. 

I am nou r directed by his Lordship to acquaint you that he approves the course 
pursued by Dr. Mackie on this occasion. 

1 am at the same time to observe confidentially that, so far as can be gathered from 
the Report of the meeting, Mr. Mievillc would appear to have adopted an erroneous view 
of the ease; the p.actical result of his action in the matter being, in all probability, that 
whenever on a future occasion he votes for passing a British ship through the Canal in 
quarantine, he will he accused of partiality in favour of his own country. 

Lord Gianvillc’s attention has especially been directed to the request on the part of 
the Fiench Delegate at the Quarantine Board that the “ Chandcrnagor” should be allowed 
to pass through the Canal as an exceptional measure. 

As regards this point, I am to state that, in his Lordship’s opinion, it would have been 
preferable if Mr. Mievillc, as President of the Burr 1 , had announced that there was nothing- 
exceptional in this ease, and that while he could not agree to maintaining the rule while 
passing the ship in question, he would be ready to vote for anv change of rule or ot 
arrangements which would allow this ship, and others in similar circumstances, to pass the 
Canal without dela). 

It will he desirable ilia! you should take an opportunity of communicating unofficially 
with Mr. Mievillc in the sense of this dcspitcb, while inviting him to furnish you 
umfidcnlinlly with his views on the matter.

IN transmitting a Report In Dr. .Uaekie, C.M.G., Biitish Delegate at Alexandria 
Maritime and Quarantine Sanitary Board, of proceedings at a meeting held on the 2nd 
instant, I have the honour to call your Lordship’s particular attention to the part relating 
to the question which it was decided to submit to the “ Commission des Reglements,” viz., 
that of modifying the mles now in force, so -as to allow vessels with cholera on board to 
pass through the Canal in quarantine. This is in consequence of there being no lazaretto 
hero for the reception of large bodies of men, such as were ou board the French transport 
'■ Chandcrnagor,” to which thi- facility was exceptionally granted, as reported by 
Dr. Mnckie in his despatch transmitted by me in No. 70 of the 2nd instant. 

It appears to be the intention of some members of the Board to establish a distinction 
in this respect between vessels coming from India and those coming from Europe. 

Dr. Mackie announces his intention of opposing any such proposal, and it is obviously

Dr. Mackie to Consul Cookson. 

Sir, Alexandria, December 8, 1884. 

I HAVE the honour to report that a meeting of the Maritime and Quarantine 
Sanitary Board was held yesterday. 

Communications were read from the Sanitary Agents at Jeddah, dated the 80th 
October, Yambo the 8th November, and Tor the 28th November, declaring the health at 
those places, and of the towns of the Iledjaz, to be very satisfactory. 

The latest information on cholera mortality in the towns of Bombay, Madras, and 
Calcutta having been communicated to the meeting, a letter wa° read from the British 
Delegate proposing the abolition of quarantine against Madras and Calcutta, on the ground;, 
that, according to our information, the last death from cholera in Madras took place on the 
11th November, and that for some time the mortality in Calcutta had been below the 
mean average at the same dates of the last five years. 

After a little discussion a vote was taker., with the result as follows:— 

Abolition of quarantine against Madras : 12 votes in favour, l against, and 1 abstention 
—carried by 8 votes. 

Abolition of quarantine against Calcutta: 8 votes in favour, 9 against. 

I may state that those who voted in favour of admitting Calcutta to free pratique were 
chiefly Egyptian Delegates, and one or two Delegates of small Powers. The Delegates of 
the great Powers all voted against it. 

"With regard to the voting in the case of Madras, it was evident to me that there was 
an intention on the part of some of the Delegates to influence the meeting against India. 
The Delegate for Italy pretended to attach importance to the fact, that our information 
stated only that the last death from cholera was on the 11th November, and did not state 
that it was the last case. I reminded the Delegate that as it is impossible in anv place to 
he able to declare the date of the last ease, it has always been the usage at the Board to 
regard the last officially declared death as the last case; and that this usage lias been 
adi.eicd to in the casn of the present epidemic in Europe. The feeling of the Board is still 
in favour of adopting severe measures against India. 

The Delegate for Italy having communicated a favourable Deport on the sanitary 
state of that country proposed the abolition of quarantine against arrivals from Italian ports, 
which was accepted by a majority of 9 voLs. 

The Fivnch Delegate having communicated a letter from the Minister of the Interior 
stating that cholera has disappeared in Paris, proposal the abolition of quarantine against 
arrivals from France, which was accepted by a majority of 1 vote. 

The members then proceeded to elect by seciet vote a Consular Delegate to act as a 
member of the Committee of Finance for the ensuing year, the Delegate who acted for last 
year wishing to rctiie. The result of the voting was:—-For Mackie, 10 votes; Guiilois, 
2 votes; Sierra, 1 vote ; l)e Castro, 1 vote. 

This finished the business on the ordre du jour.” 

At the conclusion of the meeting the Delegate for Portugal requested permission to 
refer to the case of the French transport “ Chaudernagor,” which had been allowed by a 
vote of the Board to pass through the Canal in quarantine with cases of cholera on board, 
and many cases of diarrhoea amongst the men. Permission having been granted, he asked 
the Picsident if any measures were to be adopted for dealing with a similar case, so as not 
to infringe the rules of the Boaid. 

As no one seemed able to piopose any measure to meet such a case, the Delegate for 
Pmtugal proposed that the Board should telegraph to Paris to intimate that any vessel 
arriving under similar circumstances would be repelled. This proposition did not meet 
with favour. 

The French Delegate then proposed that the question should be studied by the 
“ Commission des Keglements,” suggesting that the intention of the Rule when formulated 
was to protect Europe by not allowing vessels from the East to pass the Canal if they had 
cholera on board, rather than to prevent vessels passing hound to the East. The proposition 
was accepted to refer the question to the “ Commission des Keglements,” but I took the 
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opportunity of stating that the regulations with regard to the Canal were framed with the 
intention of protecting Egypt as well as countries on either side. It is evidently the 
intention of the French Delegate, in the interest of France and French transports, to endea¬ 
vour to persuade the Commission that the Rules were framed with the view of protecting 
Europe against importation of cholera from the East, and that such a thing as ships with 
cholera on board passing through from Europe was not foreseen. 

As a member of the “ Commission des Reglements,” I shall refuse to assent without 
consulting Her Majesty’s Government to any regulation which permits vessels from 
Europe with cholera on board to pass through the Canal, and does not give similar 
facility to vessels from the East.

My Lord, Alexandria, December 12, 1881. 

I HAVE the honour to transmit to your Lordship a despatch of this day which l 
have received from Dr. Mackie, British Delegate at Alexandria Maritime and Quarantine 
Board, inclosing a copy of a letter addressed to the President of the Board by the 
Egyptian Ministry of Finance relative to the augmentation of the salaries of the staff of 
the Board proposed in the Budget for the ensuing year. This is contrary to the recent 
Decree forbidding any augmentation of Government salaries until the end of 1885 ; but 
the Beard maintains its indisputable right, under the Decree of the 3rd January, 1881, 
Article 21, to administer its own funds and fix the salaries of its staff. 

Dr. Mackie points out, with much force, that without an improvement in the 
character, and consequently in the pay, of those in the employ of the Board, it would he 
impossible for Ilcr Majesty’s Government to insist on any modification in the Quarantine 
Rules, which would requiie more vigilance during the passage of ships through the Suez 
Canal. To this it may he added that it will render any proposal to make the Board more 
purely Egyptian much less acceptable to the Powers if tliey consider that guarantees for 
the efficiency of the service would be lessened bv depriving it of its control over its own 
finances. 

On the other hand, it is hardly the moment (or the Egyptian Government, on the 
face of the attitude taken recently by some of the Powers, to cut the knot by altering the 
Decree, so as to put the revenue ot this Board on the same footing as that of other 
Egyptian Administrations; yet, if it is admitted that the Board is not hound by a general 
Khedivial Decree, this is distinctly to recognize its international character. 

Probably, on the whole, it will he wiser if the Egyptian Government does not persist 
for the present on its claim to interfere with the Budget of the Boaid. Some reorganiza¬ 
tion of the Board must take place before very long, and modifications, both in the financial 
jiowers and in the staff of the Board, mav then be made by a new Decree, which will 
abolish that now in force.

THE Committee of Finance of the Sanitary Maritime and Quarantine Board in 
preparing the Budget for the veut 1885, which has been accepted by the Board, thought 
t their duty and lor the interest of the service to propose an increase of salary tor several 
of the employes. 

You arc aware that lately the Egyptian Government issued an order that no increase 
of pay should he gtanted to any Government employe till tlm end of the year iSS5. 


When the Budget of the Quarantine Board containing the proposed increases of pay 
was presented as required to the Egyptian Government, the Minister of Finance replied in 
a courteous letter to the President of the Board, requesting him to conform with the order 
issued to other Administrations of the Government, and withdraw from tlie Budget the 
proposed increases. The President before replying- to this leRor called a meeting of the 
Board, at which the matter was discussed. The result of this discussion was, that the 
Board maintained its right according to the Khedivial Decree to dispose of its own finances 
and regulate the pay of its employes, A courteous letter to this effect was written to the 
Egyptian Government, which the Board requested the President to take to Cairo, and 
endeavour to treat the matter in a friendly and officious manner with the Egyptian 
Government. 

'I’lie Egyptian Government, however, persists in its demand by a letter, dated the 11th 
December, which I have the honour to inclose; and a meeting of the Quarantine Board is 
called for to-morrow to give a definite answer as requested by the letter. As this question 
may open up a very' important point, I should he glad to have instructions to guide me it 
the question should be put to a vote. 

I think it is almost certain that the Delegates will refuse to admit the right of the 
Egyptian Government to interfere in the matter of payment of the employes ol the 
Board, basing their refusal on the Article of the Decree giving the Board the control ot 
its own funds and the right to fix the pay of its employes. 

I regret exceedingly that this question has arisen at a moment when the Board is 
endeavouring to improve the qualify and status of its employes, many of whom are badly 
paid, and in consequence very untrustworthy. 

The improvement of tlv rtatiis and trustworthiness of the employes must be a 
prelude to any great modificat’on of our Quarantine Rules, so as to obtain as far as 
possible the confidence of Europeon Powers ; and 1 am sure the Delegates were actuated 
bv this feeling when they accepted the proposed increases of pay, which will he paid out ot 
the surplus of the Budget of the Board, over which the Delegates will probably maintain 
that the Egyptian Government has no control.

WITH reference to my despatch No. 77, Commercial, of the 4th instant, transmitting 
r. Mackie’s Report of proceedings at the Maritime and Sanitary Board of Alexandria

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relative to the transit in quarantine of ships corning through the Suez Canal from Europe, 
I have the honour to inclose his further Report of the meeting held on the 11th instant of 
the members of the “Commission des Reglemcnts,” at which the proposal of the French 
Delegate to allow infected ships coming from Europe to the Ea c t only to pass through the 
Canal in strict quarantine was rejected by a majority of three votes against one, as well as 
a counter-proposal made by Dr. Mackie for allowing in all cases the transit of infected 
vessels through the Canal in quarantine. 

Dr. Mackie showed the error of the French Delegate in maintaining that the duty of 
the Rout'd was to protect Europe only by citing (1) Article 1 of the Decree of the 
3rd Januaiy, 1881, which is: “ Ce Conseil est charge d’arreter lc=s mesurcs a prendre 
pour prevenir l’introduction en Egypte, oil la transmission a Vet ranger, des maladies 
epidemiques et des epizootics; ” (2) Article .‘1 of the Reglcment General which enumerates 
among the diseases which justify permanent sanitary measures yellow fever whose habitat 
is west of Europe. It is as follows: “La peste, lc cholera, la fievre juune sont les scales 
maladies pcstilcntielles qui detenninent 1 ’application de mesurcs snnitaires permanentes 
contre les provenances par mcr on par terre des pays oil r&gnent cos maladies. Flies 
soi.t, en K.;ypte, l’objct de Reglemcnts speciaux qui font suite an Reglcment General.” 

Dr. .Maikie’s suggestion, that a plan for organizing a proper sanitary police for the 
Canal, should be at once taken in hand by the Hoard, seems to have met with some favour, 
and he will pi ess it on the next favouiablc opportunity.

Dr. Mackie to Consul Cookson. 

Sir, Alexandria , December 11, 1SS1. 

] HAVE the honour to report that the members of the “ Commission des Hegle- 
men f s ” of the Maritime and Quarantine Sanitary Hoard met this afternoon to study the 
question of allowing infected vessels to transit the Suez Canal in strict quarantine. 

A previous meeting had been held on Tuesday, the 9th instant, without any conclusion 
having been arrived at, and as one of the members, Dr. Ardouin Rev, was absent, it was 
decided to meet again to-day to rediscuss the question with all the members present. 

The members composing the Commission at present arc:— 

M. Guillois, Delegate for France. 

Dr. Castaldi, Delegate for Turkey. 

Dr. Ardouin Rev, Inspector-General. 

Dr. Mackie, Rritish Delegate. 

The meeting was opened by M. Guillois, who proposed that infected ships coming 
fiom the European side bound eastward should be allowed to transit the Canal in strict: 
quarantine. giving the following reasons for hi« proposition and for limiting it to ships 
horn the Fur. pean side only, viz. - 

1. That be considered the mandat ” of the Hoard was to protect Europe from 
invasions of epidemics from the East, and that the “ mandat ” did not extend to the protec¬ 
tion of countries to the eastward of Egypt, 

2. Tiie want of a lazaretto at Alexandria or Port Said capable of containing and 
properly isolating large numbers of men Horn an infected ship, such as a large body of 
troops from a transport. 

3. 'That he considered the danger was less to Egypt in allowing an infected vessel to 
transit in quarantine than in landing a large number of men having cases of cholera 
amongst them in the lazaretto at Alexandria. 

* 4. The danger of Egypt being put in quarantine by other countries as soon as it 

became known that cases of cholera were lande ! in the lazarette at Alexandria. 

5. I IE reasons for limiting his proposition to vessels coming from the European side 
were : — 

(l.) '1 but lie considered the “ mandat ” of the Hoard was to protect Euiope only. 

r'.) That for vessels coining from the (vast a lazaretto exists at Tor, where large 
numbers of men can be isolated. 

I spoke after the French Delegate, and while agreeing with him in principle that 
infected vessels from the European side should he allowed to transit the Canal in quarantine, 
3 maintain: d that the same facility should be given to vessels at riving from the eastward. 


and that they should be allowed either to transit the Canal in strict quarantine or perform 
their quarantine at Tor if preferred. T considered that our “ Reglement pour le transit du 
Canal” was framed more particularly for the protection of Egypt, and that if it was safe 
for Egypt to allow an infected vessel to transit the Canal from Port Said, it was equally 
safe to allow an infected vessel to transit from Suez. I differed also from him on the 
basis of his proposition, and pointed out that our “ mandat,” according to Article 1 of the 
Khedivial Decree of the 3rd January, 1881, is “ pour prevenir l’introduction en Egypte, ou 
la transmission a l’etrangcr, des maladies epidemiques et des epizootics.” In this no special 
mention is made of Europe, and 1 regarded the “a Vet ranger” as applicable to countries on 
either side of Egvpt. 1 based this opinion on Article 3 of the Reglcment General, which 
states that the diseases against which a regular quarantine is to be observed are cholera, 
yellow fever, and plague. As one of these epidemic diseases, viz., yellow lever, lias its chict 
habitat in America and West Indies, it naturally follows that if Egypt is to he a barrier to 
its transmission to other countries it must be countries to the eastward of Suez, and that 
therefore our “ mandat” must apply to countries on the eastern as well as European side ot 
Egypt, and that if infected vessels could be allowed to transit the Canal from Port Said 
without danger to the places beyond Sue/., where the above-named diseases do not L.\i.st 
epidemically, the transit of vessels from Suez must be regarded as equally safe. \\ ith 
regard to the lazarette at 'for, l said 1 regarded it as more especially intended for vessels 
whose port of destination was Egypt, or for large bodies of people, such as pilgrims whom 
the Governments to which they bclonge 1 might desire to perforin their quarantine there 
before passing the Canal. 

I therefore proposed that the transit of the Canal in strict quarantine should be 
allowed to all infected vessels, and to insure the safety of Egypt that a project of organiz diou 
of a proper sanitary police for the Canal should be at once taken in hand, so as to insure 
a strict quarantine being carried out. 

The Delegates for" Italy and Turkey, the Inspector-General, without entering much 
into the discussion, saw grave objections and great difficulties likely to arise from making 
any change in the existing Reglcment, and voted against both propositions. 

The Inspector-General suggested that the first thing to do was to organize a proper 
sanitary police, and if it was found to work effectually and inspire confidence, the subject 
of modification of the Reglcment for the transit of infected vessels could be again brought 
forward. 

The result of the meeting will be laid before the Delegates at a full meeting of the 
Hoard, when I shall report on the observations or action taken thereon.

Consul Cookson to Earl Grunvitte.—•{Received December 24.)

My Lord, Alexandria, December 15, 1881. 

WITH reference to mv despatch No. SO of the 12th instant, transmitting a despatch 
of Dr. Mackie, of the same date, in which he sends a copy of a 'letter from the Egyptian 
Minister of Finance of the lltli instant relative to the augmentation of the salaries of the 
staff of the Quarantine and Sanitary Hoard of Alexandria, as proposed in its Budget for 
tire year 18S5, 1 have the honour to inclose a thither despatch from l)r. Mackie on the 
.same subject, to which he annexes copies of the previous correspondence between the 
Minister of Finance and the President of the Hoard, referred to in Dr. Mnckie’s despatch 
of the 12th instant. I inclose aFo a copy of the decision of the Council of Ministers, 
forbidding any incicme in the salaries of anv Egyptian official until the end of 1885, which 
forms the basis of the objections of the Minister oi Finance to the Budget of the 
Board. 

The Minister of Finance argued that the moment when this decision has been taken, 
in consequence of the present financial position, and pending the definitive settlement of 
the salaries of Government servants, is unsuitable for raising questions of interpretation of 
the rights of the Hoard on which a difference of opinion exists between it and the 
Government. 

'Vo this the President replied on behalf of the Hoard (!) that it is only in the case c,f 
a deficit in the funds of the Hoard that the Government would be called upon to con¬ 
tribute, and that there is no probability of ov.c occurring, and that the augmentation of 
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salaries will make no difference in the financial position of the Government, but only in 
the reserve fund of the Board; (2) that the organization of the Board differs from that of 
other branches of the public service in being of recent date and only in process of 
formation. 

The President, Mr. Mieville, was charged to go to Cairo and try to come to an under¬ 
standing with the Minister of Finance, but his mission was not successful, and the result 
has been the letter from M. Ornstein of the 1 Ith instant, in which the Minister of Finance 
insists in its original objections. 

In the face of the plain language o( Article 24 of the Organic Decree of the 9th 
January, 1881 (as per copy inclosed), it is impossible for the Government to enforce its 
claim to fix the salaries of those in the employ of the Board or touch the revenues; but it 
appears to be within the power of the Government to refuse to give pensions to officials 
over whose pay it has no control; and this I believe the Minister of Finance has 
threatened to do if the Board persists in its decision to raise their salaries at the present 
moment. 

I may be allowed to add that, in the interests of commerce generally, it seems very 
dangerous to allow a body, consitutcd as the Maritime and Quarantine Sanitary Board is, 
an irresponsible control over its own revenues, as there is in that case r.o means of 
preventing their appropriating to their own salaries a revenue arising from dues greater 
than are absolutely necessary for efficient administration, so long as the present high 
scale is not exceeded. 

In .Mi 1 . Acting Consul Jago’s despatch to your 1 ortLhip No. 70 of 23rd October, 
.882, lie iorwarded a letter from Mr. Mieville, then British Delegate at the Board, 
reporting that at that time the Egyptian Minister of Interior objected to certain decisions 
of the Board on similar grounds to tie 1 now taken, and that the reply of the Board 
defending its position remained without a reply.

Sir, Alexandria , December 12, 1881. 

1 HAVE the honour to report that a meeting of the Maritime and Quarantine 
Sanitary Board was held on Tuesday, the Oth instant. 

The chief subject before the Board at this meeting was the communication of a letter 
from the Minister of Finance, dated Dili December, addressed to the President, with 
reference to increases of salary proposed in the Budget of the Board for the year 18S5. 

In this letter the Minister of Finance draws the attention of the President to a 
Circular issued by the Egyptian Government, dated 24th November, of which 1 have been 
unable to procure a copy, but understand it was to the effect that no increase of salary 
should be made to the employes of any Administration of the Egyptian Government before 
the 31st December, 1887). 

In conversations which the President had with the Minister of Finance the Minister 
had requested him to conform to this Circular, and withdraw the increases of salavv 
proposed in the Budget of 1885. 'Che President stated that he was unable to do so, seeing 
that the Budget containing the proposed increases had been drawn up by the Committee 
of Finance, and been accepted by the Board, but expressed his willingness, if his Excellency 
wrote to him officially on the subject, to call a meeting of the Board to consider it. 

The Delegates at the meeting expressed great anxiety to avoid by everv possible 
means all difficulties or rupture with the Egyptian Government. They saw that great 
jealousies might he raised in other Administrations, if increase of pay, notwithstanding the 
Government Circular, were to he given to employes of the quarantine service. At the 
same time, they were not prepared to yield up their right vested in them by the Khedivial 
Decree to have the control of their own finances, and fix the salaries of their own employes. 
After some discussion, it was decided to endeavour to arrange the matter with the Egyptian 
Government officiously, instead of w riting an official refusal. An answer to the Minister’s 
letter was then drawn up by the Delegates, who asked the President to he good enough to 
proceed to Cairo and present it officiously, and explain personally the opinion of the 
Delegates. I would observe that the Budget of the Quarantine Administration was 
discussed and accepted by the Board at a meeting on the Xth November, that is, sixteen 
days anterior to the date of the Government Circular. 




I did not report on the Budget after that meeting, as I learned incidentally that 
observations were to be made upon it, and I thought better to delay it until I could report 

more fully. . , 

You will see by the answer sent by the Board that the Delegates point out taat tnc 
Quarantine Administration is comparatively a new one, and the Board is consequently in the 
act of introducing many reforms, so as to raise the standard of capacity and honesty of its 
employes. The surplus of the Budget show T s how well the Administration and Finance 
Commission have done their work, and I think it would be exceedingly to be regretted in 
the interests of commerce should obstacles be put in the way of continuing reforms 
intended to vender the Quarantine Administration worthy of confidence in the eyes of 
Europe, as it is only by this means under the present system that we can hope to obtain 
modifications of vexatious rules.

My Lord, Alexandria, December 10, 1881. 

I HAVE the honour to transmit a despatch, dated 12th instant, from Dr. Mackie, 
British Delegate at Maritime and Quarantine Sanitary Board, forwarding a copy of the 
Repoit of the Finance Committee, with the Budget at the Board for 18S5, and a letter 
from the Egyptian Minister of Finance of 2nd November, prescribing the manner in 
which the Board was to prepare il. 

My despatches Nos. 80 and 82 of the 12th and 1 5th instant contain Reports of the 
dispute to which this Budget 1ms given rise between the Board and the Minister of 
Finance. 

It is to be remarked that the increase in the Budget for lSbo of £ E. 101 for salaries 
would be £ E. 1,390, but for the economy ellected by auppres iou of tlie quarantine 
establishments on the coast of the Red Sea outside of Egypt. Yet the prospective 
surplus on 31st December, 1885, amounts to 1 E. 5,923. 

This large balance the Report of the Finance Committee of the Board proposes to 
devote to improvements in the materials, &c., required for lazarettos. 

It seems to be open lo question whether the existence ol so large a surplus does 
not justify insisting on a reduction in the sanitary dues, which form so heavy a tax on 
commerce ; and it appears effectually to dispose ol the question u.s to the necessity of 
M-'orting to the higher Turkish scale of dues, in order to simplify the Tariff, by sub¬ 
stituting a uniform tax on shipping lor the extraordinary dues now taken during times of 
quarantine. For it must he remembered that no portion ot this surplus is proposed to he 



devoted to construction of lazarettos, which the Board considers ought to be at the charge 
of the Egyptian Government.

I HAVE the honour to forward copy of the Budget for 1885 of the Maritime and 
Quarantine Sanitary Administration. 

The Budget was presented by the Committee of Finance at a meeting held on the 
8th November, and was accepted by the Delegates and forwarded to the Egyptian 
Ministry. 

It has not yet been accepted by the Egyptian Minister of Finance, who demands 
certain modifications to be made in it which the Delegates have not agreed to, as reported 
in my despatches to you of to-day's date. 

In presenting the Budget, the Delegate tor Italy—one of the members of the 
Committee of Finance—complimented the President and the Administration on the result 
of their year’s work, stating that the grod financial results, as shown by the Budget, had 
been obtained, notwithstanding flint tlnv had been deprived of a certain amount of income 
by the suppression of several of their quarantine offices on the lied Sea Coast. 

In framing; the Budget for the year 1885, care has been taken to take into account 
the cN.tiv.oidinary receipts obtained this year from quarantine dues arising from quarantine 
against Em ope, which is exceptional and abnormal. 

I may observe that in the printed copy of the State Budgets the Budget of the 
Quaiantine Administration comes at the end, and figures as “ Budget hors de I’Etat.”

Memorandum by Mr. Micville. 

(Confidi ntial.) 

A FEW words of explanation will, I believe, dispel the impression prevailing in 
Eml G ranville’s mind in regard to my action in the matter of the French transport 
Chandernagor.” 

It is to he borne in mind (1) that I preside at the meetings of the Quarantine Board 
as an Egyptian official ; and (2) that the Board’s mission is, in the first place, to protect 
Egypt. 

Had 1 voted in favour of the “ Chandernagor ” passing the Canal in quarantine, 1 
should undoubtedly have laid myself open to the charge of taking advantage of both my 
position and nationality to further known English views in disregard of any danger to 
Egypt, and of Nubar Pasha’s inspired* instructions to me to strictly carry out the existing 
Regulations. The danger to Egypt, as will presently he seen, was real. 

This charge would have strengthened tin 1 hands of those who hold that it is dangerous 
to allow an Englishman to preside over the Quarantine Boaul. 

It is a charge also that, I doubt not, would nave been preferred at once, whereas the 
accusation against me “of partiality in favour of my own country,” contemplated by 
Lord E. I'itzmaurice’s despatch, is, besides being somewhat less weighty, only a probability, 
and is contingent, (a) on a British vessel aniving in Egyptian waters under exactly the 
same conditions as the Chandernagor (b) on the said ve—il wishing to pass the Cmal 
in quarantine; and (r) t,n my voting in lavour of her doing so.

While feeling grateful to Lord Granville for affording me this opportunity of 
recording the motives which guided mv action, 1 would at the same time observe that I 
Imre (repeatedly) advocated change in the rules regulating the transit of the Canal; that 
on tlx* 11th August last I urged the Board to allow the question to he referred to the 
Rules Committee, and that I then gave it ai mv opinion that Article 2 of the said 
R'gulations mild he modified or suppressed altogether, and a Canal police service 
organized. No permanent good cun result from endeavours to force the Board to change 
it- lilies by, as it wuv, -■ atebing a temporary advantage on a side issue. When happily 
thi‘ period of quarantine as again-t India was reduced for certain vessels from fourteen to 
.leum day- it w,w done in a regular way, and solely by persuasion, and in the re-ult 
i notwilh-tanding the pro ions -tioug j rejudice in favour of the longer term) not a single 
Delegate voted again-t the modification. 

My position is one of some delicacy and difficulty, and l honestly believe that, 
looking at the matter Irom either an Egyptian or an Engli-li point of view, I acted in the 
lust interests of both liny land and Egypt in voting a- 1 did in the case of the “ Chander¬ 
nagor.'’ 1 repeat that had 1 acted otherwise I should have played into the hands of the 
pait\ who di-like seeing the Quarantine Board under an English President.

It appears that the Egyptian Government base their objection to the proposed aition 
of the Alexandria Board in this matter on the ground of the recent Decree forbidding any 
augmentation of Coverntiu at salaries until the end <>l 1885; while the Board maintain 
their right under the Decree of the 3rd .lainiar), Article 21, to administer their own 

funds and fix the -alaries of their staff. 

1 have now to inform you that, in the opinion of Her Majesty’s Government, the 
Quarantine Boaul have a light to settle the salaries of their officers, provided they do not 
thereby exceed their receipts. The Egyptian Government have to make good any deficit, 
and have thciefove a right to veto an\ expense- which might cause one; but all excess of 
icceipts over expenditure remain- in the hands of the Quarantine Board, and the Egyptian 
Government mu-1 he considered as having deprived themselves of all contiol over the 
surplus. 

Under thc-e eircumstaiue-, it is desirable that you -hould point out to the Minister 
■ f Finance that Her Majesty’s Government are anxious to maintain the Egyptian character

The only other question of impuitauce betoie the meeting wa- the proposition fir 
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revision of the Sanitary Tariff, and substituting the Ottoman Tariff for that hitherto 
adopted here. 

The European Delegates were unanimously of opinion that before the project of 
substitution of Ottoman Tariff, presented by the President, could be properly discussed, it 
would be necessary to have some knowledge of the data on which the project was based, 
to enable them to arrive at an opinion as to the probable effect on the revenues of the 

Board. 

The President maintained that the chief aim of the project was not to increase or 
diminish the revenues of the Board, though he thought it would probably increase them, 
but to establish the levying of sanitary dues on a more equitable basis. Though I had 
been authorized by Her Majesty’s Government to accept with certain reserves the project 
as presented, 1 also expressed my opinion in favour of some data being furnished. The 
President pointed out the great difficulty of obtaining statistics or reliable data, but agreed 
that the question should be referred to the Committee of Finance, the discussion on the* 
project to be delayed for a month. Several of the Delegates reminded the meeting that 
when the question of revision of the Tariff", and substitution of the Ottoman Tariff, was 
proposed on a former occasion, a sine </uii non for its acceptance by the Board was that the 
Egyptian Government should construct proper lazarettoes. To insist ou this condition 
now in the picsent. state of Egyptian finances will he tantamount to refusing to accept the 
project. 

As soon as the Report of the Committee of Finance is received the European 
Delegates will refer the project to their respective Governments, and endeavour to obtain 
instructions to enable the subject to be discussed in a month from this date. 

The meeting voted unanimously the necessary funds to enable the Administration *o 
purchase a steam-launch tor the quarantine service at Suez, to enable the Sanitary Agent 
to board vessels with safety in all weathcis and without loss of time.

The Committee admit that the assumed facts on which they base their calculation of 
the difference between the receipts trom the Ottoman Tariff' and those from that now in 
use are not bc\ond dispute; but it seems probable that the e-timate ot increase of 
revenue from the proposed charge is over-estimated rather than the contrary. 

It mav be expect' cl that strong opposition to the proposed <4iavgc will he made by 
the Postal Steam Companies, and by the owners of the larger steamers, on whom it will 
bring a considerable increase of taxation.

My Lord, Alexandria, February 10, 1885. 

I HAVE the honour to trails oil a copy of Dr. Mackie’s despatch of the 4th instant, 
reporting that at a meeting of the Maritime and Quarantine Sanitary Board, held on the 
Aid instant, quarantine was on his proposal abolished on arrivals from Calcutta. 

The French Delegate communicated the Report of the “Comite des Reglements ” 
as to thi question of allowing shi[> with cholera on hoard to tiaiisit the Suez Canal in 
strict quatantine. The President [imposed that this question should he postponed until the 
ii 1 st Tuesday of March. 

Your Lordship will observe that while two of the membei.s of the Committee were in 
favour of not altering the present quarantine Regulations as to passage through the Canal, 
the French Delegate maintained that pa-sage in quarantine should be granted to vessels 
coming horn Europe, but refused to those coming hum tile East. His view’ appears to me 
to be founded on that radical misconception of the functions of the Egyptian Quarantine 
Board, against which 1 ler Majesty’s Government has always contended, viz., that it exists 
for the protection of Europe, anil not oi Eg\ pt. IIis argument that it is possible to main¬ 
tain eh'iueni. quarantine at El d’or, but impossible at Alexandria or Port tail'd, is answered 
by the experience of the recent epidemic of cholera. The pretended distinction, there'ore, 
which he seeks to establish fails to the ground, and the real motive of his one-sided proposal 
is disclosed ,namely, that it is English interests which would principally he advanced by 
the coneuMou which he refuses.

The President 
requested that diseu-siun on this subject should he postponed until he had communicated 
the Report to the Egyptian Government, as the subject intimately concerns Egypt, and 
proposed that it should he put on the a rdredu jour for the meeting on the fir-l Tuesday oi 
March. 

The President communicated a letter from Sir C. Zervudachi, oliering for sale an 
engine adapted for distilling water for pilgrims at the quarantine station of El-Widjc. He 
announced at flic same time that the Egyptian Government had arranged for two steamers, 
fitted with di-lilling appaiatus, to he sent fur that purpose in case of need. After some 
discussion, and objections raised by the French Delegate to the use of steamers which 
might he required at Suakilt or other places when most needed at El-Widje, it was 
dcciihd to request the President to bring to the notice of the Egyptian Govcrmiunt the 
advisability of having a fixed distilling machine at El-Widje.

which they were receiving on the 1st January, 188]. It would appear that the principle 
on which augmentations are given is that an officer, without waiting for promotion, should 
receive an increase of salary at the end of every year. It can hardly be a- a reward for 
cxceptionally meritorious service, but rather in virtue ot a general rule that salaries ought 
to be annually increased that the Quarantine Budgets have been framed. If this principle 
were applied to any Administration of larger importance it- effect would be so disastrous 
that it is doubtful whether anv public body would venture to propose its adoption. 

The opinion of the English Committee on Egyptian Hiiumce, which sat in June la-t, 
mav be quoted on this point: — 

“ Wc think it om dutv to point out that the system of rewarding an officer for long 
and faithful seivice by raising the salary of the post which he holds is open to great 
objections. Salaries slmulil be fixed without inference to the individuals who, for the time 
being, may occupy the posts to which the salaries are attached. The proper rewnui for 
long and efficient service i- to accord promotion to some other higher post ol* hir_ r 
emolument than that which has heietofore been enjoyed by the official in question il m 
very exceptional eases promotion is either impossible or detrimental to the public in! rests 
a personal allowance may he granted, hut it should he separately stated in the Estimates 
and accounts, and it should lapse on the lecipient of the allowance vacating his oliLv by 
death, retirement, or subsequent proinutijn.’' - (Blue Book, Egvpt No. 28 (188-ij,”

Memorandum by Mr. Owen respecting the Salaries of the Egyptian Quarantine Board's 

Officials. 

TUB Alexandria Quarantine Board have come to the conclusion that it is expedient, for 
the inoie efficient working of the Sanitary Service, that the salaries of their officers should 
in certain cases be increased. 

The Board claim the right to increase these salaries at their discretion, having regard 
to the terms of Article 24 of the Decree by which the Khedive reconstituted the Board on 
the 9th January, 1881 :— 

“ Article 24. 

<£ LE Conseil Sanitairc Maritime ct Quaiantenaire dispose dc ses finances. 

“L’Administration des Rccettes et dcs Deponses e-T confide a un f’omite compose du 
President, de lTnspecteur-General du Service Sanitairc Maritime et Quaiantenaire, et d’un 
Delegue Consulaire elu par le Conseil. J1 prend le titre de Comite des Finances. 

“Cc Comite five, sauf ratification par le Conseil, les traitements dcs employes dc tout 
grade; il decide les depenses fixees et le» depenscs imprevues. Tons les trois mois dans 
unc seance speciale il fait an Conseil un Rapport detaille de sa gestion. Dans les trois 
mois qui suivront l’expiration de l’annee budgetairo, le Conseil, sur la ])roposition du 
Comite, arrete le biinn definitif et le transmet, par I’entremise de son President, a notre 
Ministrc de lTnterieur. 

“ Le Conseil prepare le budget de scs rccettes et celui dc scs depenscs. Cc budget 
sera arrete par notre Conseil des Minis!res, en meme temps quo le Budget general de 
l’Htat, a titre de budget annexe. Pour et.iblir son premier budget, le Conseil prendra pour 
base de scs calculs la moyenne des depenscs faites pour assurer la marche de ce Service 
pendant les trois dernkres annecs. Dans le eas oil le chifiVe des depenscs cxcedcrait le 
eliiffrc des rccettes, le deficit sera coinble par les ics&ources generates de 1’Etat. Toutcfois, 
1c Conseil devra etudicr sans retard les moyens d’equilibrer les rccettes et les depenses. 

“ Ses propositions seront, par les soins du President, transmiscs a notre Ministrc de 
rinte'ricur. L’cxcedent des rccettes , s’il cn existe, rcstera a la caisse du Conseil Sanitairc 
Maritime ct Quarantcnnire; il sera, apres decision du Conseil Sanitairc, rati fie par le 
Conseil des Ministrcs, atfecte exclusivcmcnt a la creation d’un fond de reserve, dentine a 
faire face aux hesoins imprevus.” 

The Board maintain that according to the terms of this Article, the arrangements as 
to sala'ies of officials, &c., are left in their hands, subject to a general ratification by the 
lx heJivial Government; the Sanitary Budget being regarded as an annex to the general 
1’ idgct of the Egyptian Dominion. 

The Quarantine Board further argue that the rule laid down as to the non-augmenta- 
lion at the present time of Egyptian sakuies, docs not apply to their officers, seeing that 
the latter arc paid out of the Board’s surplus receipts, and that their salaries are therefore 
in no way chargeable to the Egyptian Government. 

The objections raised by the Khedivial Government to the action of the Quarantine 
Boaid in this matter arc set forth more or less fully in the inclosure* to Consul Cookson’s 
despatches noted in the margin;* but as they arc summarized in Mr. Vincent’s Memorandum 
inclosed in Sir E. Baring’s No. 4, Commercial, 1885, it may be sufficient to notice them 
under the latter head. 

On the 31st December last Sir E. Baring was informed that in the opinion ol Her 
Majesty’s Government the Quarantine Board had a right to settle the salaries of their 
officers, provided they did not thereby exceed their receipts. While the Egyptian Govern¬ 
ment had a right to veto any expenses which might be calculated to cause a deficit, the 
latter must be considered as having deprived themselves of all control over the suiplus. 
It was further pointed out that while Her Majesty’s Government acre anxious to maintain 
the Egyptian character of the Board, the efficiency of the Sanitary Sei vice certainly required 
.some increase of salaries; it being at the same time intimated that it would he very 
unwise in the Egyptian Government to provoke a contest which might end in establishing 
the independence of the Quarantine Board. 

Mr. Vincent, on behalf of the Egyptian Government, advances the following objection? 
to the proposals of the Quarantine Board :—The Government of the Khedive, while

officials by the apparently exceptional favour shown to officers of the Quarantine Board. 

The Egyptian Government further combat a somewhat feeble argument advanced on 
behalf of thc Quarantinc Board, viz., that the latter is a newly-organized Department, and 
as such ought not to he dealt with in the same manner as older and more established 
Departments of the Egyptian Service. 

As regards the argument that the salaries of the Quarantine officials arc payable out 
of surplus receipts, and therefore do not concern Egyptian finance, it is maintained that 
ihc Egyptian Government is responsible for the pensions, on retirement, of the Quarantine 
officers, such pensions being calculated on the amount of their salaries, and that any 
augmentation of their pay must therefore affect the amount of pensions payable to them 
out of Egyptian Government funds. 

The" Egyptian Government, moreover, maintain that if it had not been for grants 
out of the Egyptian Treasury a deficit instead of a surplus would have been found in the 
revenues of the Quarantine Board. 

Finallv, the Egyptian Government complain that the financial administration of the 
Quarantine Board has been carried on with a total disregard ol economy, instancing what 
they consider to be the false principle of increasing the salary of a particular post as a 
reward to a meritorious officer, who, if deserving, ought to receive recompense through 
promotion to a higher post or by means of a strictly personal allowance. 

It remains to say that Mr. Gonsul t’ookson, in his despatches on this question, 
appears rather to lean to the views of the Egyptian Executive in this matter, while 
Dr. Mackic holds with the Quarantine Board. 

Sir E. Baring, on the 18th February, telegraphed that action should he suspended 
on his despatch No. 4, Commercial (above referred to), until he wrote again ontlu

Mr. Mieville 
proposes to establish a svstem ot sanitary surveillance on the Canal, and suggests a 
modification of Article 2, which would allow a vessel arriving from the Red Sea, which has 
during its voyage had cases or suspected cases of cholera, plague, or yellow fever, to pass 
through the Canal in quarantine, or to undergo quarantine at Tor. should it be desired 
by the Representative of the country in which is situated the first port to which it is 
bound. 

It would thus rest with each country to decide whether vessels bound tor its ports 
should perform quarantine at Tor, or proceed direct to their destination. 

I have shown Mr. Mieville’s proposal to the Italian and French Consuls-General. 
M. de Martino considered it reasonable, and promised to instruct his Delegate to 

support it. . . 

M. R,arr3re declined to express any opinion on the proposal, but said that he would 

refer it to Paris. r , . . . , 

If Her Majesty’s Government approve the proposal, Lord Lyons might perhaps he 
requested to make representations to the French Governement in support ot it. 

I have suggested to Mr. Mieville that the discussion of the question by the Board had 
better be postponed for a month.

1 have not been able to learn what the nature of these proposals 
is but 1 think it probable that they are similar to those mentioned in your Lordship’s 
despatch to Mi. Esrcrton, No. 43, Commercial, of the 19th Angii-t last, as being likely to 
be put forward by "the Austrian Delegate. Under these circumstances it would probably 
be advisable, before any action is taken on the matter in Paris, to await the submission 
of the Austrian proposals to the Board. ^

1 have now the honour to inclose an extract from the proccs-verhal of (he meeting, 
containing the text of the proposals and Hie discuss! >. ( winch took place in regard to 
them. 

The point referring to the reorganization of the Sanitary Foard is formulated as a 
“ wish ” to he expressed by the Board, and not as a positive proposal to he voted. 

Mr. Mieville, the President, refused to allow it to he discussed, several Delegates 
protesting against his decision. 

The other three proposals of the Austrian Delegate were referred to the 
“Commission des Edglement;” <"<»r icport. 

The French Consul-General informed me that the Austrian proposals had received 
the general assent of his Government, and on the evening of the 5th instant L learnt, 
and informed your Lordship by telegraph, that the Austrian, German, and Russian 
Cousuls-General have .asked the Italian Consul-General to join in a collective repre¬ 
sentation to the Egyptian Government in the sense of requesting thorn to instruct 
Mr. Mieville to allow the question of reorganization of the Sanitary Board to be 
discussed by the Board itself. 

I have advised Xubar Pasha to approve Mr. Mieville’s action and to decline giving 
the instructions demanded, on the ground that the subject is one for diplomatic 
discussion and not for treatment by the Board. 

To a verbal representation by the French Consul-General, Nubar Pasha replied in 
the sense of this advice, of which i have had the honour to receive your Lordship’s 
approval. 

Mr. Mieville and Dr. Maekie having come to Cairo to discuss the matter with me, 
L requested Dr. (Maekie to prepare a Report on the subject, which I shall have the 
honour to forward to your Lordship in a subsequent despatch.

WITH reference to my preceding despatch of the 7th instant, I have the honour 
to state that the Austrian Delegate having, in the course of his remarks as to the 
advisability of the leorgani/.ation of the Sanitary Board, asserted that the prepon¬ 
derance of Egyptian votes eon veined the decisions of the Board from international into 
purely Egyptian decisions, I suggested to Mr. Mievillo that it would he well to ascer¬ 
tain the actual facts from the records of the proceedings of the Board. 

Mr. Mievillo has now communicated to me the result of his examination. 

Since the establishment of the Board in 1SS1 it has taken fifty-three decisions in 
regard to the imposition or the removal of quarantine on foreign arrivals. In forty- 
four of them the Egyptian yob's exercised no preponderant influence, and the result 
would have been the same had they been eliminated. 

In regard to the* remaining nine decisions, in Avhich the Egyptian votes affected 
the result, your Lordship will see from the annexed 'fable, drawn up by Mr. Mievillo, 
that in several instances the opinion of the foreign Delegates was very evenly divided, 
and that the Egyptian votes hardly did more than turn the scale. 

The result of Mr. Mieville’s researches has therefore been entirely to disprove the 
assertion of the Austrian Delegate.

’ ’ l HAVE the honour to import that a meeting of the Maritime and Quarantine 

Sanitary Board was held on Tuesday, the 3rd instant. . 

The discussion on the Report of the Commission des Regiements on the transit oi 
the (’anal for vessels with eholeia on hoard, which had been postponed at a pic\ioils 
mootin' 1, was on the “onlre du jour” for this meeting. On the subject being brought up, 
"5131 U 
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the French Delegate announced that lie withdrew the proposition made by him at the 
meeting of the Commission, to allow vessels with cholera on board, entering the Canal at 
Port Said, to pass through the Canal in strict quarantine. The reason he assigned lor 
withdrawing his proposition was that it was in direct opposition to other propositions 
which he understood were to be brought forward by the Austrian Government to which 
he intended to give his support. In consequence of this announcement, and the moment 
not seeming opportune for discussing the question, the President proposed its post; one- 
ment till a future meeting. The Austrian Delegate then communicated four propositions, 
having for their obicet to introduce certain reforms in the quarantine service, as well as 
iti the constitution of the Board. 1 have the honour to inclose, for your information, 
copy of these four propositions, as well as copy of the observations by which they were 
prefaced by the Austiiun Delegate, and extract from notes made by the Secretary for the 
Minutes of the meeting. 

AVitli regard to the first three proposition-, the President proposed that as they 
implied certain changes in the exi-ting rule-, they should he referred to the members ot 
the Commission des ReglemenN to be studied and reported on. 

The fourth proposition was presented rather under the form of a wish fur an 
expre-sion of opinion on the part of the Delegates. The President, however, maintained, 
that any expression of opinion on the part of the Delegates at a regular meeting of the 
Board must amount to a vote, and that any official discussion or vote on the constitution 
of the Board was ultra v'r 1 -', * eoing that the Board was constituted, not by the Delegates, 
but for them by Khedhial Decide. He therefore refused to allow the subject to he voted 
or discussed in meeting. This gave ii-e to a good deal of angry feeling on the part of 
the Delegates of European Power-, which ended in a formal protist by the Delegate- of 
France, Germany, Au-tria, Greece, Ru-sha, and Turkey. The Delegate of Italy, though 
supporting the “wish ” that the subject should be di-cu—ed at tin. Board, refu-ed to join 
in the protest. 

AVitli regard to the propo-Uimis; — 

They are put in l.ittier a vague bum, anil as there win no di-eu-.-iou on them to 
elicit explanations, it is difficult to seize the precise signification of them. 

Proposition 1, “ Cr.'ation des fond- nrees-aires pour des in-titution- sanitaires, el 
le pel sound,” I pro-ume, refer-; chiefly to the qae-tion of eon-traction of proper 
lazarettos at 'For, Suez, Pori Said, and Alexandria. 

The Delegate- of European Powers, with the exception of the Briti-h Delegate, 
have always held that the lazaretto- ought to he con-truetoil and maintained by the 
Egyptian Government. At a late meeting of the Commission des Ueglcmcnt-, the 
que-lion was indirect]) referred to in the oom-e of conversation, and I expressed my 
opinion that the Egyptian Government could only be expected to provide lazarettos for 
arrivals for Egypt itself, and not for pa--engers hound for countries bcyontl Egypt ; that 
for tlie latter it --omul to F> onlyjit-l that the countries requiting llieir quarantine to 
he ] erformed in Eg)pi -liouM pmvide accommodation, or bear the expense. Thi-seems 
to me a jv.-t view of the ftihjee ; ; but might give ri-e to difficulties in dealing with the 
f-nuifsry due - impo-ed < n -hipp'yg at d commerce, and the surplus of our Budget mining 
tlieveh*om, should it he large. 

If it were proposed that the •uirplu- ehoidd be applied to the maintenance of inch 
lazarettos, or their personnel, probably England, if not wishing quarantine for vessels 
bound for England, port- to be performed there, might object to the money, great part 
of which i- rai-ed by taxes on British ships, being applied for that purpose. 

AVitli regard to the second part of Proposition i, “Pond.- neccssaires pour le 
personnel,” 1 presume the proposition was probably drafted last year, before the result of 
our Budget was known. AVc have now, and I think we are likely to have, a surplus huge 
enough to pay a proper personnel; while in former years our personnel was alwav- at a 
very low ebb on account of deficient funds. 

Proposition 9. “ Contrhle rigoureux cxertv avant on a l’entree mdridionale du 
Canal do Suez, Ac." 'Phis, l presume, means a rigorous inspection of all pilgiim 
ships, transport-, &e., by eompetmt men, with authority to deal with them as maybe 
considered necessary, 1 ucli as clean-iug, di-infeoting them, airing and disinfecting clothes, 
linen, &e. 

Proposition 3. “Defense pixalable du tiansit en quaranlaim- ju-qu’a la foimation 
ilTm I’m, mi'd de smveil! nco sufli-ant.” This proposition would imply a complete 
change in our Keglemenl-. which have alwav - permitted pa--age through the Garni! in 
quarantine for ve-sels coming from infected ports, having had no cholera on board. It 
is dilJicub to say wl at may be considered “ personnel de - urveillance suflisani but it 
is pro) able that Euicpcau : unitary agent- and European . anitary p-oliee along the Canal 


will be insisted on. This presents no serious obstacle; but T do not see why transit in 
quarantine, which has always been permitted, should he forbidden until a surveillance is 
organized, which need not take a very long time. 

Proposition 4 (A r oeux). “ Reorganisation du Conscil Sanitaire Egyptian avec ime 
distribution normalc des votes (reduction des votes Egyptians).” 

I would observe that the Austrian Government lias brought forward this proposition 
in a very vague way, making it not a proposition, but a “wish.” This may have been 
done with a strategic purpose, so as more likely to insure an expression of opinion, or 
from recognizing that the Constitution of the Board is really by virtue of Khcdivial 
Decree. 

Contrary also to the u-age of the European Powers represented by their Delegates, 
they allude to the Board as the “ Con-eil Manila ire Egyptian,” omitting the woid 
“ International,” which is always insisted on by the European Delegates, and resented by 
the Egyptians. I agree with the opinion expressed by the President, that the Delegates 
have no right to discuss the constitution of the Board in meeting, especially a- the 
Egyptian Delegates, who are equally interested, would take no part in it. 

The European Delegates insist on their right, on the ground that it is an inter¬ 
national Board by virtue of agreement between the present and previous Rulers of IDipt 
and the Representatives of European Powers. This is a que-tion which is now likely to 
arise diplomatically, and, I have no doubt, communications will soon be addressed to the 
Egyptian Government on the subject, and a demand made for a recognition < f the 
international character of the Board, or to have it reconstituted on an international basis. 
The working of the Board is, and always ha- been, exceedingly un-atisfactory, and (bis, 
T consider,is in great measure owing to the abuse of power by many European Delegate-, 
on account of this supposed international character. 

That they have often -ervod as checks on an inefficient Admini-lration is true: but 
with an efficient Administration they obstruct and hamper its dibits, in cveiy po.--ib!e 
way, and I do not think that matters would be improved, but the reverse, by reconstituting 
the Board on a distinctly international basis. On the contrary, I believe that, if it were 
clearly understood that it is a purely Egyptian institution “for the protection of Egypt,” 
and care taken to have active and intelligent men, with a true sen-e and knowledge of 
the work they have to do, at the head of it, the Board would give better assurance for 
the protection of Egypt and Europe than it lias ever yet done. 

AVitli regard to the observation made by the Au-trian Delegate, that the deci-iotis 
of the Board are almost always the result of the Egyptian vote, this is incorrect, as can 
be seen by reference to the Minutes of meetings. If all the European Delegates attend 
meetings, tlm Egyptian Delegates must always be in the minority, as may be seen by 
reference to tlm number of Delegates by the Khedivial Decree, 'fhe Egyptian Delegates 
can only have n majority when some of the European Delegates are absent, or abstain, or 
vote with them. 

This observation by tlm Au-trian Delegate, it is clear to me, refers to ileci-ion- with 
regard to Bombay and Briti-li India generally. It very often happens that when the 
British Delegate proposes the removal of quarantine again-t Bombay (when the cholera 
mortality is low), bo is -upporled by the Egyptian Delegates, and generally a few 
European Delegate.- also -upporl him or ah-tain from voting. In this way, the majority 
in his favour is very often eampo-ed of Egyptian Delegates, 

On the other hand, were it not for this majority of Egyptian Delegates India would 
be kept in perpetual quarantine, and probably very vexatious measures be voted. This 
would certainly be the result of a reconstitution of the Board on an international basis, 
with diminution of Egypti in votes, unle-- strict precautions were taken in drawing the 
ltules to prevent all arbitrary and vexatious decisions. 

As these question- will, no doubt, soon be brought up again, 1 should be glad to 
have instructions Cor my guidance as soon as possible.

’ IX continuation or my despatch of the 7th instant, \ have the honour to forward, 
for your information, a copy of observations made by the President ot the Alaritnne anil 
Quarantine Hoard in reply to the statement made at the last meeting by the Austrian 
Delegate that the decisions of the Board are the result_ of the votes of Egyptian 
Delegates. The President, proves the incorrectness of this by showing from oflicial 
records that since the institution of the Board in 1881, the Egyptian votes have aided 
in obtaining the decisions, where it was a question of imposing or removingquaran¬ 
tine, in onlv nine instances out of fifty-three decisions voted by the Board, the lame 
annexed to‘the President’s observations gives the analysis of the votes on these nine 

occasions. , . . , . ■ „ 

It will he seen from this Table that even on the lime occasions on winch the 
Egyptian votes influenced the decision, the number of Delegates of European Powers 
present exceeded the number of Egyptian Delegates, and had they voted together, 
they must, have outvoted the Egyptian Delegates. It was only by their divided 
voting, or abstention, that the Egyptian votes influenced the <L visions. 

In the remaining decisions of the Hoard, as pointed out b\ the l iesu < m, u _ 
result would have been the same by the votes of the Consular Delegates alone, without 

the Egyptian votes. , , , . , , , 

This would seem to he a contradiction of the statement m my despatch oi the 7 tu 
instant: that without the aid of the Egyptian votes it would he difficult to keep India 
out of perpetual quarantine. This can only he (lone by endeavouring to keep tins 
Enrol>oan votes divided, bv personally obtaining favourable votes to my propositions 
from some and abstentions from others. Since the cholera epidemic of last year in 
Europe, it has become much more difficult for the British Delegate to obtain support 
from European Delegates when it is a question of removing quarantine against India, 
and if, as mav happen, all the European Delegates vote together, it would be impos¬ 
sible for the* British Delegate, even with the aid ot the Egyptian vote, to obtain a 

majority.^ ^ ^ (l(mU jn . min(1 (hat it is against English influence at the Board— 

and not simplv aguin.-d the Egyptian votes—that tlie Austrian Delegates 0 . )&n V l . 
is intended, but lie has made his statement in an oflicial form, with pivconeoivid id .ns, 
without thoroughly examining the question, and has laid himsell open to contia- 
diclion from oflicial records in the reply oi the President.

I HAVE the honour to report that a meeting of the Maritime and Quarantine 
Board aa as held on Tuesday, the 3rd instant. At the commencement of the meeting 
the Delegate for France proposed that quarantine should he imposed at Egyptian ports 
against Bombay on account of the large cholera, mortality in the city of Bomba}, 
according to last sanitary report, a iz., forty-five deaths from cholera for week ending 
the 2ith February. I pointed out to the meeting that these deaths had occurrcl not 
amongst the population of Bombay, hut amongst the pilgrims from Nassik, and that 
according to telegrams received and communicated by me to the Delegates, every pre¬ 
caution Avas being taken by the Indian authorities to prevent infected pilgrims leaving 
Nassik or entering B nnbay. I also reminded them that a special Sanitary Medical 
Officer had been named for the port of Bombay, to examine and report on pns-i igors 
leaving. ! proposed that they should accqtt these precautions as ollering as good, if 
not a better, guarantee for Eg}pi than our quuiantine. The proposition of the 
Delegate lor France was then put to the vote and envied by a majority of G vo f es— 
9 votes for, 3 against, and (i abstentums. Those wh> voted lor quarantine 
being the Delegates for France, Austria, Germain, Russia, Greece, Holland, Italy, 
Spain, and Turkov. 

Dr. Ardouin, the Inspector-General, then pointed out the difficulty of imposing 
quarantine at Suakin in ease of troops being dUembaiked from India, there being no 
properh isolated quarantine station and no efficient means of surveillance. Some of 
the members seemed to think that whatever quarantine measures were imposed would 
he set aside by the militarv authorities. I told them that 1 had taken care before the 
meeting to lind out through Sir Eicl t \n Baring the feeling of the military autlioi ities, 
and that they were disposed to respect our quarantine if not compelled to do otherwise 
by force mujeure. After a little discussion it was agreed that no regular quarantine 
should be imposed at Souakiu against India, but that arrival - from Bombay should be 
submitted to a medical inspection before receiving free pratique, and that all arrivals 
from Souakiu at Sue/ should also be submitted to a strict medical inspection. 

The Delegate for Germany then proposed that, as the cholera mortality in Madias 
did not diminish rnpidh, quarantine should be reimposed against that port also; this 
proposition was carried bv a majority off vote, 9 votes for and S against. 

The President then communicated a letter from the Minister of the Interior, 
intimating that the Budget of the Administration for the vear 1SS5 had 1 ecu 
accepted.

WITH reference to my despatch Xo. 9 of this date, I have the honour to transmit 
a copy of the remaining part of Dr. Mackie’s despatch of the Gth instant, reporting a 
discussion on the Report of the “Commission des Reglements” on the subject of 
transit in quarantine, through the Suez Canal, of vessels having cholera on hoard. 

The French Delegate withdrew his proposal on this subject (which was reported 
in my despatch Xo. (5 of the 10th February last) in favour of four others made hv the 
Austro-Hungarian Delegate. 

These proposals and his speech are given in lull in the Tnclosurcs Nos. 1 and 2 to 
Dr. Mackie’s despatch. 

The President proposed that the consideration of the first three, relating to 
alterations in the existing Sanitary Regulations of the Hoard, should be adjourned. 
But as to the fourth, “That the Hoard should he reorganized with a normal 
distribution of votes (reduction of Egyptian votes),” the President relused to allow 
it to he discussed, because the Board, being constituted hy Khedivial Decree, had no 
power to change its own constitution. 

It was then moved and supported by a great majority of the Delegates, that this 
fourth proposal should he discussed merely in the iorm ol a desire (“ vuai ”) of the 
Board. To this the President equally objected, and maintained his refusal to allow it 
to he discussed or put to the vote in spite of the angry protest of those who were 
opposed to him. 

Dr. Mackie took no part in the argument, but he observes with great force that 
this incident is sure to raise the question ol how iarthe Board is to be considered 
international. 

I have reason to believe that the Coiisitls-Cenerul of the Powers whose Delegates 
supported the Austro-Hungarian proposals intend to make the conduct of the President 
the subject, of a serious complaint to the Egyptian Government, but I hope your 
Lordship will recognize that in wluu lie did he was only carrying out the views which 
have been persistently supported by ller Majesty’s Government.

I HAVE the honour to report Unit a meeting of the Maritime and Quarantine 
Board was held on Tuesday, the 3rd instant. 

The next subject on the “ ordre du jour ” was the discussion on the Report of the 
“ Commission des Reglements,” on the subject of permission to transit Suez Canal in 
strict quarantine for vessels having cholera on hoard. 

As soon as the discussion on this subject was announced, the French Delegate 
informed the meeting that he formally withdrew the proposition made and suAaiucd 
hy him in the “ Commission des Reglements,” on the ground that it was in .direct 
opposition to proposals to he brought forward hy the Austrian Delegate, which it was 
his intention to support. As the moment seemed inopportune to discuss the Deport of 
tin' C onunission, the President proposed that it should he postponed. 

Tim Austrian Delegate then submitted four propositions, having for their object 
the reform of the Quarantine Service and the reform of the constitution of the Board, 
prefacing them by some observations, of which l have the honour to inclose 
copies. 

The President, in replying to the Austrian Delegate, protested respect I ully 
against the statement, made in the course of the observation hy the Delegate, that the 
nujorily of the decisions of the Board were Egyptian or the result of the \otts of the 
Egvptian Delegates. 

With regard to the first three propositions, the President remarked that thc t \ 
implied a change in the existing rules, and lie was willing that they should he studied 
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and reported on hy the “ Commission des Reglements.” I proposed that a copy of all 
the propositions, with the observations of the Austrian Delegate, should be supplied to 
the Delegates to transmit to their Government for instructions before discussing any 
of them in the Commission. 

With regard to the fourth proposition, “ Reorganisation du Conseil Sanitaire 
Egyptian avec une distribution normale des votes ” (reduction des votes Egyptiens), 
the President observed that, in his position as President and a servant of His Highness 
the Khedive, he could not allow the Delegates to vote on a question which touched 
the constitution of the Hoard, which was established hy Khedivial Decree, a Decree 
hy virtue of which alone the Powers were admitted to he represented hy Delegates at 
the Hoard. 

The Austrian and several European Delegates then proposed lliat the Hoard 
should simply express its desire iu the matter as (o whether the fourth proposition 
should he discussed or not. The Preudenl maintained that no wish could hi* expressed 
without voting, and he refused to allow a vote on a matter which was ultra circs, hut 
observed that the Delegates iverc at liberty to meet privately as they had done on 
former occasions, and bud the power to refer the subject to their Governments to he 
treated diplomatically. After a very animated and angry discussion, in which nearly 
all the Delegates ol European Powcis took part, the Delegate for Austria protected 
against the arbitrary proceeding of the President in refusing the proposition of his 
Government being put to the vole. This protest was supported by the Delegates for 
France, Germany, Green 4 , Russia, and Turkey. Some of the Delegates of other 
European Powers, who did not join in the protest, expressed an opinion that the 
proposition was a just one and ought to have been put to the vote. As the discussion 
was carried on in a very angry spirit, and it was evident to me that several of the 
Delegates had come prepared to make an attack on the President if he opposed their 
view's, I abstained from taking part in the discussion or committing myself in any 
way. 

It is evident to me that out of this question, when treated diplomatically, will 
arise another, which the Egyptian Government will soon he asked hy the Powers to 
pronounce an opinion upon—whether the Hoard is international or not.

The Cholera Regulations are shortly as follows: — 

Ships coming from an infected port, but having had no suspicious cases on board 
during the voyage, after eight days’ passage, six days’ quarantine, and so on up to 
a passage of thirteen days or more, twenty-four hours’ quarantine. Ships of war, regular 
postal vessels carrying *a doctor with a European diploma, after a passage of eight 
days, tluee days’ quarantine, and on up to a passage of ten days or more, twenty-four 
hours’ quarantine. 

A ship having had suspicious cases on board during the passage is subject to seven 
days’ quarantine. 

The following categories of ships must perform quarantine before entering the 
Canal, to whatever port bound :— 

1. Ships having had undoubted or suspicious cases on board. 

2. Ships which come from infected ports, and which arc in a bad sanitary state, 
although they may not have had suspicious cases. 

Ships from an infected port bound for a place on the Canal. 

4. Pilgrim ships, or other ships having large numbers of such-like passengers on 
board. 

Ships with foul bills, or whose bills are judged foul, but which do not come within 
any of the above categories, may pass the Canal in quarantine, “ provided there is 
no reason against it.”

His Excellency had eommuuieated to me, confidentially, on the 5th instant, two 
telegrams from M. Mancini, of which copies arc inclosed,!' stating the nature of the 
indructions which had been sent to llie Italian Delegate on the Egyptian Sanitary 
Council, and to the Italian Agent and Consul-General in Egypt with regard to the 
proposals brought forward by the Austro-Hungarian Delegate. 

1 told Count Nigra that our position in regard to the-e questions was briefly as 

follows :— . . 

We considered that the composition of the Egyptian Sanitary Commission was a 
matter for diplomatic treatment, and not for discussion in the Commission itself. Wo 
held that the Commission was const it lited and exercised its I unctions by the authority 
of the Khedive, and eouhl not properly he considered as existing in virtue of an 
international arrangement, or as being dependent <m such arrangement. But we 
thought it would he inopportune and premat me to disems the composition of the 
Commission, or to propose modifications in it at this moment. It would be better to 
postpone the matter till after the general questions connected with quarantine had 
been deliberated upon at the approaching Conference at Borne. 

We were ready to agree to the discussion in that Conference of the questions 
relating to quarantine in Egypt, with the exception always of the constitution and

* SO many uncomfortable rumours were afloat before the meeting of this morning 
that il was with some uneasiness 1 took my seat. Success did not, liowe\or, attend 
the efforts of the oppo-ition—efforts ealeuiabnl to induce me to appear to act in an 
arbitrary manner, and aL » to phuv hindrances in the way of the communications 
between Egypt and Suakiu. 

Austria started the ball Ik allegin'; in the ;>i<>4 barefaced manner that the Council 


at the meeting of the 3rd March had never agreed to refer Lis proposals to the Rules 
Committee. T appealed to the Secretary’s rough notes. Several Delegates had been 
persuaded to keep Austria in countenance. 

Austria then expressed surprised that J had chosen to forget to put his proposals 
on the “ordre du jour” for to-day, and moved that they should he discussed at once 
notwithstanding. I leplied that 1 had no recollection of the Council having agreed to 
the proposals being placed on the order of the day ; that it was the usual practice when 
a question had been referred to the Rules Committee not to bring it forward until the 
said Committee’s Report thereon was ready to he submitted, and that as to discussing 
the proposals seance tcnanle, if w T as quite open to the Council to do so provided urgency 
was voted. 

The question as to whether then* was or was not “ urgency ” being put to the 
vote the result was an equal number both for and against. I then gave my casting 
vote “ against,” and the vote was therefore lost. 

Spain, Portugal, Prance, Austria, Germany, Greece, and Russia voted “Aye.” 

England, Holland, four Egyptian Government Delegates, and myself voted 
“No.” ' 

Turkey, Italy, and one Egyptian member abstained. 

I then consented that the proposal T had made on the 3rd March to refer the three 
Austrian proposals to the Rules Committee, should be again put to the vote, some 
uncertainty seeming to prevail in several Delegates’ minds, and I agreed to modify tin* 
proposal by substituting the words “a Special Committee on which the Austro- 
Hungarian Delegate shall serve” for the words “the Rules Committee.” 

This was unanimously adopted (excepting that the Ottoman Delegate did not 
vote). 

The Special Committee was next chosen by “serutin secret,” the following* 
Delegates being elected:—England, Erancc, Italy, and Dr. Ardouin Bey (Egyptian). 
The composition of the Special Committee is therefore identical with that of the 
Standing Rules Committee if wo substitute the Austrian Delegate for the Delegate for 
Turkey. 1 look upon this result as most satisfactory. 

Regarded from a common sense point of view, the conclusion of all this silly 
skirmishing appears very lame, and shows how little the Austrian proposals are really 
considered urgent. For had the Rules Committee at once accepted the r.r elate 
confided to them, their Report could have been ready by to-day. 

The second incident, namely, an ill-timed endeavour to impose at Suez an ob 'na¬ 
tion of four days on all arrival- from Sunk in and the Red S'-;: ports, was raise/1 1 \ ,-pai/i 
hacked up by Austria 'Hie reason given was that the Council would thus be gu .Ming 
against possible eventual danger, though it was allowed that no epidemic di‘-e:w* 
actually existed in the Red Sea. 1 exercised my discretion in .allowing it to be voted 
at once, with the result tl>at it was rejected by 10 against 4 (with 4 abstentions). 
Spain, German;., Austria, and Russia voted “pour.” Portugal, Prance, Greece, and 
one Egyptian abstained from recording their votes either way. 

I have not time to send you a more consequent account, but I thought you might 
like to have these few jottings before llu* homeward mail leaves.

I HAVE the honour to report that a meeting of the Maritime and Quarantine 

Sanitarv Board was held this morning. ^ , 

After the Minutes of the former meeting had been read, the Austrian Delegate 
expressed his surprise that the discussion of three of the proposals made by him at 
last meeting had not hcen put on the “ ordre du jour for to-dnj. ue . hsl en 
replied that these proposals had been referred by the Board to the Commission des 
llLlements to he studied, and that the -Report of the Commission had not been 
received. The Delegate of France, as Reporter of the Commission stated .hat he had 
convolved the members to study and discuss the propositions hut that a doubt had 
arisen am/mgst them as to whether it was hy a regular vote ot the Board tnat these 
propositions had been referred to them. Three of the members present at the meeting 
of the Commission, viz., the Delegates of Prance, Italy, and Turkey, were ol opinion 
that it had not been regularly voted, whilst the only other member piesent, 
Dr. Ardouin, Inspector-General held the opposite opinion, and maintained that the 
proposition of the President, at the former meeting, to reler them to the Commission 
was accepted bv the Board new. con. The British Delegate remarked that, hamng 
mistaken the hour of meeting of the Commission, lie had not been present; hut 
there existed no doubt in his mind, and his recollection ot the subject was perfect > 
clear that the proposition of the President was unanimously accepted, as stated 
elcariv by the Secretarv in his Minute, of the meeting. After some discussion on 
this subject, the Austrian Delegate asked that a Special Commission should he named 
to consider his propositions, unless the Board would consent to discuss them m full 
meeting to-dav. The President proposed to take the opinion of the meeting by vote 
whether they should he discussed to-day. The votes being equal, the President by 
his casting vote, decided that the discussion should not take place to-day. I he 
\ustrian Delegate repeated his request that a Special Commission should be naiiiou. 
The British Delegate, and several others, suggested that the study of the Austrian 
proposals would be facilitated if the Austrian Delegate would supply more detailed 
information as to what the proposals mean. The Italian Delegate proposed that it he 
Beard accepted a Special Commission, the Austrian Delegate should he named a 
member of it, so as to explain his proposals more in detail to the other members. 
Ft was, after some discussion, decided to name a Special Commission, the me .hers ot 
which were chosen hy secret vote, as follows : 

Guillois, Delegate for Prance, 11 votes. 

De Castro, Delegate for Italy, 11 votes. 

Mackie, Delegate for England, 10 votes. 

Ardouin, Inspector-General, 8 votes; and 

Dr. Klodzianowski, Delegate for Austria. 

The Austrian proposals to he studied by the Special Commission do not include 
the proposal to change the constitution of the Board, which was objected to by the 
President at the last meeting. No mention whatever of this proposal was made hy 
the Vustrian Delegate to-day. I would also observe Hint the choice of tin' members 
for the Special Commission to study the Austrian proposals is personal, and not as 
Government Delegates.

Dr. Maclnc to Mr. Cookson. 

Sir, Alexandria, April 7, 1885. 

I HAVE the honour to report that a meeting of the Maritime and Quarantine 
Sanitary Board was held this morning. 

Dr. Sierra (Italian), Delegate for Spain, called the attention of the meeting to 
articles which had appeared in the public fpress stating that cases of cholera had 
occurred amongst our Indian troops at Suakin, and censured the Board for not 
applying stricter quarantine measures against Suakin. The President replied that lie 
had regular information from the Sanitary Agent at Suakin, and that no mention of 
cases of cholera had been made. 

The Delegate for Sjiain replied that we must consider Suakin as a suspected port, 
as it was in free communication with Bombay, and proposed live days quarantine at 
Suez against arrivals from Suakin and all ports in the Red Sea in free communication 
with it. 

The general opinion of the Delegates was that such quarantine was unnecessary 
and vexatious, and that the twenty-four hours’ quarantine of observation at present 
existing was sufficient. 

The British Delegate informed the meeting that the military authorities at Su.tkin 
had undertaken to afford every facility t > the Sanitary Agent to find out the state of 
health of troops arriving from India, and that we could he warned by telegraph if any 
doubtful cases occurred. 

Tiie Delegate for Spain asked that the opinion of the meeting on his proposition 
should bo taken hy vote, whs n 10 members voted against it, 4 for it, and t abstained 
from voting. The membcis voting tor it were the Dologat. ; of Spain, Austria, 
Germany, and Russia. 

A communication was rend from the Danidi Consul-General intimating that the 
Danish Government refuses to adhere to the proposed new Sanitary Tariff, on the 
giomuls that it increases the taxes on shipping and relieves the Egyptian Government/ 
of iheir stipulation to construct lazarettes. 

If the Delegate for Denmark, who was absent from this meeting, offers no 
objection, a copy of this hater will be distributed to the Delegates, which I shall 
forward to you as soon as received. 

The rest of the business before this meeting was of a purely administrative 
character and unimportant. 

The general health in Egypt is reported as everywhere satisfactory. 

The German Delegate interrogated the Sanitary Inspector of Alexandria on one 
of the sanitary bulletins in which it was staled that a child had died of eholeriforni 
diarrluea! 

The Sanitary Inspector replied that he had made no particular inquiries on the 
subject, as eholeriforni diarrhoea was a common enough cause of death in children in 
all countries.

ON the receipt of your Lordship's telegram No. 29, repeating one from Mr. Scott 
from Berlin to the elleet that the German Government consider the Italian invitation 
to the Sanitary Conference as premature and unnecessary at present, since the question 
might he discussed by the Suez Canal Commission now sitting at Paris, I called on 
M. Mancini and had some conversation with him on the subject. 

llis Excellency said he considered the statement to which I referred to have been 
based on an incorrect view of the nature of the Sanitary Conference proposed to be 
held in Home, lie was most desirous that it should he entirely independent of the 
Alexandrian Sanitary Commission, which would more or less bear somewhat of a 
political character, whereas it was intended that the Conference to be held at Home 
should he purely of a sanitary and scientific character. 

M. Mancini reminded me that in the course of the Loudon Conference Prince 
Bismarck had also suggested that the sanitary question should lie treated there, and 
that in accordance with the Chancellor’s suggestion, he had agreed to the proposed 
substitution, making only the condition, in consideration of his having taken the 
initiative, in the matter, that in the event of the sanitary question not being treated at 
the London Conference, the meeting for its discussion should be held in Borne, as 
originally proposed. 

llis Excellency did not conceal from me at the time his conviction that the 
London Conference, as at that time constituted, having been called together for the 
discussion of matters of a purely financial character, would be found incompetent to 
pronounce an opinion on sanitary measures. 

The same objections, M. Mancini said, occurred to him with reference to the 
suggestion of the Gorman Government that the sanitary question should he discussed 
by the Canal Commission now sitting at Paris, 

The idea of holding a Sanitary Conference at Home, which was so favourably 
received by all the Powers at first, England alone having had some objection to make 
to it, is no longer regarded in the same light at present, it being almost looked upon as 
a favour to Italy that the Conference should be held at Home, whereas the Italian 
Government made their proposal on the ground of general advantage to be derived 
from a thoroughly scientific examination of the facts connected with the cholera, 
rendered all the more necessary by the experience of last year.

T HAVE received your despatch No. 17, Commercial, of the loth ultimo, reporting 
the proposal made by the Austro-Hungarian Delegate at the Maritime Sanitary and 
Quarantine Board of Egypt. 

The geographical position of Egypt and of the Suez Canal has made the questions 
of the constitution of that Board and of the Regulations it administers of great 
importance to the principal countries of Europe and Asia, from the point of view both 
of trade and of sanitary precautions. It is only natural, therefore, that the Governments 
of those countries should take a marked interest in the Board and its proceedings. 

On two recent occasions the Egyptian Sanitary question, as affecting other 
countries, has been raised: at the London Conference on Egyptian Finance by the 
German Ambassador, as recorded in my despatch, Commercial, of the 31st July last, to 
Her Majesty’s Ambassadors abroad, copy of which is inclosed; and more recently by 
the Austro-Hungarian Delegate to the Board at Alexandria. 

In the former case the proposal to discuss this question was ruled to be out of order, 
but outside the Conference I gave every assurance that the British Delegate had been 
instructed to co-operate heartily in improving- the police of the Suez Canal, and further, 
that Her Majesty’s Government would consent to a tax, and even a heavy tax, on ships 
passing through the Canal, provided all ships were allowed to pass through in quarantine. 

Tlie proposals brought forward by the Austro-Hungarian Delegate to the Board 
were to the following etfect, viz.:—

4. Yoeu. Reorganisation du Conseil Sanitaire Egyptien avee unc distribution 
mrmale des votes (reduction des votes Egypticns). 

The first three were referred to the Regulations Committee ; the 4th was ruled out 
< f order by the President. Although it is no part of the duty of Tier Majesty’s Govcrn- 
ment to express any approx al of the President’s conduct, they entirely concur in Ids ruling 
that the Board is incompetent to discuss the question of its own constitution ; and agree 
with his Excellency Nubar Pasha, that the matter is one to be discussed diplomatically 
between the individual Powers and the Egyptian Government, just as quarantine 
questions are discussed between any other two Powers. 

The Austro-Hungarian proposals involve questions of general principle to such an 
extent that it will be more convenient for me to set forth fully the opinions held by 
Her Majesty's Government respecting them than to furnish you with separate instructions 
on each of the proposals. 

The views held with regard to the functions and powers of the Board depend on the 
views adopted as to its status. 

The “ Maritime Sanitary and Quarantine Board of Egypt ” is often called Inter¬ 
national.” 

It has been alleged that the Board is “ international *’ in two senses. 

Firstly, it is argued that the Board is charged with the duty of protecting foreign 
countries, especially Europe, from contagion existing out of Egypt, especially in Asia. 
Secondly, it is argued that collectixely ’* speaks with the authority of the Powers whose 
Consular Delegates are admitted as members; and that it is thus independent of the 
Egyptian Government. Finally, it is argued that it has power to impose quarantine 
in Egypt on ships not touching in that country and bound to ports where there are 
proper quarantine arrangements, and also to those where no quarantine is required, and 
that it has power to do -o without the sanction or even against the wish of the Power to 
which such ports belong. 

[ will now examine the conditions these assumptions require and the positions to 
which they lead. 

The Board wa- constituted by a Khedivial Decree of the 3rd .January, 18S]. The 
1-t Article describes the functions of the Bonn! as follows:— 

”Le Conseil est charge d’arreter les me-.ures a prendre pour prevenir l’inlroduction 
en Kgxple on la transmission a I'etranycr de.s maladies epidemiqnes ct des epizootics.*’ 

it has been maintained that the words in italics charge the Board with the duty of 
move.Ping the transmission of such epidemics as cholera through Eg\pi, by the Suez 
.'anal er otherwise, from one part of the world to another. But a consideration of 
Articles <i and 8, which authorize the Board to draw up Regulations for carrying out 
the 1st Article, shows that this interpretation is quite untenable. 

Article G refers to the first part of Article 1, and is as follows:—‘’ Article G. Le 
Conseil arrete les mesures preventives ayant pour objet d’ompecher l'introduction en 
E gyp to par les frontieres maritimes on les front ieres du desert des maladies epidemiqnes 
,/a ties epizootics, et determine les points oil devront etre installed les eampements 
piuvisoires et les ctablissements permanents quarantenaires.” Article 7 is not pertinent 
to the question under examination. But Article 8, which deals with the words in italics, 
is as follows:—“ En cas de l’apparilion de maladies epidemiqaes au </’ dpi zooties en lu/ijpte, 
it (le Conseil) arrete les mesures proven lives a unit pour objet d’empccher la transmission 
de ces maladies a 1 etranger.’’ 

Thus "bile distinct instructions aie given to the Board under Article G to frame 
Regulations to present the introduction of contagion into Eg\pl, and under Article S to 
prevent the transmission of it abroad when an epidemic has broken out in Egypt, 
nothing is said as to any third sot of Regulations for the protection of foreign countries 
from contagion having its origin out of Egypt. An order to frame such a third set of 
Regulations would be tile necessary corollary of the meaning sought to be attached to 
the 1st Article. The express mention of these two sets of Regulations and tlie omission 
of the third would, apait from other considerations, suffice to preclude the Board from 
assuming any such international function. The Board has not been invested with the 
power to draw up the Regulations under which it could he exercised. Whether His 
Highness the Khedive would have been justified in investing the Board with this power 
is another question, and one which l shall examine further on. The Regulations issued 
by the Board are controlled by the very plain instructions quoted above from the Glh 
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and 8th Articles of the Decree. Were any portions of those Regulations found to go 
beyond the terms therein set down, they would he ultra vires. 

In the second place, it has been alleged that, quite apart from the Decree abmc 
mentioned, the presence of the Consular Delegates at the Board makes it international, 
somewhat in the sense that a European Conference is international. This view is taken 
in the fouith Austrian proposal, which clearly means that, at an International Board, 
each country being equal, each should have an equal voting power, and consequently, 
that the Egyptian Government should not be more numerously represented than any 
other Government. But although it is quite true that at Conferences each country is 
equal, it is also true that each country is independent. The Resolutions of an Inter¬ 
national Congress are not binding on the Governments represented without the assent 
of the latter. The ink re-ts of any one State are not submitted to the votes of the others 
without the consent of that State. Her Majesty’s Government have never consented to 
a majority of the Board exercising any authority over their subjects or their ships other 
than that which can he exercised under the Capitulations by the Khedive with the 
concurrence of the British Consular authorities. They have never consented to submit 
the interests of Her Maje-ly’s subjects in matters of quarantine to the votes of tin* 
Representathe.s of the other Power-,. Her Majesty’s Government are not aware that any 
of the other Powers have done so. The absence of such explicit assent, both between 
the foreign Power, and between the latter and Egypt, is in itself fatal !■> the 
assumption that the Board is international in the sense alleged. 

But it may be observed that a natural consequence of this assumption is that the 
Board, although authorized by the Decree to call on the Egyptian Government to carry 
out its Resolutions, is independent of Mis Highness the Khedive, if the Board is thus 
independent the Egyptian Government cannot be held responsible for its proceedings, 

It is a first principle of international law that, with any exceptions specifically laid 
down in Treaties, foreigners shall submit to the Government of the country in which 
they may happen to be. From the Government of that country, and from that 
Government alone, foreign Governments look for the protection of their subjects in 
return for the submission given. From it alone they seek redress for any grievances of 
which their subjects may complain. But if the Egyptian Government he not responsible 
for the acts of the Quarantine Board r< dress cannot be sought from it. Neither can 
redress he sought from the Board, which cannot he approached internationally, and 
which not being a State has no means ot granting international satisfaction. The 
inevitable conclusion is therefore that redress would have to he sought from the various 
Governments whose Delegates had brought about the grievance complained of. Such a 
proceeding, however, would not be feasible,and lor all practical purposes the Board would 
be irresponsible. But Her Majesty’s Government, and doubtless every other Govern- 
ment, would infuse to roeogmze that any State, much more therefore that any Board, 
could be internationally irresponsible. 

Furthermore, for such a Conference of the Representatives of inilixidual Bowers to 
be able to canyon the work of a Government Dcp irtment, it i-, necessary to assume 
that the xarious Boweis have xolunta’ily renam'd the iuteiv-ls of their subjects in 
matters of quarantine from the jurisdiction of their oan Consul- end the Egyptian 
Government, which latter is i iternalionallv respo siiilo to them i r each one of its 
actions, and have committed them to an irresponsible Board. 

But Her MajostOs Government arc convinced that no Bower would for one moment 
acquiesce in this assumption, or in the assumption that the Board is irresponsible. Yet 
both assumption, are the natural consequences of the vmw that the Board is min national, 
i.c., is not a portion of the Egyptian administration, controlled by the Khedive, and for 
whose actions His Highness is responsible. 

Had the Bowers wished to place the interests of their subjects in the hands of an 
irresponsible Board, the establi-iimout of so unusual a -late of things would he mirked 
by \ery definite compacts. Her Majesty’s Government have entered into no such 
compacts, and do not conceive that ./ay of the other Bower- ha\e done so either. 

The mere fact of Inc Consular Delegates being present as members appointed by 
the Khedive would certainly he insufficient to create such international rights, and, above 
all, would he insufficient to pro\e that the interests of each fctate represented ni *y bo 
controlled by the otliei- The presence of the Consular Delegates has a much simpler 
origin. 

The jurisdiction over foreigners, which 1 mentioned above as being inherent in 
every Go\eminent in so fai as it is not abrogated by Treaty, 1 ns been modified in 
Egypt by the Capitulations, Owing to the privilege of exterritoriality enjoyed la 
foreigners, the Egyptian Government is in many cases precluded from exercising 
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authority over foreigners and foreign ships without the concurrence of the Consuls of 
the nations to which the foreigners and ships severally belong. Now, the greater part 
of the quaiantine measures in Egypt necessarily alfect foreigners and foreign ships. 
The foreign Powers, even if asked to do so, would not have yielded their exterritorial 
prhiiegos in matters of quarantine. It would hate been impossible to obtain the assent 
of the Consul to each particular act of the quarantine authority. The foreign Consuls, 
or such of them as had any interest in the subject, were therefore made members of the 
Board and their assent was thus easily obtained to all acts implying jurisdiction over 
their respective nationals by their previous acquiescence in them. 

in 1 Sit) ttie then Board of Health was abolished by tiie Viceioy, because the Consuls 
refu-ed to allow it to exercise jurisdiction over their nationals, thus showing how 
necessary was their concurrence, and, in protesting against the institution by which it 
was succeeded, they stated, “ qu’ils no pourront on aucun cas admettre tin Comitd 
Sanitaire dans lequel ils no scraient pas representes, lour commerce ct lours nationaux 
ne pom ant jamais dependre quo de leur prop re jaridiction. - ’ The Consular Delegates are 
thus present, not in any general international sense. Each Consular Delegate is present 
as an ordinaly member of the Board to advise as to the measures to be adopted, and to 
perform certain administrative functions conferred on him by the Khedive’s Decree, and 
by that alone. Each Consular Delegate is also present as representing the Consular 
authority of Ids nation to sanction proposed acts of the Egyptian Government being 
executed on bis particular nationals and their ships. 

The same principle is brought out in the note addressed by M. de Maitino, as 
Doyen of the Consular Body, to Ids Excellency Riaz Pasha, on the 22nd December, 
1SS0, rejecting the separation of the External Sanitary (or Quarantine) authority 
from the Internal Sanitary authority, w’ich had hitherto been united in one Council. 
Certain amendments were required by tl. > foreign Consuls in the Decree establishing 
the Internal Sanitary authority, from which the Consular Delegates would thenceforward 
he withdrawn. In this letter the following passage occurs :— 

“ Ces additions out pour but de prevenir tout conflit avec les autorites Consulates 
a propos des perquisitions et saisies qui pourraienl avoir lieu a rencontre d’etrangers.” 

Now it could not he contended that such matters were international between one 
foreign Power and another; or that they involved any privileges held jointly by the 
Powers, much less any rights held by the Powers over each other’s subjects. They 
are questions arising under the Capitulations between each individual Government and 
the Government of Egypt. 

In the Decree establishing the Quarantine Board, these rights possessed by 
foreigners were safeguarded by inviting Consular Delegates to he members of it. These 
Delegates were thus able to protect the privilege of the subjects or citizens of their 
respective countries. 

There is, therefore, no question of a normal distribution of votes at the Board, 
'file Board is constituted by the Khedive, who, as I have shown, must be responsible for 
its actions. Any Power aggrieved by such actions must apply diplomatically to Ilis 
Highness for redress, just as, in the case of its being aggrieved by quarantine arrange¬ 
ments in any other country, it would apply to the Government of that country. 

Even if the Board were international, it would he ridiculous that France and Italy, 
who, from lire point of view' of protection from contagion, have the greatest interest in 
controlling arrivals from Egypt at their ports, should have no more iulluencc on the 
Board than Sweden, Denmark, or Belgium, which are far away from the supposed 
source of infection, and have scarcely any interest in the navigation of the Suez Canal. 

It is true that the Board has often been called the “ International Board ” in 
diplomatic correspondence ; but its original title of “Maritime Sanitary and Quarantine 
Board of Egypt ” is so cumbrous, that the name “ international ” was no doubt taken as a 
convenient substitute, and served to distinguish it from the Internal Board sitting at Cairo. 

Her Majesty's Government are thus of opinion that the Board is essentially a portion 
of the Egyptian administration under the Khedive’s control, and that the Board 
collectively has no greater or other powers over foreigners and foreign ships than (he 
Egyptian Government has, although each individual Consular Delegate has jurisdiction 
under the Capitulations over his ovv n nationals and their ships, and by his expressed or 
implied concurrence enables the measures voted to he applied to them. He has 
acquired no jurisdiction over the subjects and ships of any other Rower in virtue of his 
becoming a Member of the Board, except in so far as he exercised over them such a 
measure of the jurisdiction posseted by the Khedive as His Higl mess has caused to 
devolve on the Board by his Decree appointing it. 

Now, Her Majesty’s Government are strongly of opinion that without the consent 
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of the foreign Governments concerned the Khedive would not he justified in delaying 
or putting into quarantine vessels passing through Egypt without communicating with 
the shore, so long as these vessels consent to be taxed to keep up a sanitary police which 
shall be reasonably sufficient to prevent such communication. AH the more are they of 
opinion that the Quarantine Board is not justified in doing so. For the Khedive cannot 
authorize the Board to perform acts which he himself would not be justified in 
performing. 

The wording of the Decree appointing the Board shows that His Highness has not 
done so. 

Her Majesty's Government claim, therefore, that British ships, whether merchant- 
vessels, troop-ships, postal-steamers, or others, shall at all times he permitted to pass 
through the Suez Canal as through an arm of the sea; and, as I have already said, they 
are prepared to agree to the taxation necessary to afford Egypt all reasonable security 
against supposed infection from passing vessels. 

They arc also of opinion that facilities should be afforded at Suez, or elsewhere 
on the Canal, for the transhipment ii. quarantine of passengers and goods, the expenses 
incurred being defrayed by the ships availing themselves of such facilities. 

While asserting this right most strongly, Her [Majesty’s Government recognize 
that any foreign nation that imposes quarantine may make arrangements with the 
Egyptian Government for that quarantine to be performed in Egypt instead of at the 
port of arrival, and for it to ho administered by the existing Board. But they must 
strongly advise the Egyptian Government that the cost of this quarantine should he 
defrayed from the same funds as if it had been performed in the foreign country. It 
would he manifestly unfair to charge such expenses either to the revenues of Egypt or to 
the funds now disposed of by the Board; they are of opinion that the latter should be 
strictly limited to what is needed to afford efficient and reasonable protection for Egypt 
itself. 

With regard to requests to permit the foreign quarantines above mentioned to he 
performed in Egypt, I conceive that the Egyptian Government might well refuse them. 
So far as I am aware, no Government has ever been asked to consent to the establish¬ 
ment of foreign lazarettos on its territory 

Her Majesty’s Government willingly acknowledge that the Quarantine Board 
requires icorgamzation, and they are prepared to consider any proposals for joint diplo¬ 
matic action in the matter at Cairo. But they think that the time for such action has 
hardly yet arrived. The recent outbreak of cholera in Europe may have modified the 
\icws of the continental Powers in regard to the usefulness of quarantine as a protection 
against cholera, which is the only disease of general interest to Europe dealt with by 
the Egyptian Quarantine Board. An International Sanitary Conference will meet at 
Rome in May next, and the abstract question of quarantine will then he considered in 
the light of recent experience, including that gained during the recent outbreak in 
Eg\pt. 'Phe discussions of the Conference may have an important hearing on the 
Egyptian Sanitary question, and I have therefore instructed Her Majesty’s Represen¬ 
tatives abroad to state to the Powers interested that Her Majesty’s Government 
earnestly hope that the consideration of the reorganization of the existing Maritime 
Hanitary and Quarantine Board in Egypt may he postponed till after the results of the 
Conference are known. 

I have to request you to communicate a copy of this despatch to Mr. Cookson 
for the information and guidance of Dr. Mackic, and also to Xubar Pasha, adding that 
ilor Majesty’s Government would he gratified it his Excellency will reply in the sense 
of the preceding paragraph to any representations which nun he made to the Egyptian 
Government on the subject.

IN pursuance of instructions which I have received from Her Majesty’s Principal 
Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs, I have the honour to bring to your Excellency’s 
notice the following statement of the views of Her Majesty’s Government relative to 
the Maritime and Quarantine Board of Egypt:— 

Her Majesty’s Government willingly acknowledge that this Board requires 
reorganization, and they are prepared to consider any proposals for joint diplomatic 
action at Cairo. But they think that the time for such action has hardly yet arrived. 
The recent outbreak of cholera in Europe may have modi nod the views of the Conti¬ 
nental Powers in regard to the usefulness of quarantine as a protection against cholera, 
which is the only disease of general interest to Europe dealt with by the Egyptian 
Quarantine Board. An International Sanitary Conference will meet at Home in May 
next, and the abstract question of quarantine will then be considered in the light of 
recent experience, including that gained during the recent outbreak in Egypt. The 
discussions of the Conference may have an important bearing outlie Egyptian Sanitary 
question, and Iler Majesty’s Representatives abroad have therefore been instructed to 
state to the Powers interested that Her Majesty’s Government earnestly hope that the 
consideration of the reorganization of the existing Maritime Sanitary and Quarantine 
Board in Egypt may be postponed till after the results of the Conference are 
known.

Sir, Alexandria, A pi il 20, 1884. 

AT the meeting of the Maritime and Quaiantino Hoard, held on the 7tli instant, 
a Commission was named to study and report on three propositions made by the 
Austrian Delegate in the name of his Government for the improvement of the 
Quarantine Sereice. 

The Commission, composed of Dr. Klodzianowski, Delegate for Austria; 
Dr.de Castro, Delegate for Italy ; M. Guillois, Delegate for Prance; Dr. Avdonin, 
Inspector-General, acting as Delegate lbr Egypt; ami Dr. Mackie, British Delegate, 
having finished its work, I bate now the honour to forward you a copy o( the Report, 
which is to be submitted to the Hoard at a special meeting to be called for Friday 
next. 

"With regaid to Propositions 2 and 3, viz., the more rigorous treatment of ships 
carrying large numbers of people (“masses d’hommes”), by which is meant ebiotlj 
transports, special or chartered, before entering the Suez Canal at the Red Sea end; 
and tin-interdiction of transit in quarantine until a sutUcii nt police smveillanee is 
established, the Commission does not recommend the Hoard to make any change in 
the existing Regulations. 

With regard to the pail of Proposition 2 requiring .severe measures to be adopted 


at Suez against transports which had taken troops from Europe to India and return 
empty, T pointed out to the Austrian Delegate the illogical nature of this request, 
seeing Ibb no mention is made of measures to be taken against them at Port haul 
when arriving filled with troops; also that troops taken from Europe to India me 
presumably healthy, and could not contaminate the vessel. This was also evident, to 
the other members, who decided, against the Austrian Delegate, to maintain the 
existing Regulations The Austrian Delegate, on being interrogated by me as to w r baf 
measures be proposed should be adopted against transports returning empty, proposed 
washing the whole vessel with corrosive sublimate and other means equally 
impracticable and probably useless 

It w r as only with regard to Proposition 1 which, according to the expose of the 
Austrian Delegate annexed to the Report, comprises a financial and sanitary police 
question that serious discussion took place. All the members recognized that if it is 
necessary for the protection of Egypt to prevent absolutely communication with 
suspected vessels passing the Canal in quarantine, it is necessary to have a large and 
efficient sanitary police at a very considerable expense which the present receipts of 
the Hoard cannot provide for. The members found themselves face to face with a 
great difficulty in suggesting means for providing for this extra expense. An c \tra 
sanitary tax on shipping seemed the most natural, but when a revision of the Sanitary 
Tariff was proposed by the President a short time ago, llu* European Delegates r< * !v< d 
to oppose any increase of sanitary dues on shipping. 

It was decided, however, after some discussion, to present to the Board three 
propositions for raising the required funds, viz.:— 

1. By an extra tax on vessels passing in quarantine. 

2. By levying sanitary dues on vessels hitherto exempt. 

3. By a general increase of sanitary dues on all shipping, if necessary. 

With regard to the third proposition, I observed that it seemed to me unju-d that 
a tax should lie imposed on shipping generally to he applied to a service for the few 
A'csscls which pass the Canal in quarantine. With regard to quarantine estab¬ 
lishments and the finance question connected therewith, the Commission deeidi i that 
it was a question to he treated between the European Powers and the Eg pfian 
Government. The Delegates of Italy and England proposed that improvem 1 es in 
the service should not he based at present on the obligatory establishment of laza • 'ties, 
&o., by the Egyptian Government. The Delegate for France proposed that strong 
representations should he made, so that strong influence might he brought to heir on 
the Egyptian Government to find the money necessary, as money had been found for 
public works. 

With regard to the shortening of the period of quarantine mentioned in para. 1 
of the expose of the Austrian Delegate, I made no allusion to it in the Commission 
so as not to raise questions which we were not asked to study, and I consider it can he 
more profitably referred to at a future time.

YOUR Excellency is aware that for some time past, a correspondence has been 
carried on between Jler Majesty’s Government and the Governments of other 
countries respecting the constitution of the Maritime Sanitary and Quarantine Board 
of Egypt, and I am now inst ructcd by Earl Granville to inform your Excellency that Her 
Majesty’s Government willingly acknowledge that the Board requires reorganization, 
and that they arc prepared to consider any proposals for joint diplomatic action in the 
matter at Cairo. They think, however, that the time for such action has hardly yet 
arrived. 

The recent outbreak of cholera in Europe may have modified the views of the 
Continental Powers in regard to the usefulness of quarantine as a protection against 
cholera, which is the only disease of general interest to Europe dealt with by the 
Egyptian Quarantine Board. 

An International Sanitary Conference will meet in Romo next month, and the 
abstract question of quarantine will then be considered in the light of recent 
experience, including that gained during the recent outbreak in Egypt. The 
discussion of the Conference may have an important hearing on the Egyptian 
Sanitary question, and I am therefore instructed to state to your Excellency that Her 
Majesty’s Government earnestly hope that the consideration of the reorganization of 
the existing Maritime Sanitary and Quarantine Hoard in Egypt may be postponed till 
after the results of the Conference are known.

(Translation.) 

Sir, Rome, April 21, 1885. 

IX yesterday’s telegram I instructed you to address to the Government to which you 
are accredited, a formal invitation to take part in the International Sanitary Conference, 
which, through the initiative of IIis Italian Majesty’s Government, will meet at Home on 
the 15th May next. 

The idea which has inspired our initiative is very simple. 

The Conference of Constantinople in 1800 had specially discussed the technical 
portion of the problem of international public health, at least according to the results of 
the studies that had been made up to that date, and especially with regard to the conditions 
of the propagation and transmission of cholera. 

The Conference of Vienna in 1874, starting from the technical conclusions of the 
Conference of Constantinople, had certainly tried to proceed a step further, that is, it set 
befote itself the programme of considering and deciding what administrative provisions could 
be laid down as opportune and corresponding to the desiderata of science, as they had 
been illustrated and defined in the preceding Conference. 

After the Conference of Vienna efforts were made several times and in several ways 
to transform the deliberations of that assembly, which had a merely consultative force, 
into real international agreements, destined to furnish each Government with a constant 
and uniform rule of procedure as to the provisions to be taken in case of any threatened 
epidemic. 

These efforts, however, have remamed up to the present without any result. The 
most complete anarchy continues to exist on the subject of quarantine; so much so, that 
at the outbreak of every epidemic there has been an incessant and troublesome exchange 
of explanations and complaints between the various Governments in regard to the 
defensive measures taken one against the other without previous agreement, which have 
severely injured trade, which has been subjected by the different regulations to the hazard 
of uncertain agreements and artificial disturbances. 

It is with a desire to remedy this state of affairs that the Italian Government propose 
a Sanitary Conference, in which competent officials and men conversant with the subject, 
availing themselves, as far as they thought fit, of former researches, could discuss the problem 
under its various aspects without any prejudice and with full liberty of judgment, arriving 
at conclusions which might form the subject of international agreements, after each 
Government has had leisure to examine and approve them. 

The Conference at Rome has therefore a two-fold task and objeet for its studies. 

Its first and chief duty will be to examine the manner in which it would be possible 
to anticipate or extirpate the scourge in the countries in which it originates, or in the first 
stages of its propagation. 

Seeing that, in spite of preventive measures, the cholera or any other contagious 
disease may spread, the Conference should study and propose a series of effective means to 
prevent its diffusion in other countries and continents, lay ing down rules agreed upon in 
common and guided by uniform principles.either for the duration and nature of quarantine 
or for any other method of preservation and defence. 

Finally, since before the acceptance of our invitation, a special negotiation was in 
progress between various Powers and Egypt concerning the composition and the powers of 
the International Sanitary Council of Alexandria, and as it is not intended to place any 
obstacle or cause any delay to the conclusion of such negotiations, especially with regard 
to measures that may be considered urgent, through the far wider programme of the 
discussions of the Conference, it should lie understood that the above-mentioned negotia¬ 
tion will proceed, and its object will not be included among the subjects laid before the 
Conference, which in any case will include the agreements that may be the result of those 
negotiations in the system of measures to be proposed tor the international safe-guarding 
of public health. 

You will be good enough to communicate the preceding without delay to the Govern¬ 
ment to which you are accredited, as well as the annexed Memorandum, and inform them, 
at the same time, that the plans of the Italian Government with regard to the Conference 
do not exclude the full and absolute libeitv, which it is understood extends to every 
Government that takes part, and therefore also to the Italian Government itself, to give 
those instructions to their Delegates which they may consider most convenient, nor the 


reservation of each Government of examination and judgment of the proposals of the 
Conference to make the object of further negotiations between them.

(Translation.) Rome, April 21, l8bo. 

WITH yesterday's telegram l asked sour Kxeollenc\ to address a formal imitation 
to the llritisli Government to take part in the International Sanitary Conference, 
which bv the initiative of llis Maje-t\‘s Government shall meet at Rome on the loth 
May. 

The purpose which has prompted our initiative is very simple. 

The Constantinople Conlerenee of R-diti had especially discu-sed the technical part 
of the problem of the international public health, at least according to the result-of the 
studies which up to that time had been made ou tin* conditions of tin* propagation and 
transmission of cholera. 

The Vienna Conference of 1S7 1, starting from the technical conclusions ol‘ tin* 
Constantinople Conference, had endeavoured to make a further step; it had tried to 











consider and to determine tlie administrative measures corresponding to the science 
desiderata which had been explained in the preceding Conference. 

After the Vienna Conference it has been tried several times to transform the 
"Resolutions, which in a mere consultative way were approved by that Conference, in 
real and proper international agreements which might furnish to each Government the 
set form of the provisions to be adopted in case of any threat of epidemics. 

However, these endeavours have led so far to no result whatever. The most 
complete anarchy has continued to reign on the subject of the quarantines, and at the 
breaking out of every epidemic there has always been behveen the Governments a 
continual and vexatious exchange of explanations and complaints for the precautionary 
measures which have been enforced by every Government, against the others without 
any previous agreement, and that with a great harm to the trade, subjected by the 
variety of these measures to the contingency of uncertain contracts and artificial pertur¬ 
bations. 

The Italian Government has had in view to provide' to this state of things with its 
proposal of a Sanitary Conference, where' competent officials and special experts will 
be able to discuss the problem! in all its different parts, availing themselves of the 
former studies in the wav which they will think advisable', just to arrive without any 
preoccupation of mind" and with a complete* liberty of judgmemt to a series of 
Resolutions which, are to form the subject of International Agreememts after having 
been examined and approved by the respective Governments. 

Tlu' Conference* of Rome has necessarily a double purpose* and a double object of 
studies. 

Its first and principal business shall be to consider bow the plague might be 
hindered or abated in the countries wlit're* it originates, or in the first steps of its 
progress. 

[n the provision, moreover, that notwithstanding tin* precautionary nmasures 
cholera or any other contagious disease should break out, the Conference ought to 
study and propose a series of efficacious means to prevent its diffusion toother countries 
and continents, deciding what rules founded upon uniform principles might be generally 
adopted concerning the duration and tlu* form of quarantines or any other precautionary 
provision. 

Considering at last that previous to the acceptation of our invitation there was 
already pending between the Powers and Egypt, a negotiation about the composition 
and the functions of the International Sanitary Heard of Alexandria, and a*, wo do not 
wish that the more comprehensive programme of tin* Conference might cause any 
difficulty or delay to the conclusion of the aforesaid negotiation and to the adoption of 
measures which might bo recognized as urgent, it is to be understoo 1 that the above 
negotiation is to proceed just the same, and its scope shall be outside the discussions of 
the Conference, which might, however, include the results of that negotiation in the 
system of provisions to be proposed for the protection of public health. 

Your Excellency is requested to convey without delay the preceding informations 
to the ibitisli Government, together with thi* inclosed ^Memorandum, asking them to 
n'tice at the same time that the views of itis ^Majesty's Government concerning the 
programme of the Conference must not hinder 1 he absolute liberty of the several 
G ivernment', and therefore of the Italian Government itself, to give to their Delegates 
the instructions which will be deemed the most advisable; ami the reversation, more¬ 
over, to the same Governments to consider again the Resolutions of the Conference, 
with a view to make them the subject of further n 'gotiations.

I SEND you heron ith a paper by Dr. Thorne, and will ask you to be so good as 
to make on it any comment you see tit. 

The scope ot the proposed Conference at Romo as now understood by Her 
Majesty’s Government is to be purely sanitary and scientific, and its object to frame 
such reasonable precautions against cholera as" may moot with tin* general acceptance 
ot nations, and thus prevent in future the varying and ill-founded Uenulations which 
have in past times indicted so much loss and sutiering. 

Dr. Thorne in bis Memorandum restates the views ot the .Medical Department as 
to the nature of cholera intcetiou, and as to the practical value of various means for 
limiting its spread. lie has had the opportunity of studv ing the Hoard’s papers relating 
to Mgypliau cholera and to questions of quarantine. 'u sending on his paper I have 
only oik* observation to make. 

Carl Granville has now so far consented io allow bis three propositions of March 
IKK I, fo be treated as open to discussion that we can hardly apply to them tin* term 
“conditions” employed by Dr. Thome in bis concluding sentence. The three 
propositions do, indeed, embody principles which the English Government affirms, and 
objects which it is especially desirous of attaining ; but the assent of the Conference is 
now to be gained to them, if that be possible, by inculcating upon its members 1 ho 
views of Kngland on questions concerning the public health.

Memorandum In / Dr. Thorite. 

IN answer to your Minute of tbe2oili instant, l beg to submit Hint, subject to 
any instructions T might receive, and to any modifications which the Hoard might 
wish to make, ! should, in ease of attending Die Kuropean Conference, base m\ action 
and votes on the following principles:— 

(A)—1. That cholera in Kumpe lias shown itself to lx* a communicable disease ; 
its quality of mfeetivenexs attaching ('specially, but under conditions not ve! dclim hie, 
to matters discharged from the bodies of tin* sick. 

2, That the spread <d cholera fiom one loealitv to another is dependent, in 
lit trope—( a ) on the movements of inflated persons tml 'kings; and (h) on the 
existence of local eonditiom on which the infective matter can operate. 

(H) -1. That a hypothetical quarantine which should succeed in excluding I'ora 
sufficient length of time every body and every thing that could be a carrier of the 
disease might be expected, under Kuropean conditions, to prevent the extension of 
eli .lera across a frontier; but 
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2. That quarantine by land and river quarantine have, in Europe, proved to he 
impossible of execution ; and 

3. That quarantine by sea, such as it has been possible to enforce under the 
conditions of European life, has again and again shown itself to ho ineffective and 
useless. 

•1. That a quarantine width is ineffective is a mere irrational derangement of 
commerce, gives a false sense of security, and tends to prevent the adoption of those 
public and private sanitary measures which constitute the principal safeguard against 
cholera. 

(C) —1. That the system of medical inspection as formulated by the Vienna 
Conference of 1S7L (and which I need not define to the Hoard), constitutes the most 
trustworthy measure for preventing the importation of cholera. 

(D) —1. That as concerns the Red Sea and the Suez Canal, the three conditions 
laid down by Lord Granville in his letter to Count Viera of the' 7th March, lSSt, he 
maintained.*

1 HAVE the honour to transmit an extract from a despatch from Dr. Mackic (in 
continuation of his despatch of the 20th April), reporting the discussion which took 
place at a meeting of the Maritime and Quarantine Sanitary Board on tlu* 2 Ith instant 
of the proposals of the Austro-llungarian Delegate.

That ships were, under all circumstances, to be allow id to go through the Canal in ipt.tranline , hut that 
anv Power might, if it chose, nuke separate arrangements with the Egyptian Government in re-pret to -hips 
arriving at Suez, and bound for one of its own ports 


Tlic first proposal for the creation of a fund for sanitary purposes was accepted 
after a secret vote by a majority of 16 against 2. 

The second proposal for a rigorous control over transport vessels was rejected in 
favour of the Report of the Committee by a majority of 10 votes against 8. 

Tlic third proposal for a prohibition of transit in quarantine until the formation 
of a sufficient stall' for surveillance, was also rejected by the same majority. 

Dr. Mackic adds some remarks on the irritating articles which have appeared in 
the local press, containing false reports of the proceedings of the Board, which he 
attributes to one of its members, the Greek Delegate. 

To these remarks I beg particularly to call your Lordship’s attention, as illus¬ 
trative of the temper which these quarantine questions have been for a long time 
treated, and I would venture to suggest that representations be made to the higher 
diplomatic authority of the country to which the Delegate referred to belongs, in order 
to put a stop to such improper conduct.

Sir, Alexandria, April 21, 1885. 

I HAVE tin' honour to report that a meeting of the Maritime and Quarantine 
Sanitary Board was held this morning for the purpose of discussing the Report of the 
Commission named to study and report on certain propositions made at a previous 
meeting by the Austrian Delegate in the name of his Government. 

The Austrian Dolcgatc then opened the discussion of the “ordre du jour” hy 
some vague and rather unintelligible observations on his first proposition, “ Creation 
des fowls neeessaires pourdcs institutions snuitaires ct 1c personnel,” remarking chiefly 
on the necessity of forcing the Egyptian Government to supply suitable lazarettos, 
observing Hint this point was not sufficiently brought out in the Report of the 
Commission. He also remarked that he did not agree with an observation in the 
Report (p. 0) on the injustice of imposing a general tax on shipping for the service 
only of ships passing the Canal in quarantine, and asked that bis proposition as it 
stood should be accepted by the Board. 

The Delegate for Holland supported the proposition of the Delegate of Austria, 
and remarked that some compensation should he given to shipping for any extra lax, 
and proposed that application should he immediately made for the erection of lazarettos 
at Port Said, where none exist, to facilitate the discharging of cargo and prevent 
delay. 

The Delegate for France, as Reporter of the Commission, remarked that the 
observations of the Delegates of Austria and Holland had been referred to and taken 
into account in the Report, and saw no necessity for further discussion. 

The Delegate for Sweden observed that if an extra tax is imposed on shipping 
some compensation must be given and proper lazarettos constructed, but be observed 
be considered it unjust to impose extra taxes for such an object on shipping which is 
already too heavily taxed and cannot support more, and suggested that tin* various 
European Governments should find the money, taxing themselves in proportion to 
their vicinity to Egypt or to the protection they supposed it a Horded them 

The British Delegate supported in principle the observations of the Delegate of 
Sweden, remarking that he had already, in tin* “Commission des ReglemenL,” 
maintained the same principle in another form, viz., that the Bowers which pteler that 
quarantine should bo performed in Egypt should agree with the Egyptian Government 
about the means of performing it. 

The Delegate for Holland demanded that his observations should he addl'd to the 
first proposition of the Delegate of Austria and voted with it as an amendment. 

The Delegate for Franco remarked that if the Delegate for Holland persisted in 
Lis demand, seeing that the question had been included in the Report of the Commis¬ 
sion, lu' should propose that preference' be given to El Widj for the first lazaretto 
instead of Port Said, as it was more necessary for people than for cargoes. 

After some further similar discussion, the President proposed that the Board 
si, uld vote the acceptation in principle of the first proposition of the Austrian 
Delegate as it stood, or the Report of the Commission. The Austrian Delegate,

'L'lie Austrian Delegate and the President replied that the question would he dealt 
with if Proposition 3 were accepted by tin S’oaid. 

The Delegate for Sweden observe 1 that w*Uiom lx ing able to discuss the p . t as 
a medical man, yet his common sense told him that an empty trnnspoil, as ti,,imports 
are generally well eared for and kept clean, is li'Ss dangerous to thi' public health than 
a pas .eager vessel tilled with passengers, which Proposition 2, in ptiiu iplc, excludes 
from extraordinary control. 

The Austrian Delegate leplied that transports often arrive even with clean hills 
of health, al’tei having touched and communicated at several ports where cholera is 
endemic. 

The lhtsident then proposed that the Hoard should vote for the propositions ol 
theAustiian Delegate or for the Pvepoit ol the Commission on Pioposition 2. Ton 
Members voted for the Report of the Commission, s foi Hi" ddaih'd proposition 
of the An 1 - trail Deh'gati, 1 abstention, 'l’lie result of the vote being that no eliangi 
in the e\Dting rules be made, the proposition being therefore refused. 

On Piopjsjtion 3. 1 Defense pieelable du iiunsit ui ipiai.mhiine jiisqu’a la 
formation d’u 1 p, rsom i ’ d< suivi ■ 11 nn<Millisaut,’tlit' Austrian Deh'gate remarki'd

The President remarked that the statistics drawn up by the Inspector-General 
w ere by' no means complete, and calk'd the at tent ion of t lit* Delegate to the case ol Spain 
against wl tell quarantii e had been imposed only a few days ago. \ essels arriving at 
Port Said from Spain would have to perform si\ or seven days quarantine before 
entering i lie Canal if transit in quarantine wore prohibited, also the ease of Aden. 
Vessels having left Adi n before notice is giv < n to impose measures against Bombay 
when Bombay is put in quaumtine with Dgypt, would liavi' to perform five or six 
days’ quarantine before being able to enter the Canal in free pratique, and a number 
of ships arriving and performing quarantine in this way would cause crowding and 
obstruction (“ eneombrement ”). 

Tin* Delegate for Holland supported Proposition 3 of the Austrian Delegate 
provided it were not put in force until fifteen days after its acceptance by the Board, 
as in that time he thought an efficient sanitary police for the Canal eoulil he 
formed. 

Proposition 3 of the Austrian Delegate was then put to the vote, when 10 votes 
were recorded against it, 8 for it and 1 abstention. The proposition to prohibit 
transit in quarantine was therefore rejected by a majority. 
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With regard to this meeting T hog to call your attention to an article in the 
“Phare cl’Alexandra ” of to-day in which it is "stated that the meeting was fully 
att< nded for the discussion of theAustiian proposals, that all the Egy ptian members 
weir present, and giving the names of the Englishmen who are lAypti.u members 
wDo were present, evidently implying that they were present by request of the 
President or British Deh'gate to oppose the Austrian piopos.ds. As a matter of fact 
three Egyptian Delegates were absent, wheieas all the Delegates of Emopean Powers, 
with tin' exception of the Delegate of Belgium, were present. As this article is 
inspired if not written by a Delegate of a European Powei, reports in this sense will, 
no doubt, he sent by Delegates to incense their Goveronn nt agaiiis’ the Board, and 
against Egypt and England. The Delegate for Greece is, no doubt, the author of this 
article and ol several others of a similar mischievous nature which have appeal, d in 
the local pres,. Sever*! articles ou tin* plot ceilings of mu meetings ha\» lalily 
appeared in the publii pi ess, which might have been taken (hi Minute, of the 
meeting, but full of misstatements and miscliicvou ii dilutions, all ealculal d to 
damage tbi' Piesident and the British ami Egyptian Dclegabs Phis was mud. the 
subject of an inlerpcllation by a Delegate ai * ihe meeting to-day when a hoj was 
expressed that the Deh'gate, whoever he might be, who supphed "the inlornut i lor 
these articles, would refrain from such pubic Minus, or if he did lot, tint lie would 
publish only the truth, and not his own miseoneept ions. The fennur of tin sc ,utides 
may bo taken as a fair sample of the incensing Reports sup} lied by s ( nal 1 {hr 
Delegates to their Governments.

M. MALI Also rilled on me to-day, and, at the lcqui si of A1. Manrini, commu¬ 
nicated to me the text of a telegram addressed yesterday to Count Nigia on the 
subject oi the Roman Sanitary Conference, stating that his Excellency wished me to 
communicate the substance of the same to your Eoidslup. 

In this document M. Mnncini states that, at the Conlerenre, in the opinion of the 
Italian Government, each Rowir should be repri si*nti d by a single delrgat'm, in 
which it would si'ein advisable for tin* chii'f Powers and those more directly interested 
in the math r that the diplomatic or administiative ek'ment should be represe it, d, as 
well as the pun ly seii*uti(ic and technical element. Tlieie would he nothin" 1 to 
previ'iit the Go'ifcrenee from eonlidiug to purely scientillc Delegates the prel'minaiy 
and piepainiory tasks of the Conference. 

T’his is vvliat has been constantly' done iu similar circumstances. 

Rut it appeals the English Government considers the Roman Conference to he of 
a purely scientific charm ter; M. Mancini, however, observes that Her Majesty's 
Government evidently only wishes to eliminate all idea of political preoccupationor 
controversy, and to establish at the same time that the members of the Conference, 
not being dr /m/o Plenipotentiaries, their conclusions would only have the value of 
propositions to he approved of by their respective Governments* Ln fact, it results 
from the despatch addressed by Lord Granville to Sir J.Savile Burnley ou the 28th 
November last, and which was communicated by him to the Italian Government, that 
according to the idea of Her Majesty’s Government, it was intended that the Roman 
Sanitary and Scientific Conference should discuss questions concerning quarantine 
Regulations, and propose such measures lor adoption against cholera as might meet 
with general appioval. 
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It is therefore evident that, with the reservation of the examination and approval 
of their respeetive Governments, the Roman Conference is convoked not only for the 
purpose of expressing the wishes and desiderata of science, hut, under the form of a 
project of international agreement, of laying down practical and administrative rules 
to he adopted with reference to cholera epidemics. 

The double character of the task confided to the Conference therefore implies and 
justifies the presence in each delegation of the two elements above referred to, and the 
Italian Government hopes that ller Majesty's Government, after those explanations, 
will he as fully convinced as they are of the utility of allowing their diplomatic Dele¬ 
gates to sit with the Delegates specially competent in sanitary matters. 

I have also received from M. Mnneini a despatch with a Memorandum fully 
explaining the views of the Italian Government, which \ had the honour of forwarding 
to your Lordship on the 1st instant by post. 

In rcplv to my inquiries, M. Malvnno informed me that with the exception of the 
States represented by Ambassadors, nearly all the Governments invited to the 
Conference had chosen as their First Delegate the Ministers accredited to the King, 
and he presumed the Governments of the Great Powers were waiting to learn who 
was selected as the Italian First Delegate before taking their decision on the 
subject. 

This, M. Malvano said, would he settled at the Council of State which has to 
meet to-day under the presidency of the King; and he mentioned to me confidentially 
that the choice had fallen on the Minister of State, Signor Cadorna, President of the 
Council of State and the highest administrative authority in the country. Although 
the other Delegates are not yet named, it is believed that they will he Signor Racelli, 
late Minister of Public Instruction and Deputy for Rome, Signor Scihona, and Signor 
Semmola, Deputy for the City and Professor of the University of Naples. 

As the time hetween the meeting of the Conference on the loth instant and the 
period when, owing to the heat and sanitary condition of Rome, the Chambers are 
closed, and the Ministers and other State officials leave the capital, is too short to 
permit of the completion of the task of the Conference, it is thought that after the 
first preliminary meetings of the Delegates, Special Committees will be formed from 
among the Sub-Delegates for the study of the various questions to he submitted to the 
Conference, whose Reports will he prepared during the Parliamentary recess, at the 
conclusion of which, in the month of November, the Conference will resume its 
labours. 

The documents 1 had the honour of forwarding to your Lordship in my despatch 
No. 29 of the 1st instant having been communicated to me confidentially, before the 
covering despatch was ready, l have now the honour to forward herewith a copy of 
M. Maneini’s note communicating those papers to me, in which will he found the list 
of the Governments which have accepted the invitation of the Italian Government to 
he represented at the Roman Sanitary Conference.

WITH reference to your Lordship’s despatch No. 32, Commercial, of the 
18th ultimo, and to my despatch No. 50 of the 27th ultimo, I have now the honour 
to inclose translation of a note which I have received from Count TIutzfeldt, informing 
mo that the Imperial Government regret that they cannot accede to the wishes of Iler 
Majesty’s Government with respect to a postponement of the deliberations regarding 
the reform of the Egyptian Quarantine Board until after the conclusion of the 
International Sanitary Conference which is to meet in Rome. 

The Imperial Government point out that the near approach of the hot season 
increases the probability of the introduction of the cholera into Europe from Egypt, 
and they therefore express a hope that Her Majesty’s Government will not oppose a 
speedy inquiry into the state of the present Sanitary Board in that country.

TJIE Foreign Office has the honour to inform his Kxcellency Sir E. Malet, in 
reply to his note verbule of the 27th ultimo, that the Imperil' 1 Government docs not 
consider it advisable that an adjournment should take place of the deliberations on the 
reform of the Egyptian Sanitary Service till after the conclusion of the Hygienic 
Conference in Rome. Such a postponement of the deliberations, seeing that a 
conclusion of the Conference in Rome is'-careely to he expected before the autumn, 
would he equivalent to an indefinite adjournment of the question of the reformation of 
tin* Sanitary Board in Alexandria, which the interested Rowers as well as Kngland 
consider so necessary; this would he a result the more to he regretted, as from the 
approach of the hot season the probability of the introduction of cholera into Europe is 
greatly increased. 

The Imperial Government regrels under these cirenni>tamvs that it is unable to 
accede to the wishes of the British Gownuncut, and at tin* same time expresses a hope 
that Her Majesty’s Government will not uluse their support to the attempts directed 
towards a speedy relorm of the Egyptian Sanitary Service.

His Excellency M. Mancini states that according to the view of the Italian 
Government each Power would he represented by one Delegation or Commission. 
This arrangement would, how cut, deprive the Delegates representing the Government 
of India of a vote, as they would form part of the British Commission. Her 
Majesty’s Government trust/however, that the King’s Cm eminent will, in conside¬ 
ration of the size of India, its vast population, and the importance of the interests 
involved, allow the Indian Delegates to form a separate Commission, and line a 
separate vote, apart from that of the British Delegates. T! may he said, indeed, that 
India has a double interest in the matters to hi' discussed at the Conlerence. She has, 
in view of her population, her many ports, and her trade, as great an interest as any 
of the States that will be separately*represented; and, beyond this, she is interested in 
another and more vital sense than any other country, as being that from which, 
according to the opinions of some, cholera spreads to other parts ol the world. 

I may remind your Excellency that Didin has had a separate Delegation and a 
separate vote at international Conferences uhere her indhidual interests were 
concerned, e.g., at the Fostal Confeicnees of 1878 and ]VD5, at the Siher Conference 
at Paris in 1881, and at the Submarine Cable Conferences of 1882 and 1S83. In the 
present instance it is indeed doubttid whether the Government of India will desire to 
take part in the Conference unless with a separate vote, in which ease the Conference 
would be deprived of the benefit of having among its members Delegates from that 
country where medical science has been longest acquainted with cholera, and where it 
has had the host opportunities for studying it. 

As the date fixed for the opening of the Conference is near at hand, \ shall 
esteem it a favour if jour Excellency will, in bringing the wishes of Her Majesty’s 
Government in this matter before the Italian Government, state that they will he glad 
to receive an answer at the earliest moment possible.

1 AM directed by the Executive Coin oil of t his Chamber to again respect fully draw 
the attention ol Her Majesty's Gmernment to the subject of Quarantine Regulations 
which are imposed hj - ioreigu Gi>\eininents upon shipping. 

Vour Lordship K, of course, aware that by far the gieati'st portion of the carrying 
trade of the world i-, performed bj" British \ esseL, and, e<>nse<|Uentlj , any Quarantine 
Regulations which may he imposed by i ircigu States, press \\ith especial severiij upon 
British ship-owners. This being so, the Executive Council trust that they maj* he 
excused if they address your Lordship at some length upon this subject. They would 
accordingly respect fully submit—• 

1. That tlie outbreak of cholera lnsi year in France and It ill j* occurred in spite 
ot the very rigorous measures of quarantine enforced at enormous inconvenience and 
expense by those two States. 

2. That this country, although it, has much more intercourse with the Easi (the 
supposed source ol cholera) than either Fiance or Italy, remained—with very slight 
Quarantine Rogulations which indicted no serious loss or inconvenience — quite free 
from cholera. 

I hat it Dina to, much to s y that the most competent medical specialists 
in Europe are oi opinion that such Quarantine Regulations as were in force 1-i-t year 
arc practicallj useless. 

J. That in Spain, where the sanitary cordon was especially strict, the authorities 
did not succeed in preventing the introduction of cholera into that country. 

o. That it.—notwithstanding these considerations—any foreign State should still 
think it to he its interest to impose such Regulations as those which were enforced 
last jear in Italy, France, Spain, Portugal, Turkey, and Russia, the respective 
Governments oi those countries should he urged by Her Majesty’s Government to 
take the cost ot enforcing the same on their respective Exchequers, as they would the 
cost of any other sanitary measure, and thus relieve the British ship-owner, upon 
whom the heaviest cost of such decrees lias hitherto fallen. 

(i. That the losses inudveil in keeping large steam-ships perlorming quarantine 
have made this a more serious matter to British ship-owners than it was in recent 
times. 

7. That it is not infrequent for expenses to lie imohed by quarantine detention 
varying from 20/. to 50/. per steam-ship per day. 

8. That there are strong reasons for believing that the authorities in foreign 
States, by whom these Quarantine Regulations are imposed, have frequently no 
adequate conception of the pecuniary loss which they entail upon British ship-owners. 

9. That the recommendation bj Her -Majesty’s Government that the cost of 
quarantine (including compensation for the detention of vessels) should he home by 
the respective foreign States, is the only way of bringing home to the authorities 
the serious nature of these expenses, and of ameliorating the detention of British 
vessels. 

The Executive Council would respectfully and earnestly press the subject-matter 
of this letter upon your Lordship’s attention, and 1 have, &e.

Gentlemen, Foreign Office, May 11, l’Ao. 

YOU will have learnt from the correspondence alreadv communicated to you that 
the Sanitary Conference to which urn have been appointed British Delegates is to ho 
purely scientific and sanitary, and will therefore bo o( the same nature as the 
Conferences held in i860 at Constantinople, and in H7 I al 1 ienna. 

L am not in possession of the programme of the discussions, hut it is understood 
that they will bo confined to cholera, its origin, its nature, and the means oi preventing 
its spread. 

Her Majesty’s (lov eminent hope f hat the Conference may succeed in recommending 
such reasonable* precautions against the disease as may meet with general acceptance, 
and may present in fuime Do varying and ill-founded Quarantine Regulations which 
have inflicted much loss and suffering during past outbreaks. 

As vou are aware Her Majesty’s Govanmeid have constantly protested auainst 
the system of quarantine hilherto practised as inconsistent with any positi\o knowledge 
respecting the propagation of cholera. 

It will he desirable that you should keep constantly in the Hew of the Conference 
the ob\ ions fact that any special regulations or recommendations against cholera 
other than such general maxims of sanitary conduct as are applicable to all unsanitary 
times and places an* only justifiable in so tar as they depend upon well-ascertained 
facts, In many countries the efficacy of quarantine is so firmly believed in that there 
cm he no doubt that, apart from the diiect dangers and hardships it occasions, it 
juevent. the •nloption of general sanihuy measures and proper inquiry into the origin 
and facts oT entire; iks ; and it has not linftequently led to these facts being misrepre¬ 
sented as a justification of the restriction- enfmmd 

Uncertain as may he the foundation up..a wl.i h any ’ados of quarantine or ot 
me lieal inspection can be based, you w ill hear in mind that in the present state ol 
feeling of most countries upon the suhjei t m the iuhetion of cholera no system ot 
sanitation is likely to In* agreed to as the proper mode of preventing epidemics, and 
that it is important to the general intciesls ol this country that you should assist m 
framing a reasonable and fairly comenieni code of precautionary rules in preference 
to merely proving tin* theory that all regulations are futile. 

It is also important to impress on the Conference the necessity ol such regulations 
as may he adopted by the various Governments being carried out w ithout the irregular, 
and in many cases, illegal, measures which have so often been put in force in times ot 
panic. 

I inclose, for your information, a copy ol a Memorandum,' from which it appears 
that tin* measures actually adopted in Europe during the outbreak ol last year ditiered 

* i"i • mi il No 5011. 
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very widely from the recommendations of the Conference of Vienna, which some of 
the countries when* the most exaggerated precautions were taken, professed to he 
follow ing. 

It appears to Her Majesty’s Government that knowledge of the nature and mode 
of propagation of cholera may he materially assisted by co-operation between medical 
observers in different countries, for the purpose of recording exact observations as to 
the conditions of localities in which cholera appears, and as to the origin of the 
earliest cases. Il maybe desirable to elicit the opinion of the Conference w bet her 
some union might not be formed among medical men for the systematic observation 
and record of facts in connection with cholera outbreaks. 

In such a Conference as that which is about to lit* held at Rome, considerable 
latitude is permitted to discussions and statements; lmt, while remembering this, you 
will he careful not to sign any document purporting to hind Her Majesty’s Go\em¬ 
inent to any particular course of action. Should it seem advisable to do so, you will 
state distinctly that in signing any instrument with your colleagues, the Delegates of 
the foreign Rowers represented, the final sanction of Her Majesty's Government to a 
text which has not been submitted to them is not to be assumed. Tin* most 
convenient plan would he that the recommendations and results of tin* Conference 
should he embodied in a final Protocol, which would be signed by the Delegates, and 
submitted by them for the decision of their respective Governments. 

Vou will at your discretion report home the proceedings of the Conference, and 
ask for further instructions on any matters under discussion. Her Majesty’s Am¬ 
bassador, or in his absence Her Majesty's Charge d’Allaires, will, as senior among 
the British Delegates, vote in their name, and will refer home in case ol any 
dill'erences of opinion which may arise and prevent the British Delegates giving a 
unanimous vote.

I INCLOSE, for your Excellency’s information, copy of a despatch communi¬ 
cated to me by Count Nigra, on the subject ol tin* Sanitary Conference to be held at 
Rome.* 

Iler Majesty’s Government were originally invited to lake part in an Inter¬ 
national Conference having for its object an exchange of ideas respecting the reform 
of the existing Quarantine Board of Egypt. In my despatch to Count Nigra of the 
7th March, 1884, l replied that Her Majesty’s Government would take part in such a 
Conference if it were previously agreed by the Governments to be represented— 

1. That the only responsibility devolving on the Egyptian Government would be 
to adopt whatever measures it might consider necessary for preventing the intro¬ 
duction of epidemic diseases into Egypt. 

2. That the measures adopted in Egypt should hi* under the -ole control of the 
Egyptian Government, although every facility would he given to foreign Powers to 
enable them to obtain correct information in respect to those measures. 

3. That ships were, under all circumstances, to he allowed to go through the 
Canal in quirantiue, but that any Power might, if it chose make separate arrange¬ 
ments with the Egyptian Government in respect to ships ,mi\ing at Suez, and bmnd 
for one of its ow n ports. 

In your Excellency's despatch No 17 1, Commercial, of tin* 25th October last, 
you reported to mo that M. Maneiui Iully understood tin* toolings of Her Majesty’s 
Government in making these reservations; yon further leportod that his Excellency 
had said that the* present occasion was more tavourahle to tin* examination of 
questions connected with quarantine* than any that had ever occurred before on the 
Continent: the experience that Europe had gained during the present invasion of the 
cholera had greatly changed the view's and opinions which had been held till quite 
lately with reference to the nature* of the cholera, the value ol quarantine establish¬ 
ments, and Hk precautions to he taken against the introduction and dissemination of 
the malady ; the most ardent defenders of the theory of n •'twyion having been shaken

in their belief l>y the experience of the last few months, while the general feeling on 
the subject tends to assimilate itself to that held in England. 

In view of these expressions of opinion, it appeared toller Majesty’s Government 
that they might consistently take part in the Conference without any further 
preliminaiy reservation than that implied in his Excellency’s own words. It was 
evident, indeed, that the Conference was now to he a purely medical and scientific 
meet inn 1 , of the same nature as the Sanitary Conference of 18(5(> at Constantinople, 
and of 1871 at Vienna. At such a Conference the discussion ol the constitution and 
status of any particular Quarantine Hoard would In* entirely out ol place, although 
there would, of course, he nothing to preclude a discussion Irom a medical and 
scientific point of view of the Quarantine Regulations of Egypt, or ol au\ other 
count rv. 

ller Majesty's Go\ernmenl note with satisfaction Hint the Memorandum inclosed 
in M. Manciiii’s despatch entirely coincides with this \iew. They would have preferred 
to see in the sketch of the programme of the Conference given in the third part of the 
Memorandum more stres.-> laid on the medical and scientific part ol the labours of the 
Conference. For it appears to them evident that no quarantine or other preventive 
measures other than those of general salutary precaution can lw drawn up against 
cholera or any other disease, except on a lnds of knowledge respecting the manner of 
its infection. * Such special measures are only justifiable so far as they an* founded on 
well-recognized facts. It is, however, certain that they have hitherto been frequently 
founded on political or commercial rivalries, and on the fancies and I ears ot particular 
persons and Governments. In some cases there is no doubt that the tees collected on 
quarantine have been an inducement to keep up the system, e-peciall} where tin* 
greater part of the shipping mulcted D foreign shipping. 

"With regard to the particular question of quarantine in Egypt and the Suez 
Canal, your Fxeellency is fully in possession of the views of Her Majesty’s Govern¬ 
ment as to the independence of the Khedive in such matters and as to the objections 
to an irresponsible Hoard armed with unlimited powers of stopping communications 
between Europe and India and the East generally. Their views will he loimd in 
my despatch No. 28, Commercial, of the isth ultimo to Her Majesty's Agent and 
Consul-General in Egypt, copy of which is inclosed in my despatch to your Excellency 
No. 25, Commercial, of the same day. 

Tiie powers and constitution of tin* Egyptian Quarantine Board are dearly 
outside the scope of the Conference. Should an\ aUeiiqd he made to discuss (hem 
and he allowed by the President, l have to instruct you to state, as British Delegate, 
that you are precluded from taking part in it and to take such steps as von can, as 
Her Majesty’s Ambassador, to induce the Italian Government to use their influence 
to stop it. 

In any discussion of tho Egyptian Quarantine Regulations I have to instruct you 
to hear in mind the views of Her Majesty's Government on the political side <>f tin* 
question, and to maintain that these Regulations must he discussed and criticized in 
exactly the same manner as those of any other countn. Her Majesty’s Government 
cannot allow, (‘ither on grounds of any supposed political or sanitary expediency, that 
British trade with Egypt should he* subjected to any restrictions other than those 
agreed to with the Egyptian Government for the protection of Egypt itself trom 
infection. In particular, they must insist that the passage of the Suez Canal shall he 
subject to no other restrictions. 

I also have to request your Excellent*} to urge, should a favourable opportunity 
occur, that similar facilities' should he always afforded to ships wishing to pass the 
Dardanelles and willing to pass through without communicating with the shore. The 
great inconvenience caused to trade during the last out break of cholera in Europe 
when ships not hound for any Ottoman port were nevertheless detained before going 
through the Straits, is fully set forth in the Memorandum inclosed in the general 
instructions which I have addressed to the British Delegates.

I HAVE received your Excellency’s despatch No. 30, Commercial, of the 3rd 
instant, on the subject of the Sanitary Conference. 

t have to observe that Her Majesty’s Government agreed to join a scientific 
Conference which was to compare and discuss facts respecting the'propagation of 
cholera, and to recommend a system of precautions founded upon those facts. 

The printed Memorandum, communicated to me by Count Nigra, of which a 
copy is inclosed, appeared consistent with the view expressed by Her Majesty’s 
Government ; hut the explanations given to your Excellency by Signor Malvano, and 
the composition of the Conference as shown by the list of States invited to taka* part, 
show that the Conference is to he different from past Sanitary Conferences, am! the 
system proposed not such as has been constantly adopted in similar cases. 

It appears to Her Majesty's Government evident that Representatives from China 
and Japan, Servia, Montenegro, and the South American Republics, more especially 
as they will he represented by their Diplomatic Representatives at Rome, will he 
unable to contribute anything to the scientific knowledge of cholera. 

The proposed proceedings arc certainly inconvenient and unpractical. .Either the 
Conterence at its present meeting will do nothing at all or it will have to propose 
measures without hearing the evidence on which they should bo founded, and it is 
proposed that it should then adjourn till November, leaving a number of Committees 
of Sub-Delegates to study the really imporlanl questions. 

Signor Malvano did not state where these Committees are to moot; hut it is very 
improbable that the eminent scientific men who will represent Great Britain and 
India will be able to remain at Rome from May to November. 

I have to request your Excellency to point out these objections to the Italian 
Government, as it is the desire of Her Majesty's Government by entering into this 
Conference to co-operate with that of Italy in securing the best results.

IN consequence of certain proposals which have been brought forward by the Austro- 
Hungarian Delegate at the Maritime S nitary and Quarantine Board of Egypt. I have 
received instructions from Her Maje-ty’* Fiincipal Seen (ary of State for Foreign Affairs to 
communicate to the Greek Government, as 1 have hereby the honour to do through your 
Excellency, the views of Her Majesty’s Government on the subject. 

Her Majesty’s Government willingly acknowledge that the Quarantine Board requites 
reorganization, and they arc prepared to consider any proposals for joint diplomatic action 
in the matter at Cairo. Rut they think that the time for such action lias hardly yet 
arrived. The recent outbreak of cholera in Europe may have modified the views of the 
Continental Rowers in regard to the usefulness of quarantine as a protection against 
cholera, which is the only disease of general intere-t to Europe dealt with by the Egyptian 
Quarantine Board. 

An International Pauitaiy Confcicnce will meet at Rome in the course of the present 
month, and the abstract question of quarantine will then he considered in the light of 
ricent expeiienee, including that gained during the recent outbreak in Egypt. The dis¬ 
cussions of the Conference may have an important bearing on the Egyptian Sanitary 
question, and Earl Granville has, therefore, instructed Her Majesty’s Representatives 
abioad to state to the Power* ink rested that Her Majesty’s Government earnestly hope 
that the consideration of the ieoi.,,mization of the existing Maritime Sanitary and Quaran¬ 
tine Board in Egypt may be postponed till after the results of the Conference arc 
known.

Sanitary Board was held on Tuesday the f)th instant, Dr. Ardouiu Bey presiding in the 

absence on leave ot Mr. Mievilie. , . • 

The sanitary condition of Egypt was reported very satisfactory. 1 he only thing 
gp dally noticed was an outbreak of “ ivlapdng lever ” (“ i’uvrc a rechute ; ) at Soofia, a v. lage 
of 1 2b i .idmbHanty in the Sluirkieh Province, where thirty eases of this fever have been 
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declared. The British Delegate asked the President to endeavour to obtain move detailed 
information on the symptoms and characteristics of this fever, as the nomenclature of fevers 
in Egypt is of a very vague description, and the diagnosis of them often exceedingly 
doubtful. 

The Report of the Sanitary Agent on the health at Suakin was very satisfactory, as 
also his Report on the sanitary state of vessels arriving there from India. On the sanitary 
Reports from India being communicated the Austrian Delegate observed that the last 
Report from Calcutta showed an increase of mortality from cholera, and proposed that 
quarantine should be imposed against anivals from that port. 

The Delegate for France remarked that two vessels had lately arrived at Rue/ on 
whose bills of health it was noted that caMs of cholera had been declared in the vicinity of 
Bassein. This he considered an indication that cholera had at present a tendency to 
spread in India, and proposed that anivals (Von all Indian ports from lhis-ein to Bombay, 
including Ceylon, should be subjected to quaiantine. 

The British Delegate maintained that this was not in ticeordae.ee with the gc acral 
usage of the Board, nor in accordance with the measures adopted last vear against Eurone 
when quarantine was imposed only against infected ports. Further, that, according lo our 
Rcglement, quarantine is to be imposed only against infected ports and “ports 
voi'insthat he could not consider Ceyh n, for instance, as a “port voisin” to any 
infected pmt. lie also pointed out the greater severity of this general measure compand 
with the measures adopted in Europeat present against Spain, wlrnre the Board bcli ve-i 
cholera exists. Also that the Boaid has never thought it necessary to inquire whether all 
the Mediterranean ports of Europe have taken measuies against Spain, yet allows at rivals 
from these ports free pratique here. 

The Delegate for "France replied that if the British Delegate had anv proposition to 
make with regard to the Meditcrianeaa pints of Europe, it could be put to the vote. 

The Briti-h Delegate rep!i< d that he simply wished to call the attention of the !’• ard 
to what he considered an abuse, and pointed out, further that even the three da\ •' 
quarantine at pit sent practised by France against Spain, and accepted by this Board 
as sufficient, had never been accepted as sufficient for Aden, from which llie Board ;d ,u\s 
exacts the full amount of our regulation quarantine (“ quarantaine reglemontaiie ’’). 

On being put to the vote, it was decided that quarantine should be imposed avail!- 1 
anivals from all Indian ports from Bas-ein to Bombay, including Ceylon, by 7 vot. > f r, 
.0 against, and 2 abstentions. 

The Dilocate for Oermanv then proposed that, the quarantine should be extended to 
ports in t! e Persian Cult'as (hr as Bus-.orah. 

The British Delegate observed that in that ease quarantine should also be imposed 
against arrival, from BusUmi port- - , ns tbolero L seldom if ever absent from some purl of 
the Russian Empire. 

The Delegate for Russia icplied that it existed only to the extent of sporadic cases 
occasionally. 

The propo it ion of the (hrm.m Delegate was negatived; 4 votes for, .*> against, and 
o abstention-. 

A communication tioui the Dutch Government was rea l declaring Spain infeete 1 with 
cholera. 

The Delegate for Spain communicated a letter bom the Spanish authorities in Egypt, 
dated the 2nd May, stating that no eases of cholera had been officially declared in Spain ; 
that the cast's which had -aRon rise to the panic were n.os of ga-tm enteritis from local 
oau-es. The Spanish nutlioiitics complained o! the severe and unnecessary measures 
adopted lieic against. Spain. 

The Spanish Delegate pointed out that, seeing the length of voyage, the measures 
adopted here against Spain were more rigorous than t!.o-e adopted by European Rowers, 
and proposed to reduce the quarantine against Spain to tw. nty-lbur hours of observation. 

The British Delegate remarked that be ngiced with the observations made by the 
Delegate for Spain, but n miiuled him that lie was a-ktug Ibr Spun less severe measures 
than he had a few minutes before voted tor India. After some discussion, the propo ad of 
the Spanish Delegate was rejected : 1 vote for, 0 against, 0 abstention-. In all the votes 
with regard to Spain 1 have abstained from voting. 

The Deleg ate for Austria informed the meeting that several well informed newspapers 
of Vienna had stated that, cholera exists in the Province of Bergamo, in Italy. 

The Italian Delegate stated that he had no information, but if the B urd desired it in> 
would make inquiry. 

The British Delegate asked the Delegate Ibr Austria ii' the Au-triaii Government had 
adopted quarantine measures against Italy. 




It was impossible for me to prevent quarantine being imposed against India at this 
meeting, as nearly all the Delegates who usuady support me were absent. Ot the nine 
Delegates for Egypt onlv three were present, viz., Mr. Dixon, Dr. \ arenhorsl, and the 
Acting President, Dr. Ardouin Pcv. The two latter did not vote against me, but abstained 
from voting. Dr. Ardouin Bey spoke stiongly against imposing quarantine on arrivals 
from intermediary non-iniccted jtorts, but unfortunately on the only other occasion oti^ 
which ihis very sweeping measure was adopted by the Board, it was in consequence ot 
observation made by him, of which he was reminded at this meeting by the French Delegate.

I HAVE the honour to report that an extraordinary meeting of the Maritime and 
Quarantine Sanitary Board was held ye t rtlav, on the request of the Delegate for Spain, 
supported by the Delegates of Italy and Portugal. 

The Delegate for Spain said that, since last ordinary meeting, he had received a 
despatch of a very satisfactory and reassuring nature from the authorities at Madrid, 
which he wished to communicate to the members of the Board, and ask them to rename 
the quarantine existing against arrivals from Spain. 

The despatch, dated the fith May, was from the Sanitary B ard at Madrid, and 
< lot lured the health of the Kingdom if Spain to he p'rfect— and ( hat nothing hut a lew 
. ii'p ‘ctcd cas s (“ cas suspect j”) have ever oeeimvd —in consequence of which the 
authorities had adopted severe sanitary measures. 

The Delegate for Italy observed that the despatch does not say if these “cas 
suqvcls” are still happening to-day. 

The !Xlegate ibr Holland said all the papers, medical and others, had calhd it 
cholera, and the despatches received from Madrid had never been clear on the point, but 
seemed inrended to keep us in the dark. 

The Delegate for France remarked that the health of the kingdom might he good 
outside the infected towns; nothing was partieulaiized in the despatch with regard to the 
health of Valencia. 

The Delegate for Tu.key asked what “cas suspects” meant if not cholera. 
I)r. (flummery, Medocin 'hmitaiiv of France, -aid it was probably an outbreak of cholera 
no'tras from local <• uise«, as the disease had been c nfined to one or two villages, anil 
have not spread. 

The British Delegate reminded Dr. Chaumery that, at a former meeting, he 
(.Dr. Ohaumcry) said he imd good authority for stating that it was “eholeia,” and not 
“ gustro-euteritis,” from local causes as stated by the Spanish authorities. The British 
Delegate observed, further, that even if it had been a slight outbreak of cholera, it in 
stated, in a despatch from the .Spanish authoiitics, that the last death happened on the 
9th April, and no new case had been declared since the 1 bit \ pi il; it was, therefore, 
eon uslont with the accepted practice of the Board to admit Sp .in to live pratique, the 
mage ot the Bonn! being to admit to free pratique lift ecu dti}s after the last death 
announced. 

The Delegate for Spain made the same observation, and asked that his proposit.cn 
tor the suppression of quarantine against Spain should Ik put to the vote—2 voted for, 
8 against, and 5 abstentions. 
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The Spanish and British Delegates only voted for removal of quarantine. After 
some discussion it was finally decided to reduce the quarantine to twenty-four hours of 
observation in the meantime, raid as soon as news is received distinctly stating that no 
“ cas suspects ” exist, to abolish quarantine altogether. 

A communication v.ts read from the Austrian Delegate stating that arrivals from 
Spain at Austrian poits are submitted to a careful med’eal inspection only without 
quarantine (‘* vhitc medicale tres se\ere”i, a"d that the mtcicourse with Spain was 
almost n't!. 

With regard to f c uLq-ing fever mentioned in my Rcpoit of the lmcting on the 
f)th instant, a comnmi ie..tum v.,-. lead fiom. t 1 e Beaul of IleaUh, Cairo, stating that the 
lever has not been of a serious nature, and that all the cases arc now convalescing. The 
common cation, however, is < f a vague intuit', and gives no information on the causes or 
charaetciistics of this lexer, nor on what authority or characters the nomenc'.aluie of 
relapsing is based. 

The health at Suakin, and of troops arriving from India, is reported by the Sanitary 
Agent to be still very satisfactory.

A curious feature in this matte; i- that 
Dr. Burtoletti, Inspector-General of the Ottoman Health Department, should, at the 
instigation of Dr.Castaldi (an Italian), the Ottoman Solitary Delegate in Egypt, have been 
chosen as tile instrument for briu fig fora ud tiii- proposal before the Constantinople 
Board. 1 objected at the time to the question being dEcm.-cd by the Constantinople 
Board of Health, because the Egyptian Hoar I is not dependent on that of Constantin >pie; 
but M. de Yanko, the Au -tro-lltm .«ui >u Delegate, requested the 'lurd to order the 
Ottoman Sanitary Delegate in Eg} p' t > second the Austro-I Iungari n Delegate’s proposal, 
winch x\a-> in con-equenec polygraphed and diatributed to the members of the Board, so 
that they might study it and give it a reply. 

lM. de Yanko having abstained, however, from appearing at the Board on the two 
billowing sitting*, the mthjeet was not mooted again until the 11th ultimo. In the mean¬ 
while, I had informed Mr. Wyndham, verbally, of thi-. question, as 1 xvas unable to giro him 
a detailed report in its then incomplete stage. 

Attempts have been made at various periods to reader the Constantinople and the 
Egyptian Boards of Health international institution-, independent of the tenitoiial 
authorities, and ibis in old r, 1 helixxe, to lnmp t our shi -ping traffic with India through, 
the Red Sea, under the limn mit irian pie t of keeping cholera out of Europe. The Egyptian 
Board of Health, it must he remembeieu, moreover, is quite independent of that ol Con¬ 
stantinople. J have therefore taken the liberty of calling your attention to these facts, 
so that you might deal with the question put forward by the Austro-Hungarian Delegate in 
the manner you may think best suited to Britidi interests. 1 inclose at the same time, fit;

The Conference was opened by a speech from M. Mancini, the Minister for 
Foreign Affairs, copy of which is herewith inclosed. 

Baron Keudell, tlie Gorman Ambassador, as Doyen of the Corps Diplomatique, 
then proposed that M. Mancini should act as President ot the Conlerence, but his 
Excellency, having thanked the Assembly for the honour they proposed to confer upon 
him, stated that his occupations would not allow of his accepting that office, upon 
which Baron Keudell proposed that the first Italian Delegate, Chevalier Cadorna, 
Minister of State, should take the Chair, and his Excellency having accepted, after a 
few words of thanks, opened the proceedings, which consisted in the adoption ot the 
Regulations drawn up for the business ot the Conlerence, which are based on those 
which were in use at the Sanitary Conference ot A ienna in 1871 with some slight 
modifications; the Secretaries for the Con terenee were then selected, and it having been 
considered advisable that the English, German, and Erench languages should bo repre¬ 
sented by Secretaries for the purpose of interpreting and translating, 1 nominated 
Mr. Bcauclerk to act in that capacity. 

The Conference adjourned till Friday the 22nd.

1 AM directed by the Earl ot Derby to acknowledge the receipt of sour letter of the 
14th instant, on the subject of the Sanitary Conference at Home, and to request, in reply, 
that you will inform Karl Granville that there would not be time to give the Colonial 
Governments the opportunity of submitting any statements of their views'to he laid before 
the Btitish Delegates; and that, moreover, it, would be difficult to make any such state¬ 
ments without more precise information as to the questions to be discussed at the 
Conference. 

2. Lord Derby notes that the Indian Government will he represented by two 
Delegates, and if those gentlemen have separate votes, or share with the British Delegates 
the vote or votes to he allotted to the Kmpirc at large, it is material to point out that a 
country like India, in which cholera habitually prevails, can scarcely he expected to regard 
the exclusion of the disease in the same aspect or with the same concern as the British 
Colonies, which are therefore liable to take a wholly different view of the policy and value 
of quarantine. 


3. Measures of quarantine, which may be impossible in a country of extended borders 
and possessing many ports, may lie very valuable in small islands or isolated Colonies where 
arrivals at a limited number of ports can be easily controlled. For these reasons it is not 
probable that the view-s of the Indian Delegates would find acceptance generally in the 
Colonies, and, as they will not be separately represented at the Conference, I am to 
suggest that, in the event of proposals being made for the general adoption of uniform 
rules or practice in matters of quarantine, the Delegates representing the British Govern¬ 
ment, to whom a copy of this letter might be communicated, should be instructed to give 
due consideration to the difference between the conditions of the Colonies, especially the 
smaller Colonies, and those of the United Kingdom, as regards the applicability of any such 
proposed system or practice. 

4. 1 am to add that Lord Derby trusts it will be understood that the Colonies cannot 
be hound without their consent by any Convention which may result from the Con- 
ference.

I HAVE the honour to inclose a copy of a note which 1 have received from 
M. Tsanow, expressing the disappointment of the Bulgatian Government at not being 
invited to the Sanitary Conference about to he held at Home. 

llis Excellency refers to the difficulties which the Bulgarian Government has 
encountered in organizing a Sanitary Service in consequence of the proceedings of the 
International Board of Health at Constantinople, and points out that any Conventions or 
arrangements subsequent to the Treaty ot Berlin, which might directly or indirectly affect, 
the interests of the Principality, would not be binding upon Bulgaria ; and in proof of this 
he cites the 1st, Ylllth, and Xth Articles of the Treaty of Berlin, and the fact that 
Bulgaria has been admitted to the International Postal Union, and has concluded Postal 
Conventions with some of the neighbouring States. 

My Italian colleague informs me that, at M. Tsanow’s request, he has telegraphed to 
the Italian Government to inform them of the desire of the Bulgaiian Government to be 
invited to the Conference.

In requesting you to be guided, so far as circumstances may admit, by these 
instructions, Lord Kimberley directs me to add the following remarks :~ 

Whilc vou will carefully maintain the view of the Secretary ot State and of the 
Government'of India that quarantine restrictions are ineffective for the prevention of the 
spread of cholera, you will bear in mind that it is the desire ol Loul lviinbeile\ to meet, 
as far as possible, the wishes of those Governments who hold a different view by adopting 
such sanitary regulations as may commend themselves to the judgment of the Conference, 
provided that they are not inconsistent with the interests of India. 

In particular, with reference to the penultimate paragraph ol the Memorandum of the 
Italian Government, dated the 20th April last, you will express the readiness of the 
Government of India to give full and regular information regarding the sanitary state of 
that country, and their willingness to comply with such reasonable regulations as may be 
deemed expedient regarding the preparation of bills of health and the like. 

You will explain to the Conference the measures which have been taken in India to 
prevent or check cholera, and the extent to which the-e measures have been suc- 

cessful. _ -II 

It will probably be advisable for you to maintain, and to endeavour to induce the 
Conference to adopt, the principle which appears to have been accepted by the Vienna 
Conference, that a vessel leaving an infected port with a clear bill of health cannot, after 
a certain number of days at sea without the occurrence of any choleraic symptoms on 
board, convey infection, and should receive free pratique.

I TOLD the French Ambassador this afternoon that I had as yet received no official 
reports of the proceedings in the Sanitary Conference at Rome, hut that the very full and 
circumstantial reports which had appeared in the “Times” had caused me some alarm. 

I said that when the Italian Government had first proposed the Conference we had 
been averse to joining it. Subsequently, as there had recently been opportunity for much 
further scientific investigation in regard to the nature and treatment of cholera epidemic, 
we had agreed that it might he advantageous that there should be a discussion bv the 
scientific experts ot various countries as to the best system ot precautionary measures. 
On the urgent request of the Italian Government w r e had further agreed that the Sanitary 
. and Quarantine Regulations in Egypt might form one of the subjects to be discussed in the 

Conference, 

It was quite intelligible, 1 added, that Austria, Italy, and other countries in close 
proximity to Egyptian ports should, under the apprehension of cholera, and in view of the 
exaggerated opinions held by their populations on the subject, be desirous of the enforce¬ 
ment in Egypt of extreme measures of precaution for the relief and security of their own 
ports. But 1 did not understand how it should happen that the French Representatives 
should he the prime movers in advocating a system of observance and quarantine which, if 
rigidly carried out, would probably have the effect of driving British commerce with the 
East to take the route round the Cape of Good Hope, to the great detriment of the Suez 
Canal, in which France had such an interest. 

YVc had no wish to prevent other countries from taking the precautions which they 
considered necessary, even if some of those precautions were of a nature which wc believed 
to he useless or prejudicial from a scientific poinl ot view. 

Wc further saw no objection to arrangements between any of the Mussulman Powers 
and Egypt with a view of the latter undertaking precautions on their behalf with regard to 
vessels coming to their ports. 

Bur 1 did not sec how others could he injuicil by oui claim that vessels directly 
bound for British ports should be allowed to pass through the Suez Canal without 
detention, provided the necessary measures were taken to prevent communication with 
the shore. 

M. Waddington stated that he knew nothing of what was passing at Rome, but would 
make inquiries.

I I1A1) a visit to-day from Baron Keudell, the German Ambassador, who came to 
speak to me with reference to the Sanitary Conference now’ sitting in Rome, the Sub¬ 
committee of which will shortly complete its labours. 

The Minister for Foreign Affairs having invited the Delegates to visit Naples, the 
invitation has been accepted by all the scientific members of the Conference and the 
Secretaries who have been incessantly engaged at all the meetings of the Sub-Committee. 

Baron Keudell told me he lmd declined the invitation, having been lately at Naples 
for ten days during the visit of the Royal Family on the occasion of the opening of the 
great waterworks; for the same reason 1 have also declined. 

The visit to Naples is to last three days, during which time all expenses will be 
defrayed by the Italian Government. 

The Delegates will return on Wednesday next, and on the following day there will be 
a plenary meeting of the Conference, when the Resolutions arrived at by the Sub¬ 
committee will be examined. 

Whether on this occasion any discussion leading to a vote will take place remains to 
be seen ; but at present neither the French nor the Russian Ambassadors have received 
instructions on the subject of voting, and Baron Keudell said that his instructions were of 
that nature that he should not vote unless all his colleagues did so; the fact, Baron 
Keudell said, is that the subject of the Conference is one of minor importance to the 
German Government, which lias consented to join it as a matter of courtesy, and the 
question of further instructions is not one of a pressing nature, since he imagined that the 
final work of the Conference would he adjourned till the autumn. 

I told Baron Keudell that although my instructions would enable me to vote, if

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necessary, that I could not sign any document purporting to bind Her Majesty’s 
Government to any particular course of action without having first obtained the sanction 
of Her Majesty’s 'Government to the text ; and that as to the meeting of the Conference 
in the autumn, it would not be possible for all the English Delegates to return to Rome at 
that time. Baron Keudell said that, as lie understood the course to be pursued, there 
would be no necessity for any of the scientific Delegates to do so; their work, he 
imagined, would be completed very shortly, and the future business of the Conference 
would be reserved for the Diplomatic Delegates, all of whom would be at their posts as 
usual about the time of the meeting of the Italian Parliament.

AT the monthly Council meeting of this Chamber, held yesterday, the late action of 
the Canal Commission in Paris and the Sanitary Conference in Rome were considered in 
their hearing upon the facilities of transit through the Suez Canal. 

Jt was felt that the action of the two bodies referred to would, if continued in the 
[-V13] 3 A 
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direction in which it has apparently shown itself inclined to take, interfere most materially 
with rapid and easy transit through the Canal. Your Lordship is aware of the extent to 
which the British flag predominates in the transit of the Canal, and consequently to what 
a serious degree any obstruction or delay would affect the interests of British shipping and 
British trade. 

The Council were of opinion that your Lordship’s Department had done its best to 
minimize and oppose the difficulties which have been raised by the Canal Commission and 
Sanitary Conference, and the following Resolution was unanimously adopted by my 
Council with a view of supporting your Lordship’s action, and of requesting that your 
Lordship’s instructions may be given to the British Delegates to continue further in the 
same direction—if necessary declining to be parties to any Regulations which may interfere 
with or delay the transit of British vessels through the Canal.

LATE on Thursday evening I received the visit of the German Ambassador, who 
told me that M. Deerais had called on him and, in his own name and in that of the 
Austrian and Russian Ambassadors, had stated that, in their opinion, it was desirable 
that the Sanitary Conference should adjourn, in order to enable them to submit to their 
respective Governments the resolutions at which the Technical Commission had arrived, 
and requesting him to inform the Italian Government of the same. 

M. de Keudell said he concurred in the wish expressed by the ‘French, Austrian, and 
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Russian Ambassadors, and that if I was of the same opinion he would call at once on 
M. Mancini, and make the suggestion to him. 

I told M. de Keudell that I should have no objection to the adjournment if the rest 
of my colleagues desired it, but that, as I had already informed him, I had received my 
instructions and was prepared to go on with the business of the Conference, and to state 
the views of Her Majesty’s Government with regard to it. 

I then asked M. de Keudell whether any discussion would take place at our meeting 
next day, when he said he thought not, as the proceedings, which would, he presumed, 
be very short, would be confined to the statement he should make, not of his own 
initiative, but in the name of his colleagues. 

The meeting of the Rlcnarv Conference was fixed for next day, Friday, the 12th 
instant, at 2 r.M. ; having been detained at home on business, I was not able to reach the 
Foreign Office till half-an-hour later, when the proceedings had already begun, and M. de 
Keudell had already made his motion for the adjournment of the Conference till the 
autumn. Of the terms in which that proposition was made I was consequently ignorant ; 
but I had seen that morning a resume of the work of the Technical Commission, under the 
title of “ Resolutions adopted by the Sanitary Conference the Reports of the proceedings 
of the Technical Commission had only been laid before the Conference the day before, and it 
had not been possible for me to examine them, and as Count Cadorna, the President of 
the Sanitary Conference, was preparing to take the votes of the Assembly, l thought it 
necessary to make the following declaration : — 

“ Sans examiner ou diseuter les raisons qui peuvent avoir conseille l’ajournement de 
la Conference, j’v conscns si la mnjoritc le desire. 

“ Je tiens cependant a declarer, sans cn prendre acte officiel, que jc considere le 
travail preliminaire fait par le Comite Technique et Sous-Comite coniine un ouvrage de 
grand utilite qui perinettra a la Conference de fixer son programme definitif. Je dois 
cependant constater que pour le moment nous n’avons devant nous ancun autre programme 
que cclui contenu dans le Memoire date du 20 Avril dernier qui nous a etc sounds avec 
(i’autres pieces par le Gouvernement Italien et que nous avoir' encore pleine liberte de 
diseuter. 

“Je presume done, si la Conference se reunit de nouveau en autornme, qu’elle 
recommencera ses travaux sur la base du status quo actuel.” 

M. de Keudell’s motion was then pul to the vote and carried unanimously, with the 
abstentions of Spain, Peru, and Guatemala. 

Next day 1 called on M. de Keudell, who remarked in the course of conversation that 
the statement he had made at the Conference (with the terms of which 1 was still 
ignorant, since the compte rendu of the last sitting was not yet printed) was at variance 
with mine, and that if he had known in what sense 1 was going to speak he would have 
worded it differently, but that in fact he had merely expressed an opinion. 

I said that as I had not heard his speech, and was not aware of the terms of his 
proposition, it was evident mv declaration was not intentionally in opposition to his, but 
that it seemed to me impossible to accept as a programme a set of Resolutions which none 
of us had had the opportunity of studying, since the llepoit of the proceedings of the 
Technical Commission had only been laid before the Conference the day previous ; and 
that, having seen in the morning a copy of that Report in prut, headed “ Resolutions 
adopted by the Sanitary Conference of Rome,” 1 had considered it mv duty to make the 
declaration 1 did, reserving to the Conference full liberty with regard to the programme it 
might think lit to adopt at our next meeting. 

I inclose an uucoirected lithographed Report of the sitting of the Plenary Conference 
above referred to, from which it will be seen that M. de Keudell, in speaking of the work 
of the Technical Commission, says he hopes it will be considered by all as an almost 
complete programme of the questions to be solved, and states that most of the members of' 
the Diplomatic Body are of opinion that before discussing the new and important element, 
it contains it is advisable to he certain of the reception that will he given to our programme 
by the Governments interested in the matter. 

But the Technical Commission was not charged l>v the Sanitary Conference to draw 
up a programme, ils mandate was to prepare materials from which the Sanitary Conference 
could determine its programme. 

It was for this reason that I stated in my declaration that I could not accept the work 
of the Technical Commission as an “ ollieial document,’’ for I do not consider that 1 
should be justified in transmitting it as such to Her Majesty’s Government until it has 
been examined, discussed, and adopted by the Sanitary Conference. It is therefore only in 
the light of a preparatory study that 1 forward to your Lordship the proces-verbamv of the

in duplicate, and the few others which remain will follow as soon as they are ready.

May 20.—First meeting of Conference ; inaugutal speech by M. Mancini, Minister tot 
Foreign Affairs ; election of M. Cadorna as President. 

May 22.—Appointment of Count Batthyany, M. Dubail, and Mr. Bcauclerk as 
Diplomatic Secretaries; presentation of “ question prealableformation of the 
Technical Commission, consisting of all the Medical Delegates. “ 1 he Cou'erence adopts, 
in principle, the 1 programme questionnaire,’ and refers it to the technical Commission as 
the basis of its preparatory labours.”

Zoeros Pasha declares officially, in the name ot the lurkish Government, that they 
will not accept the abolition of quarantine. 

M. da Silva Amado (Portugal) also speaks in favour of quarantine. 

Mr. Thorne-Thorne makes a speech explaining the sanitary measures adopted in 
England in lieu of quarantine. 

Sir J. Fayrer challenges the advocates of quarantine to prove that cholera has ever 
been introduced into Europe from India ; and 

Sir G. Hunter asks them to name a single ship which has been proved to have imported 
cholera from India so as to cause an epidemic.

M. Proust’s proposition—“That in every port it is necessary that there should always 
be a Sanitary Authority whose duty it is to furnish the Consuls with ofhcial infoi illation as 
to the sanitary condition of the said port”—was accepted unanimously. 

M, da Silva Amado’s proposition—“4 hat the Consuls shall have authoiity to obtain 
information from the Health Offices concerning the sanitary condition ot the poits 
—voted oil. Result.: 10 ayes, 2 noes, is abstentions. 

May 27.—-Presentation of M. Proust’s propositions. Discussion upon Dr. Steinberg 
proposal: “That Consuls shall be authorized to verify precisely the sanitaiy condition ot 
a vessel ready to start for a port of the country which they represent. 1 his inspection 
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may he made either by the Consuls in person or hv a doctor delegated by them, and 
authorized to represent them.” Result of vote : 2 aves, 9 noes, 11 abstentions. 

A! da Silva Amado proposes the adoption of the decision of the Washington 
Conference, viz.: “ That the Consul of the country to which a ship is bound shall have 
the right to lie present at the sanitary inspections of the ship, which shall he made by the 
agents of the territorial Government, in conformity with regulations to be established by 
Conventions or Treaties.” Vote: 8 ayes, 6 noes, 8 abstentions. 

Discussion on M. Proust’s proposition: “ Steamers carrying passengers coming from Proust’s proposi- 
countries where cholera prevails, are bound to have on board a medical man nominated by tions ' 
the Government to which the ship belongs, or by the Sanitary Authorities, and subject to 
recall only by the said Government, being entirely independent of the Navigation Com¬ 
panies and ship-owners.” Vote: 19 ayes, 3 abstensions. 

M. Brouardel presents the proposals of the Sub-Committee on the Red Sea, and a 
Sub-Committee to report on disinfection and disinfectants is appointed. 

M<iy 28.— Discussion of M. Proust’s programme:— IVoces-verbal 

1. “The loading of the ship shall not commence until she has been cleansed, either 6 ‘ 
by ordinary means or by a special process of disinfect'on if such be deemed necessary. 

The ship shall be visited for this purpose by tlie captain and the ship’s doctor, and the 
result of this visit shall be entered on the ship’s registei.” Approved unanimously. 

2. “The doctor shall examine the passengers about to embark from a port where 
cholera exists, and shall refuse those who appear to him suspected.’’ Approved 
unanimously, with one abstention (Turkey). 

3. “The doctor shall see that persons who appear healthy do not bring on board 
linen, clothes, or articles of bedding which are tainted or suspected."’ Approved unani¬ 
mously. 

4. “Clothing and bedding having been used by persons who have died ot cholera 
must never he accepted ; the sacks containing clothes belonging to persons who have died 
abroad shall be disinfected before departure.” Approved unanimously. 

Amendment of M. Semmola: “All 1 he hi longings of passengers leaving a port 
where cholera prevails must be disinfected.” Opposed by Sir J. Fayier and Mr. Thorne- 
Thorne. Votes: 4 ayes, 18 noes. 

5. “When cholera appeals on board a ship during her stay in an infected port, the 
patients in whose persons the first symptoms of the disease have been duly proved to 
exist shall be at once removal to the hospital, and their bedding and all other properly 
shall be destroyed or disinfected: also the place in which the patient was shall he at once 
disinfected.” Approved unanimously. 

6. Suspected ships. “The dirty or taiufe I linen id the passengers and crew shall he •< Suspected ship 
washed the same day alter being plunged in boiling water or a disinfectant solution.” 

Accepted. 

7. “ The closets shall he washed and disinfected at least twice a day.” Approved 
unanimously. 

AL Rochard’s proposition : “ Rigorous cleanliness and strong ventilation shall he 
maintained during the whole voyage on board suspected ships.” Approved unanimously. 

M. Rochard presents the Report of the tnib-Committec on small vessels. 

May 29.—Continuation of M. Proust’s programme:— Proces-verbal 

8. Infected ships. “ Immediately the doctor discovers the first symptoms of cholera No. 7. 

on board, he notifies the same to the captain, and concerts with him the requisite “ Infected ships, 
measures for isolating the sick.” Adopted unanimously. 

Addition proposedhyM.de Hofmann: “ Every vessel carrying passengers, leaving 
a suspected port, should he suitably built, and possess sufficient space for the isolation of 
cholera patients.” Adopted unanimously. 

9. “The places which have been occupied by cholera patients shall be immediately 
disinfected.” Voted unanimously. 

10. “As far as may he possible, the places thus disinfected shall remain well open 
and isolated, and shall receive no other healthy passenger during the whole voyage.”

Sir J. l'ayrer admits that all Indian ports are suspected, but maintains that vessels 
should pass freely through the Canal, giving notice of the state ot health on board. He 
opposes the motion. 

Mr. Thorne-Thorne states that England has rejected quarantine as useless. 

Mr. l.ewis speaks in the same sense, disproving the introduction ot cholera into 

Europe from India. . . 

Sir G. Hunter proposes “That English ships, whether merchantmen, tioop-ships, 
postal-steamers, or others, shall always he able to pass through the Suez Canal as through 
an arm of the sea. 1 ' \ o'e: - ayes, 18 uoos, 2 abstentions. Discussion continues. 

The proposition of the Sub-Committee is voted in the following form : 

1. “All steamers coming from cholera-infected ports beyond the Strait of Bab-el- 
Mandeb shall undergo a medical inspection in the Red Sea.” Result: 16 ayes, 4 noes,

2 . “Ibis visit shall be made bv an independent medical officer ot the port. Vote : 

17 aves, 1 no, 4 abstentions. 

3 . “ If the ship’s doctor certifies that sanitary measures have been taken at the port 
of departure, that sanitary measures and disinfection have been carried out during the 
voyage, that there has been neither death, sickness, nor suspicion ot cholera, and if the 
medical examination made by the medical officer ot the port shows that no person is 
attacked or suspected of the disease, tree pratique shall be immediately granted. Vote .

4 . “ Ships landing no passengers at the Red Sea ports, and particularly in Egypt, will 
undergo a single medical inspection in the vicinity of Suez.” Vote: 16 ayes, 2 noes,

5. “Ships earning passengers for Egvpt, or all (Alter Red Sea ports, will undergo a 
first inspection near the Strait of Bab-el-Mandeb, and a second inspection at the first port 
of arrival.” Vote: 17 ayes, 1 no, 4 abstentions.

1. “ It the vessel is infected, that is to say, if there have occurred on board one or 
more eases of cholera, the passengers shall be disembarked, isolated, and divided into 
groups its small as possible; the ship, the clothing, arid the articles used In passengers 
and crew shall he disinfected.” Vote: 18 ayes. 2 noes, i abstention. 

Question of the duration of the quarantine of observation 

Zoeros Pasha proposes ten days. Messrs. Lewis and Thorne-Thorne oppose the 
proposals both of any period of observation and of the landing of healthy passengers. 
Sir G. Hunter speaks in the same sense. 1 he Spanish and 1 urkish proposals lot ten dajs

2. “The passengers and crew shall undergo five days observation. Vote . 13 ayes,

June 1.—Continuation of Red 8 c*a debate: — 

M. (J rosz’ amendment to § 1 accepted. 

3 . “The sick shall he isolated and placed under the care and responsibility of the 
medical men.” Vote: 18 ayes, 1 no. 2 abstentious. 

Discussion on conclusions ot the Sub-Committee on small vessels . 

1 . “ From the sanitary point of view,a distinction must he made between ships winch 
carry a doctor and t' ose which do not. We consider the latter as small vessels, whatevei 
their tonnage and the number of their crew, and whether they he steam-ships or sailing- 
ship., ” Accepted unanimously, with the exception oi Spain. 

y « T| ie captain o( a small vessel must apply to the Consul of the c ountry to which 
the ship is bound, in order that his ship may be visited by a doctor before loading and the 
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passengers examined. This visit is independent of the inspection belonging to the Sanitary 
Authorities of the country.” Vote : 20 ayes, 1 no, 1 abstention. 

3. “ The result of this visit, as well as a record of the measures taken for cleanliness 
and disinfection, shall he entered on the ship’s register. Accepted unanimously, the 
Turkish Delegate abstaining. 

4. “The ballast must never consist of earth nor of any porous substance.” Accepted 
unanimously. 

The following proposals were also accepted :— 

5. “The captain must prevent tainted or suspected linen, clothing, and bedding from 
being brought on board.’’ 

6 . “During the voyage the captain must take all necessary measures for disinfecting 
the linen of the passengers and crew', for isolating the sick in case of cholera, and for 
disinfecting the places used by them. He must enter ever)thing in the ship’s register.” 

7. “In order that the captain may be able to discharge these duties, he will receive, 
on his departure, from his Consul a clear and precise sanitary instruction, to be drawn up 
later, translated into different languages, offered to the various Governments, and distri¬ 
buted.” 

After amendments and discussion : — 

8 . “ Small vessels coining into the Red Sea from the Indian Ocean will he subjected 
to special regulations if they carry pilgrims. If they land passengers in the Red Sea they 
will he treated in the same way as large ships under the same circumstances. When they 
merely pass through the Red Sea from the Indian Ocean to the Mediterranean, as they 
present lesser guarantees than large ships, they will be twice visited, once at the entrance 
of the Red Sea and again at Suez. If they arc clean they may continue their voyage; it 
they have had cholera on hoard they will be treated in like manner as large infected 
ships.” Vote: 17 ayes, 1 no, 4 abstentions. 

Appointment of Sub-Committee to study means for preventing the spread of cholera 
bylan d. 

June 2.—Report of Sub-Committee on Disinfection: “The Sub-Committee recom¬ 
mends as methods of disinfection against cholera— 

“J. Steam at 1 00 degrees. 

“11. V cnic acid and chloride of lime. 

“III. Aeration. 

“ Feme acid and chloride of lime to he prepared in solution with water, viz.: w'cak 
solutions, 2 per cent, ot fenic acid or 1 per cent, of chloride of lime ; strong solutions, 5 per 
cent, of fenic acid or 4 per cent, of chloride of lime. To he applied as follows: for personal 
disinfection, washing, and baths, with one of the weak solutions; for the disinfection of 
limn, clothing, bedding and similar articles, (») destruction; {!>) one hour’s steaming; 
(r) boiling for thirty minutes; (</) immersion for twenty-four hours in one of the weak 
solutions ; (e) aeration for three or four weeks, Lut only in cases where none of the other 
methods arc applicable. Leathern articles, such as boots, portmanteaus, &c., shall be 
destroyed, or frequently washed in one of the weak solutions. 

“ Vomitings and ejections shall he mixed with one of the stronger solutions; linen, 
Sic., recently soiled, which cannot be immediately steamed, shall be soaked for four hours 
in a strong solution. 

“ Corpses must not be washed, but they should he carefully wrapped in cloths or 
sheets impregnated with a strong solution, and at once placed in the coffin. 

“Merchandize and postal parcels need not he disinfected (for bales of rags condensed 
steam is the only method). 

“ For the disinfection of ships during the voyage, the deck and the compartment in 
which the case or suspected case of cholera has occurred shall he disinfected, the walls of 
the cabin or berths must be washed at least twice with a weak solution, and then ventilated. 
If very valuable articles have not been in immediate contact with the cholera case, and 
would he destroyed by rigorous disinfection, the ship’s doctor shall decide what ought to 
be done in the interests of health. 

“ Bilge-water must be pumped out and replaced by sea-water at least twice on each 
disinfection. 

“ The closets must be well washed with strong solutions at least twice per day. 

“ If the drinking-water is suspected it should be boiled before use, and if not used for 
twenty-four hours it should be boiled again. All suspected aliments should be destroyed, 
or at least recooked. 

“ All the room-walls of hospitals on land should he washed with weak solutions, 
ventilated, cleaned, and repainted, and the disinfected room separated as far as possible 
from other wards. The latrines should be disinfected at least twice < day by pouring into 
[5 to] 3 C 
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them strong solutions equal in quantity at least, to the ejections made therein since the last 
disinfection. The clothii g of the attendants must always remain in the hospital and be 
regularly disinfected. The attendants should wash with weak solutions. 

M.‘ Proust adds the following to the mea-ures for the sanitation of vessels: “ Every 
steamer comine from a country where cholera prevails should have an apparatus toi disu. 
fection bv steam.” Voted unanimously. 

The Report of the Sub-Committee is voted unanimously, with the exception oi 
Turkey, alter a long technical discussion. 

June T—Debate on Report of Sub-Committee to study the sanitary measures to he 

applied to ships arriving at European ports :— . 

u When shij.s arrive in the Mediterranean the measures to be taken will rtiftci ace out- 
ing as the cholera prevails in Europe or not. In the first case, viz., it the.disease has 
broken out only on the Mediterranean shores of Asia or Africa, large ships coming fiom an 
infected point of those shores with a clean passage shall undergo on arrival seven days 
isolation, including the time of the voyage. In the ease of small ships the time of the 
vovage shall not be included in the period of isolation, which shall be seven lull days. 
However, the Local Sanitary Authorities mav reduce it to three days when the prescribed 
sanitarv precautions have been rigorously observed on departure and during the voyage. 
Vote:’ 7 ayes, 10 noes, 4 abstentions (rejected accordingly). Sub-Committee recon¬ 
stituted. 

June 4.—Proposals of the Sub-Committee on the Red Sea and Mecca 1 ilgmnage 

“1. It is desirable that each pilgrim should possess the means sufficient to avoid 
privation during his pilgrimage; this is in accordance with the prescriptions ot the 
Mussulman religion, and is adopted by the Government ot the Dutch Indies. I lie measure 
prevents misery, one of the most important sources of the diffusion of cholera amongst 

the pilgrims. . ... 

“II. Every pilgrim ship and caravan must have a sufficient number of medical men 

named by the Government of the country where the convoy is formed. 

“ III. A pilgrim-ship is one which carries more than thirty pilgrims.. . 

“IV. In ports where cholera exists the ship shall he cleaned, disinlecte I, and\isited 
bv its doctor and also by the Sanitary Officer ot the port before the pilgrims go on board. 
Ihe doctor shall inspect each individual, and will only admit those who arc neither su k nor 
suspected of cholera. He will see that no tainted nor suspected linen, clothing, or bedding 
is brought on boaid. All articles from places infected or suspected of cholera must be 
disinfected before loading. Clothing and bedding used hv cholera patients shall never ie 
admitted. If cholera breaks out on hoard, the sick shall at once he taken to hospital, and 
the places they have occupied in the ship shall he immediately disinfected. ^ 

“V. The Sanitary Authorities of the port of departure and the ship s .doctor, shall 
prevent overcrowding. Steamers should have at, least 9 Icet ot surface, and o4 cubic leet 
of space, for each passenger between decks ; on sailing-ships each passengei should have 
12 feet of surface, and 7*2 cubic feet of space. _ . 

“ VI. During the voyage the ship’s doctor must sec that strict cleanliness and thoioiigU 

ventilation arc maintained, that all soiled or tainted linen is washed the same day am 
disinfected, and that the closets are washed and disinfected at least twice a day. .... 

“VII. Generally speaking, all the measures adopted by the Government of British 
India as to the embaikation and transport ol Indian pilgrims in the bed ea aie 
recommended for adoption in all countiies whence pilgrims set forth. 

“ VIII. Every pilgiim-xhip arriving in the Red Sea will touch at the "military station 
fora rigorous medical inspection. The passengers and crew will be inspected on shoie, 
the ship and goods belonging to passengers and crew will be disinfected. I he captain 
will take steps for the thorough cleansing of the ship and the washing ot the goods 
ht longing to passengers and crew. If the ship’s.doctor certifies that, all measiues ol 
sanitation and disinfection have been observed during the voyage, and no death, sickness, 
nor suspicion of cholera has occurred, and if the medical examination twice made during 
twenty-four hours by the doctor of the health station proves that no person is attacked 
or suspected of cholera, the ship may proceed to its destination in the lledjaz. It the 
ship has no doctor, or it cholera or suspected eases have occurred during the voyage or on 
arrival at the health station, the ship shall he isolated and disinfected, as well as the 
goods of the passengers and crew. 

“ The sick and suspected persons shall he isolated in separate groups. 1 he healthy 
shall he divided into parties, each of which may only re-emhark five (lavs allot its 
separation from the last case of cholera. The ship may proceed, to its destination after 
re-embarking all the groups of passengers, excepting the individuals who have been 
isolated on account of contamination or suspicion, and have not completed the period ot 
observation prescribed. 
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“IX. On arrival at the Hedjaz the ship shall undergo a further rigorous medical 
inspection. The Health Officer of the port may have a delay of twenty-four hours, if lie 
considers it necessary, to judge of the result of his inspection If the ship’s doctor 
certifies that no case or suspicion of cholera has occurred since the vessel quitted the 
sanitary station, and if the inspection proves that no death or case of cholera has taken 
place, the ship shall at once have free pratique. But if cases or suspicion of cholera have 
occurred, the ship must immediately return to the health station to undergo there all the 
measures of observation, isolation, and disinfection described in the preceding Article. 

“ X. The doctors appointed and those who have arrived with the ships or caravans 
must follow the pilgrims throughout their pilgrimage. It is their duty to insure the 
sanitary service so as to prevent the development of cholera among the pilgrims ; and if 
the epidemic breaks out they must tend the sick and notify the Governments concerned 
as speedily as possible. 

“XI. It is absolutely necessary that sanitary precautions should he largely applied in 
the places where the pilgrims sojourn, and especial I v in the holy cities of the Hodja/. 

“XII. If during the whole pilgrimage there has been no cholera, the pilgiim-ships will 
undergo on their return a rigorous medical inspection at the port of departure from the 
Hedjaz. Ships for Egypt and those which have to pass through the Suez Canal will 
undergo a second inspection, the former at the Egyptian ports, the latter (those hound for 
the Mediterranean) near Suez. This second inspection will decide whether the ships may 
he considered clean, or whether they should undergo observation and di-infection. 

All the above Articles were voted almost unanimously : the British and Indian 
Delegates abstained from voting on the last Article. 

“XIII. If during the pilgrimage cholera lias occurred, ships for Egypt and tin* 
Mediterranean shall go to the sanitary station for five days’ observation, counted from the 
isolation of the sick and the complete disinfection of the vessel and goods under the 
conditions laid down for the arrival of infected or suspected ships; they will afterwards 
undergo a second medical inspection at the Egyptian norts of arrival or near Suez. 

“XIV. Ti ie Technical Commission has no authority to fix the places where the 
sanitary stations shall he established and medical inspections made, hut its information 
leads to the opinion that suitable sanitary conditions arc to he found at the Island of 
Camaror for pilgrim-ships coming from the south, and at Aioun Ouiia and the coast of 
Attaka for those returning from the Mecca pilgrimage bound for Egyptian or Mediterranean 
ports.” 

These two Articles were also voted in the same manner as the previous ones. 

M. Proust again brought forward his motion for a Penal Code (ride I Yoces-verbal 
No. 8, Red Sea), which was accepted unanimously, with the abstentions of the British and 
Indian Delegates. 

Discus-ion on sanitary measures to be taken on arrival (Part 111 of M. Proust’s 
propositions) ....

1. “ Free pratique will not be given till after a sanitary inspection made by the 
doctor of the port of arrival, by daytime, to establish the exact sanitarv condition of the 
passengers and crew, and that sanitary precautions and disinfection have been rigorously 
carried out at the port of departure and during the voyage.” Adopted. 

2. “The passengers will have free pratique if there is and has been neither death, nor 
sickness, nor suspicion of cholera on board.” Adopted. 

3. “ Infected ships are subjected in the Mediterranean ports to the general rules 
applied to infected ships at the poits of arrival.” Adopted. 

infected ships:— 

4. “ The sick shall inimediateh he landed in an isolated place.” Adopted. 

5. “ Disinfection shall be practised on the system laid down in the Articles upon that 
subject.” Adopted. 

fj. “ The passengers and crew shall he isolated.” Adopted unanimously, with 
the exception of the British and Indian Delegates, who voted “ no.” 

7. “ This isolation shall last live days.” Vote : !) ayes, 8 noes, 2 abstentions, and 
2 votes reserved. 

8. “The passengers shall be divided into parties as small as possible, so that if eases 
occur in one group the period of isolation may not be increased lor all.” Adopted, with 
three abstentions. 

June i) —Debate continues — 

9. “The ve-sel is disinfected in the presence and under the responsibility of the C'liiel 
of the Sanitary Authorities of the port of arrival.” Voted. 

Mediterranean ports. Special measures:— 
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1. “The passengers and crew shall be landed in an isolated place.” 10 ayes, 

4 noes, 7 abstentions. 

2. “ The isolation shall vary from three to six days, according to the character of the 
vessel, i.p., whether a large steamer or a small ship, and whether or no there is a doctor on 
board.” (5 ayes, 5 noes, 10 abstentions. 

The other Regulations for ports of arrival are agreed to be generally applicable also 
to the Mediterranean, and all the measures for the Mediterranean to be equally applicable 

lilaek Soa, to the Black Sea and the Sea of Marmara.

Mr. Thornc-Thorne made a speech in continuation of the one he delivered on 
the 2">th May ( prori 1 s-verbal ), showing the outlay incurred by England for the sanitary 
administration of the count!y as preventive of epidemics, the consequent decrease of 
mortality, and the uselessness of quaiantine. 

Sir j. Kayrer spoke on the same subject with respect to India. 

Prevention of Resolutions of the Sub-Committee:— 

cholera by luml. I “ Sanitation everywhere and at all times. Isolation of the first cases and disinfec¬ 

tion. Preparation in advance of the means of isolation and disinfection uuder advice of the 
sanitary authorities. 

'. “ Every declared or suspected case of cholera should be at once notified in 
the proper quarter according to the Regulations of the country, and competent medical 
men should prove the nature of’ the disease or causes of death by autopsy. 

ft. “ Each country should have an organized Medical Sanitary Service, whose officers 
should he posted in the districts and principal towns in numbers sufficient to insure that 
no inhabited spot escapes hygienic surveillance. 

4. “The Sanitary Authorities of different countries should communicate directly with 
one another whenever they require information or desire to concert urgent measures. 

Turn- of clu.lm, 5. “ In time of cholera particular attention must be given to the great routes on 

which cholera patients may travel, and to the chief points of arrival, in order that 
sanitary precautions may be taken in time, the sick isolated, and disinfection practised.” 

These five Articles were voted unanimously. 

0. “ Through trains traversing several countries should be changed on passing from 
an infected country to one which is free from cholera, and should be accompanied 
by a doctor, who will take the necessary measures in case of sickness occurring during the 
journey. 

“ Rigorous cleanliness must be observed on the trains and at the railway-stations; 
each station should have at least one ist luted room for the provisional reception of the 
sick.” 

During discussion Dr. Lewis spoke, showing that the diffusion of cholera in India has 
been in no wise affected by the opening of the great network of main lines of railway which 
traverse the country, and that it is there found sufficient to take off the carriage in which 
a ease of cholera has occurred. Two amendments having been rejected, the Article was 
voted by 10 ayes, G noes, 5 abstentions 

U.m-is. 7. “ Boats plving on large rivers must maintain rigorous hygienic conditions. The 

crowding of passengers is strictly forbidden. A doctor will be posted at each important 
stopping-place and a propcrlv isolated room should be prepared at each station. River 
poits, where sea-going ships touch, shall be under the same rules as seaports.” 
Accepted. 

8. “ On the gre t land routes travelled by hands of workmen or emigrants medical 
men shall he posted, as far as is possible, at the principal stations to tend the sick.” 
Accepted. 

9. “The disinfection of persons shall be performed only by means of washing 
with disinfectants, and only in case of their being tainted with choleraic ejections.” 
Accepted. 

10. “ As all goods arriving from a cholera-stricken country arc not necessarily 
infected, only such articles as have been used by cholera patients shall be disinfected, and 
in particular linen, clothing, and rags.” Accepted. 

12. “ The General Health Regulations, especially with regard to crowds of persons, 
markets, food, water, the transport of the sick, burial of tlie dead, &c., which are 
applicable at all times, should be still more rigorously observed in time of cholera.” 
Accepted. 

( Si'ii 13. Caspian Sea, —“Measures sufficient for the Caspian Sea are included in the 

Resolutions which the Technical Commission has adopted for other seas.” Accepted. 

Yellow fever, Ac. Dr. Sternberg’s Resolution: “The measures recommended against cholera are 
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applicable in general to the yellow fever and other diseases which prevail epidemically 
under the influence of bad sanitary conditions, and which are transmitted from man toman. 

The most efficacious means of preventing the propagation of this class of diseases are : the 
sanitation of towns and of ships leaving infected ports, the isolation of the sick, and the 
disinfection of infected or suspected goods and places.” Vote: 17 ayes, 3 abstentions. 

Notification of epidemics. Resolutions of Sub-Committee : — Notification of 

I. “ r l lie Technical Commission expresses the hope that the International Conference epidemics. 
wiU affirm the necessity of publishing a Bulletin of International Statistics for every 
important town, on an uniform basis and model, making known weekly the total mortality, 

and the number of deaths caused by each of the epidemic diseases, and particularly by the 
cholera and yellow fever.” Adopted. 

II. “ The first cases of cholera and yellow fever which appear in different localities, 
and especially at seaports, should be directly notified by telegraph to the different 
Governments.” Adopted. 

III. “It is necessary that in each country theic should be a central office of 
information and notification, charged with the duty of collecting all sanitary intelligence. 

All these offices should correspond and communicate regularly between themselves.” 

Vote: 18 ayes, ] no, 1 abstention. 

June 7.—The Egyptian Delegate, Abbate Pasha, took his seat for the first time. Proces-verba 
On the question of issuing a resume of the Resolutions of the Technical Commission, after No. 16. 
considerable discussion it was decided not to do so, but to leave the proces-verbaux as the 
history of the proceedings. 

Sir J. Fay rer, in the name of the Commission, thanked the Secretaries for their 
labours. 

The meetings of the Technical Commission here ended. 

June 12.—Third meeting of the Plenary Conference :— Protrcol No 3 

M. de Keiulell, the German Ambassador, and Doyen of the Corps Diplomatique, 
moved the adjournment of the Conference in the name of several of his colleagues. He 
considered the work of the Technical Commission as affording an almost complete 
programme of the questions to he solved ; but the different Governments must be 
consulted before t his programme can be suitably discussed, for in the absence of fresh 
instructions there would be many abstentions on the most important votes. 

M. Rbasis declared that “Greece absolutely persists in the maintenance of maritime 
quarantine, and also for the present in that of land quarantine, until she shall be 
connected with the rest of Europe by railways, at which time she will take such measures 
with regard to the latter as she may deem advisable.” 

Sir J. Savilc Lumley consented to the adjournment if the majority desired it; he 
declared that he considered the work of the Technical Commission as a valuable 
preparatory study which would enable the Conference to fix upon its definitive programme; 
but he maintained that there was as yet no other programme before the Assembly than 
that contained in the Mc'nwire of the 20th April presented by the Italian Government to 
the Conference, and which it was fully at liberty to discuss. He therefore presumed that 
if the Conference met again in the autumn it would recommence its labours on the basis 
of the actual status quo. 

The motion of adjournment was accepted, with two abstentions, and the President 
undertook to inform the Italian Government thereof. 

June 13. —M. Cadorna, the President, communicated the assent of the Italian Protocol No. 4 . 
Government to the adjournment of the Conference and the suggestion that it should 
reassemble towards the 16th November next. 

On motion of Count Ludolf, the Austrian Ambassador, it was unanimously agreed, 
with three abstentions, that the Ifith November should be definitively fixed as the date of 
the reopening of the Conference, and that this Resolution should be laid by the Delegates 
before their respective Governments. 

MM. Moleschott and Erhardt accepted the charge of superintending the drawing up 
of a document setting forth the conclusions of the Technical Commission. 

On the motion of M. de Keudell, thanks were teturned to M. Cadorna for acting as 
the President of the Conference, all the Delegates standing whilst this was done, and the 
President acknowledged the courtesy shown to him.

I HAVE the honour to forward to your Lordship a despatch from Dr. Mackie, 
dated the 12th instant, reporting a meeting of Maritime and Quarantine Sanitary Board 
held on the 10th instant for the consideration of the steps to be taken respecting the 
British steamer “ Linuria,” which had arrived at Suez, after having had two cases of 
cholera on board during her stay at the poit of Titi Corin. 

The sanitary officer at Suez asked for instructions as to whether he was to apply the 
strict rule in this case ( i.e ., seven days’ quirantine with disinfection at Tor). The 
majority of Delegates were against this, and the proposal of the French Delegate w-as 
accepted, viz., that the “Linuria” should he kept in quarantine only long enough to 
undergo disinfection again at Suez. 

In consequence of reports of the spread of cholera iu Valencia, the President proposed 
that the regular quarantine for cholera should he imposed against arrivals from the 
Mediterranean ports of Spain. This on being put to the vote was canied. 

The French Delegate proposed that the same measures should he applied to arrivals 
from Gibraltar; hut Dr. Mackie’s protest, proposing that, as Gibraltar had adopted the 
same measures as France had done, it should be exempted from quarantine, was accepted 
by a majority of seven. 

Following out the wishes of D,\ Mackie, l telegraphed on the 10th in-taut to 
Colonial Secretary, Gibraltar, informing him that the Quarantine Board were imposing 
stricter measures against Spam, and asking what precautions Gibraltar was taking on 
arrivals from Spain, as it was still free as long as strict precautions were taken. I lie 
Secretary’s answer not being satisfactory to Dr. Mackie 1 telegraphed again on the 13th 
and 15th, and received the two following replies:— 

1. “No cholera in Spain within 400 miles of Gibraltar, so far as is known; if it 
approaches nearer measures will be taken.” 

2. “Persons arriving by land at Gibraltar, if sick, arc always inspected before 
admission.” 

These telegrams have been communicated to the Quarantine Board, and it is to he 
hoped (hat the absence of precautions against arrivals by land will not entail the applica¬ 
tion of quarantine by the Board here.

I HAVE the honour to report that an extiaordinary meeting of the Maritime 
and Quarantine Sanitary Board was held on Wednesday last, 10th instant 

The meeting was called by the President for the discussion ol urgent business. 

1. With regard to the British steamer “ Linuria,” arrived at Suez from Titi Corin, 
after having had two cases of cholera on hoard during her stay in that port. 

2. To discuss measures to be adopted with regard to arrivals from Spain in con¬ 
sequence of the reported increase of cholera. 

With regard to the steamer “ Linuria,” arrived at Suez cn the morning of the 
9th instant, the sanitary agent at Suez had informed the President by telegraph that, 
* No. 231. f ludosiircs in Sir J. S. Lunik*) ’s No. 15. 
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during the last five clays of the vessel’s stay in the port of Titi Corin, two cases of cholera 
and one case of dysentery happened on board, and were innnedia'ely removed to hospital 
on shore. One of the patients affected uitn cholera recovered before the vessel left, and 
was re-embarked ; the other was left in hospital. No cases of cholera happened on board 
during the voyage from Titi Corin to Suez, and on the vessel’s arrival at Suez the general 
health on board and condition of the vessel were good. According to the statement 
of the authorities at the port of Titi Corin, the vessel had been washed and disinfectec 
before leaving the port. 

According to the Rules of the Board, a vessel arriving at Suez, having had cholera on 
hoard during the voyage, or during her stay in last port, is subjected to seven clays 
quarantine with disinfection, to lie pertoimed at f l or. lhe sanitary agent at uez 
requested instructions as to whether he should apply the strict, rule to this vessel, 
that the cases of cholera had been immediately landed in hospital, and that the vessel had 

been already washed and disinfected. . . 

The Turkish and Greek Delegates proposed that the vessel should be regarded as 
infect, d. and he subjected to the quaiantine at Tor prescribed by the Rules. I Ins proposi¬ 
tion did not find favour with the majority of the Delegates, who, after a long discussion, 
were inclined to think that the cleaning and disinfection of the vessel at I iti orm oug it 
to be taken into account to encourage such precautions to he taken on similar occasions. 
The proposition of the Turkish and Greek Delegates was rejected, lour votes only being 
recorded in favour of it, viz., Greece, Turkey, Germany, Austiiu. lhe lllls 1 negate 
observed that the disinfection prescribed bv our rules bad already been carried out, and he 
would undertake to sav, in a much more efficient manner than our illusory disinfection at 
Tor, in proof of which he remarked that no cases of cholera had happened on boaid uting 
the voyage, and no cases of diarrhoea or serious sickness. Under these circumstances, 
seeing also the length of the voyage and that the vessel had already been kept m quarantine 
at Suez for over twentv-four hours, he proposed that on the satisfactory report of the 
sanitary agent, the vessel should he admitted immediately to free pratique. A small 
majority of the Delegates, after a little discussion, seemed to think that our rules ought 
not to he altogether set aside, though they were in favour of a certain modification in tins 
particular case, 'l he proposition of the British Delegate for immediate free pratique was 
reject! d bv a majority. The French Delegate then proposed that the vessel should he again 
disinfected at Suez without being sent to Tor, and that she should be kept in quarantine 
only long enough to accomplish the disinfection after the decision of the Board was unde 
known hv telegranh to the sanitary agent at Suez. 1 lis proposition was accepted. 

The Spanish' Delegate communicated a telegram from the Spanish authorities, dated 
Madrid, the 9th June, stating that the suspected disease (“maladic suspecte’) still 
continued at Valencia, where the greatest number of attack had amounted to only twenty- 
five a-dav. The health of the rest of country good. , . . . . 

Several Delegates observed that though the Spanish authorities had never characterized 
this disease as cholera, and had been \ ery obscure in their information about it there could 
he no longer doubt that it was cholera, and that the disease was increasing. 1 he 1 resident 
proposed that the late modification of quarantine voted by the Board tor arrivals from 
Spain should he revoked, and that the regular quarantine for cholera-minted ports should 
he imposed against airivals from lhe Mediterranean putts of Spam. ie e e_,a t oi 
France proposed that the same measure should be applied to Gibraltar, lhe British 
Delegate protested against this, observing that when quarantine was first established against 
Spain, Gibraltar was excluded on condition that precautions such as those adopted by 
France &c., were adopted bv the authorities at Gibraltar, lie had informed the Board 
that such precautions had been adopted, and, as he believed, were still in force. Alter a 
little discussion on the measures adopted at Gibraltar for arrivals Iron..the mainland by 
land it was ag eed to make Gibraltar the subject of a separate vote, lhe proposition oi 
the President was put to the vote and carried. The British Delegate then proposed that 
Gibraltar, having adopted measures similar to those adopted by trance, should he exempted 
from quarantine. This proposition was accepted by a majority of seven and three 

With regard to the arrivals in Gibraltar by land, l would be glad if you would find 
out what precautions, if any, are adopted, and point out the danger of quarantine being 
imposed here unless some sort of medical inspection is practised. Certain Delegates are 
only too anxious to have an opportunity of reversing the decision for other than sanitary 
reasons, and it is impoitant to avoid this that the authorities at Gibraltar should at once 

a loot some measures of inspection, and telegraph the information, &e.

(Extract.) Rome, June 28, 18S5. 

YOU ask me to give you my impressions of the Sanitary Conference ; it was got up, 
no doubt, chiefly to safisfy Mancini’s ambition for a conference to he held at Rome; but 
now that he is no longer Minister it will probably collapse, for it is scarcely to be supposed 
that the future Foreign Minister should take much pains to carry out a scheme which, if it 
came to anything, would only redound to the credit of his predecessor. The first mistake 
marie was in the date of its convocation—the middle of May—for, of course, every one votes 
it a bore to swelter for three weeks in the stuffy rooms of the Cousulta, the windows of 
which were never opened from fear of fever: all were anxious to get away as soon as 
possible, and some of the doctors were not a little alarmed at having to remain in Rome 
during what is considered the unhealthy season Still, it was thought the meeting of so 
many eminent specialists might lead to some valuable result, especially as the general 
feeling in Europe seemed to he in favour of the abolition of quarantine. 

I think, on the whole, that our Delegates pulled very well together, and though 
Hunter’s motion for the free passage of British vessels through the Canal was thought by 
the others to have been brought forward too soon, I do not think it would have met with 
any other neeption than a positive refusal at any other period of the discussion. Our 
Delegates acted throughout with much tact and circumspection, agreeing to every 
proposition that was not injurious to British interests ; and, no doubt, the foreign members 
of the Conference derived from them a great deal of information on subjects of which they 
were utterly ignorant, nor was any foreign Delegate able to take up the challenge of the 
Indian Delegates, to point out a single instance of the importation of cholera from India to 
Europe in a British ship. The fact, however, of our Delegates speaking in Faiglish, which 
the majority of the Delegates did not understand, diminished somewhat the effect of their 
observations, which could be known to the entire assembly only when their speeches were 
published in translation. This has not even been done yet in complete form, and the 
exceeding slowness of the printing-staff, and its utter inability to keep pace with the 
proceedings of the Conference, was a serious drawback to the efficiency of the assembly. 
Another mistake was made in the choice of the Italian Delegates; instead of Bacelli, the 
promoter of land frontier-quarantines, the Government might have had Tomaso Cmdelli, 
the active opponent of quaiautines, but it is possible, with such populations as they have to 
deal with in the South and in Sicily, that the Government could not afford to appear to he 
too much opposed to quarantines. 

Bacelli, as Fir-t kalian Medical I Men ate, ex peeled to he chosen President of the 
Technical Commission, and was furious when the choice fell on M. Molesehott, the Second 
Italian Medical Delegate, who, on account of his remarkable knowledge of foreign 
languages, was selected for that post, the duties of which he performed admirably, thereby 
adding fuel to the rage of Bacelli, which all but brought on a duel between them. I 
find that, an impression cxi-ts among some of the members of the Conference that the 
German and French Delegates played into each other’s hands throughout the proceedings. 
From the very first there was an evident intention to ignore tlu; Italians, and to oust 
Mancini’s programme, which was based on the Resolutions of the Conference of Vienna, 
and of which it was intended to be the completion. The Technical Committee, in iced, 
began to examine it; hut on the arrival of Dr. Proust it was dropped, without ceremony or 
notice of any kind, and a set of questions, which Dr. Proust had evidently brought with 
him from Paris, was adopted as the basis of the Resolutions of the Technical Committee. 
No one seemed to know precisely how this was brought about, and on my asking Baron 
Keudell when the Italian programme was set aside, he said, “Oh, M. Maneini did that 
himself in his speech, when he said the Conference was perfectly at liberty to adopt 
its own programme.'’ This, however, was an afterthought, for the Technical Committee 
had worked for two days at Mancini’s programme helot c the arrival of Dr. Proust; and I 
have since heard from Maneini that ho had no idea of stultifying himself after that fashion, 
his idea being that what was acknowledged to be good ol the Resolutions of the Conference 
of Vienna might he retained, and the result of the experience of the past eleven vears 
might he added to them. No exception, however, was made to the change by the Italian 
Delegates, and there can be no doubt that the programme Proust, with its clearly-defined 
questions, facilitated the work of the Committee. 

The position of the German Ambassador was peculiar, for while disclaiming, on the 
part of his Government and for himself, all initiative in the business of the Conference, it 
[543] 3 E 
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was he that managed everything ; his positiou, as Doyen, making him the natural I 

mouthpiece of all the diplomatic Delegates. 1 

It was he also that arranged the adjournment of the Conference, which certainly took 1 

the majority of the Delegates by surprise. Of course, when I heard from him that the | 

other Ambassadors desired the adjournment on the ground of their not having received 
instructions to discuss the resolutions of the Technical Committee, and the necessity of 
submitting them first to their respective Governments, I did not object to it, but I told 
him that,"as I had received my instructions, I was prepared to vote, and had intended 
addressing the Conference. Baron Kcudell went straight from my house to Mancini, 
and it was settled the Conference should adjourn next day. I was detained at home for 
lialf-an-houv just before the Conference met, and on arriving I found that Baron Kcudell 
had already proposed the adjournment of the Conference, and that the President was on 
the point of putting his motion to the vote. Without knowing the terms in which 
Baron Iveudell had proposed th j adjournment I then made my declaration, pointing out U 

that the Resolutions of the Technical Committee could not be considered as the definitive 
programme of the Conference, and reserving to the Assembly complete liberty to adopt its 
programme when next we met. 

Although this was done without my having had any opportunity of consulting with Un- 
English and Indian Delegates on the subject, l was glad to find that my declaration was 
considered hv them to have covered the whole ground of objections that might have been 
raised to the Resolutions of the Technical Committee, leaving the Conference unhampered, 
should it meet again. That the Conference should have adjourned with, such haste as to 
render impossible the examination of the Resolutions of the Technical Committee, and to 
prevent any of the diplomatic Delegates from making observations upon them, was a 
subject of much comment ; several of the Delegates who had been present at all the 
meetings of the Committee, without having the right to speak or vote, because they were 
not medical men, had reserved their observations for the plenary assembly : this was the 
case with the Austro-Ilungarian Administrative Delegates, with Abbato Pasha, the 
Egyptian Delegate, who had merely time to lay a Memorandum on the table without 
saving a word on the subject, and M. Serbona, one of the Italian Delegates representing the 
shipping interests, who, as agent of the Provincial and Oriental Company, had prepared a 
Memorandum showing that many of M. Proust’s proposals which had been voted by the 
Committee were unnecessary, since they had been already in force for several years past, 
such a-- the measures adopted in transporting pilgrims to and from Mecca, and sanitary 
regulations on hoard the Anglo-Indian mail-steamers. I had also prepared a Memo¬ 
randum in French, embodying in it the language employed by Lord Gianville in his 
No. 79 of the Brel instant to Lord Lyons, as well as some remarks with reference to the 
earliest and most recent visitations of the cholera in Europe, and calling the attention of 
the Conference to the remarkable immunity Irotn cholera of Rome last year, owing to the 
excellent sanitary arrangements adopted by the Syndic, Duke Torionia. This .Memo¬ 
randum you will find as an inclosure in a despatch 1 send home by next messenger, and 
in which you will see that I have made use of the information you sent me as to the 
number of vessels arriving direct from India and China at English ports last year. 

That an Assembly composed of five Ambassadors, twenty Envoys, and a host ol 
eminent specialists, should not have been able to deal with the Resolutions ol the 
Technical Committee of a purely sanitary and administrative character, without referring 
them tu their respective Governments, and should have separated without even adopting a 
programme, was naturally looked upon as a lame and impotent conclusion to its labours; 
hut the climax of absurdity was reached when the papers announced before we separated 
that France and Portugal had established quarantines on their land frontiers against 
Spain; the whole Assembly, with the exception of the Turkish Delegate, having voted 
only three weeks before on the motion of the First French Medical Delegate, Dr. Proust, 
that quarantines on land are utterly useless. 

It is evident that continental states are not yet ripe for Sanitary Conferences, and 
until some approach has been made in sanitary administration to that existing in England 
shice 1873, it will he useless to attempt anything like international legislation on the subject. 

Perhaps if a popular account of the sanitary administration in force in England and 
India, and of the sanitary regulations and discipline exercised on board British ships, 
entering into minute details, could he drawn up in French and published in the “ Revue des 
Deux-Mondes,” " Britannique,” or other good French review, a step would he made 
iu the direction of international education on sanitary questions which the Homan 
Conference has shown to he much required, and which might prove useful for future 
Conferences. My private opinion is, that we have seen the last of this Conference, and 
that we are well out of it.

IN my telegram of the 11th instant I stated that, in the event of its being necessary 
for me to address the Sanitary Conference, I [imposed to do so in the terms of your 
Lordship s despatch to Lord Lyons No. 72 of the 3rd June. 'The necessity for my doing 
so arose, in my opinion, from the moment of the repudiation by the Technical Commission 
of Sir Guycr Hunter’s claim for the free passage of British ships at all times through the 
Suez Canal, provided they had no communication with the shore; and it appeared to me 
to he my duty to support to the best of my ability the views so ahlv advocated by the 
English and Indian Delegates, which 1 have been assured by several of the Delegates had 
opened to them an entirely new view of the sanitary administration of England and India. 
This, however, did not prevent the unanimous vote of all the Delegates in favour of 
restrictive measures of a most vexatious and impracticable nature against British vessels, 
in spite ot the precise information and positive proofs given hv our Delegates that sue!) 
Regulations were perfectly useless for English vessels hound for British ports, since, owing 
to the efficiency of our sanitary arrangements, we had no fear ot the cholera. 

Your Lordship will, however, have seen that, owing to the unexpected adjournment 
of the Conference, before it had even had time to examine the Resolutions i.f the 
Technical Commission for the purpose of forming its programme, 1 had no opportunity of 
addressing the Conference. 

Although I could not flatter myself that 1 could add anything to the argument- and 
the valuable information supplied by the British and Indian Scientific Delegates, it apm-ared 
to me that any further evidence 1 might he able to adduce in support of their views 
might not he out of place, and I accordingly placed on paper the observations contained 
in the inclosed Memorandum, which 1 drew up in French—many of the Delegates being 
unacquainted with English, as veil as with the view ot facilitating the printing operations 
connected with the Conference.

C’est pour prevenir le recours, dans un moment de panique, a des mesures irreguliAres, 
qui, eomme cela est arrive l’annee passee, causent de si granites soutfrances personnelles 
et des pertes enonnes au eominevee, que la Conlerence doit cbercber a etablir un code de 
mesures preventives raisonnables pouvant etre acceptecs par tons les pays. Mais, pour 
Etablir un code ayant ee caractere impartial, toute idee precom;ue, non basee sur des faits 
exacts, devrait etre eenrtde. 

11 me semble cependant qu’unc idee de ee genre a preside aux discussions de la 
Commission, e’est-a-dire la conviction que l’introduction du cholera cn Europe provient 
des Indes et qu’il est du devoir de la Conference de prendre des mesures preventives 
contre ce danger. Cette conviction, toutefois, n’est point le resultat de iumiores acquises 
au sein de cette Conference; elle etait. formee d’avauce et cn dehors de eette Asseinblee, 
par lnquelle elle a etc reyuc eomme un fait acquis indiscutable, (t elle eonstitue la base—• 
pour aiusi dire—des resolutions les plus importantcs (pii out etc prises par la Commission 
'feebnique, noil seulement independamment de tout fait, nouveau acquis au sujet du cholera, 
niais en depit des laits positifs averts par des speeialistes eminents ayant la plus grande 
experience en tout ce qui conccrne eette epidemie aux hide-’ Orieutales. 

Le Alemoire du 20 Avril, qui nous a ete communique avee d’autres pieces par le 
Gouvernement Italien a notre premiere seance, fait observer qu’a l’exception de la 
Convention Sanitairc signee a Baris le 3 Fevrier, 185*2, aucune des (|uatre Conferences 
Sanitaires suecessives des annees I85y, I860, 1874, et 1881,tenues a Baris, Constantinople, 
Vienne, et Washington, n’a etc suivie d’une Convention Diplomatique et il ajoute qu’il y 
a lieu de croire que, si I’empressement de la part des Gouvernements a accepter I’invitation 
pour ees Conferences ne s’esl pas maintenu aiois qu’il s’agissait de coutracter diploma- 
tiquenicut 1’engagement d’en appliquer les resolutions—(.cla dcpuid peut-etre de la 
eirconstance que Ls Gou 1 ,ernement-, le moment critique passe, distraits par de- preoccupa¬ 
tions plus pressuntes, out tvs-e d’etre , ortes a uAivmdre a eel egard leur liberte d’actiou 
en vue de st premunir contre des dangers t'loignes et uiceriain-. 

Mais tel n’e&i point 1" eas de l’Angletcrre. Bour elle le moment critique ne passe 
jamais, il est toujour- present. Des vaisseaux en p.ntance des link’s a rivent journelleiuc nt 
en Augleterre : pour elle les dangers ne sont ni eloignes ni ineertains, et elle doit etre 
incessaininent sur ses gardes. C’est pourquoi, coniprenant le cute pratique du systeme 
d’iuspecliun inedicale, die l’a adopte depuis 1873. Elle a tenu compte depths des 
rocotuiuaiioutions de la Conlerence de Vienne, qu’elle a exeouteis lovalement pendant les 
onze dernid'es annees, en y apportuut les ameliorations suggerees par l’cxpcrienee. 

C’est ainsi que l’annee passee, pendant la panique exciter par 1'invasion du cholera, 
elle accepta la responsabilitc des communications dircetcs avee les Judes eomme une chose 
toute naturdle et dans la conviction qu’en poursuivant ce systeme elle n’avait rien iX 
eramdie. 

ixi cependant le nombre des vaisseaux arrives l'annce passee dans les ports Anglais 
direetement des Indes a etc de 770, et cdui des vaisseaux arrives de la Chine a ete de 123, 
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sans compter le nombre considerable de vaisseaux provenant de 1’Orient et touchant aux 
ports intermddiaircs. Voila done un total de 893 vaisseaux arrives dans les ports Anglais 
direetement de l’Extremc-Oricnt, constituant une moyenne de plus de deux vaisseaux par 
jour pendant toute l’annde. 

C'est a proposde la conviction qui aurait preside aux discussions du Comite Technique 
et que lc Dr. Thorne Thorne a qualifiee d’articlc de foi pour beaueoup de mondo, que je 
me propose de citer deux exemplcs indiscutablcs demontrant que le cboldra n’est point 
une provenance des Indes, par voie de mer, et que l’inutilite des quarantaines, prouvee en 
Augleterre, a etc claircmcnt demontrec aillcurs. Je me refererai (1) h la premiere invasion 
du cholera cn Europe ; (2) a la plus rccente, celle de l’annde passee. 

Je parle dc cos deux epidemics paree que j’ai passe it Londrcs les onze mois que dura 
le cholera dans cette villc en 1832, et que je suis reste tout Pete dernier a Rome, d’ou 
j’expediais journellement a Londrcs un rapport sur l’etat du cboldra en Italie. 

La premiere grande invasion du cholera, celle qui (it le tour de PEurope pendant six 
ans, fut, il est vrai. dc provenance Asiatique, mais elle aniva en Europe par voie de terre. 
C’est a Orenbourg que les premiers cas eclatArent en 1829, et de la que la inaladie envahit 
la Ilusaic et 1’Europe entiere. 

En 1831, les ravages s’etendaient deja depuis Arkhangel au nord jusqu’a Constantinople 
et aux provinces Danubiennes au midi, depuis Nijni Novgorod a l’est jusqu’a. la Pologne k 
l’ouest. 

Cette nionie annec la maladie apparut pour la premiere fois en Angleterre, a Sunder¬ 
land, a bord d’un vaisseau provenant de llambourg. Sa marcbe en Angleterre cependant 
fut asstz lentc. En eff’et, quoique les communications entre la capitale et les comtes du 
in.rd lusseiit ineessantes et journalicres, ce n’est que le 18 Fevrier, 1832, que l’epidemie 
gngna Londrcs. 

En France, elle s’etendit bien plus rapidement. Arrivec a Calais, le 12 Mars, 1833, 
elle etait ddja le 20 du meine mois a Baris oil elle eniporta 20,000 victimcs. 11 est vrai 
que l’etat sanitairc de Paris, il y a cinquante ans, laissait beaueoup a desirer et que la oil 
nous voyons de magnifiques boulevards et les plus belles rues du nionde, balayees et lavees 
journellement a grande can d’une limpidite admirable, se trouvaient des quartiers que Bon 
aurait pu comparer aux “ fondaci” de Naples. A Londrcs, ou le syst&me des egouts et 
les conditions sanitaires avaient deja fait des progres considerables, la mortality des 
per-onnos attaquees du cholera en 1832 n’etait (pie de 5,275 et pour le reste de 1’Angle- 
terre de 20,101, soit un total de 31,370. 11 est a remarquer cependant que lc Bureau 

OiHeiel d’Enregistrcment n’existait pas avant (837, et que ces chirt'res, qui sont tires des 
eomptes rendus du Ministerc du Commerce (Board o! Trade), ne sont bases que sur des 
donnees arbitraires. 

Pendant les annees 1833 et 1834 lc cholera sevit en Espagne et le long des cotes de 
la Mediterranec. L’epidemie tit de grands ravages a Rome en 1837. Ce fut la plus 
terrible des invasions du cholera en Europe et elle peut avoir laisse derriere elle des germes 
de 1’epideinie, ee qui pourrai* peut-etre expliquer son apparition dans des endmits et 
dan.-, des eas oil aucun indice n’a pu faire prosumer d’oii le cholera avait ete importe. 

Quoiqu’il fut bien naturel que les ravages de I’epidemie aient alarme les habitants de 
Londres, les medecins Anglais nc furent point pris au depourvu, les epidemics des deux 
annees preocdontcs dans le nord de 1’Europe leur ayant permis detudier la maladie, 
et d’acquerir d’amples renseignements au sujet des reivedcs et des mesures, ainsi que des 
precautions a prendre contre le (lean. 

Les mesures de prevention que 1’on pi it alors etaient aussi simples qu’eliicaces. 
Elies eonsistaient principalemenl dans Bobservation d’une proprete scrupuleuse dans les 
maisous, er. dans l’emploi abon hint des desinteetants. Le-. ollices, les cuisines et le.-. cours 
etaient laves journellement, et dans clmque ehambiede la mai&on se trouvait une soucoupe 
eontenant du cblorure de cliaux en solution. L'n scan de ee liquide etait verse matin et 
soir dans les egouts et le- latrine-’; et la unit, en allant nous eoucher, 1’escalier (lout on 
avait enleve les tapis etait aspergd avec eette solution de baut en has. Les fenetres 
le long de I’escalier re^taient (taut soit pen) entr’oiivertes jour et nuit, ete et biver. 

Aucun chaugenient ne fut introduit dans le menu ordinaire de la maison ; les sal.ales 
et les fruits non units lureut seulement defendus, et la biere remplacee par I’eau melangee 
d’un peu de cognac. 

Ces simples precautions lureut genernleinent adoptees avec (le lions u-Miltats, et bien 
que le cholera se fut, declare dans notre quurtier, aucun cas ne se produisit dans notre 
maison ni dans aucune de cellos oil ees precautions furent prises. 

L’inutilite des quarantaines fut elaireinent demontrde df-ja a cette e])i)(|ue. 

La (|uarantaine pour les vaisseaux en parlance de ports infectes avait ete etablic alors 
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dans une anse de la Riviere Medway, oil se trouvaient plusieurs vais-eaux do guerre de la 

marine Anglaise. , . 

Au mois de Juin 1831 quelques vaisseaux y arrivereut de Riga, ou le cholera regnait 
depuis quclque temps. Au mois de Juillet, deux cas se declaraient a bold d un \ <.U"seau 
de guerre. Du 7 au 9 Aout, il y cut 30 deeds, et pendant le moi- d’Oetobre 1-0 deces de 

Pendant l’espace de quatre mois de l’annee 1831, e’est-a-dire depuis le 18 Juin au 
18 Octobrc, repidemie fit son apparition en 3,000 endroits et attaqua plus de 3 j.j,O.’U 
personncb dont 101,000, presque la moitie, perirent. , , 

Telle iut la premiere invasion du cholera en Europe; nuns jamais on n a pretendu 
qu’il y ait etc introduit par un vaisseau Anglais venant dcs hides, l.cs vaisseaux a 
vapeur traversant l’ocean ifexistaient pas aims; le commerce et 1c transport ile» tloupes 
et dcs passaged se l'aisaicnt par la voic du Cap de Bonne Esperance au mo\cn de voiliers 
qui mettaient de 90 ii 100 jours pour faire le unage de Bombay a un pmt Anglais. 
Plus de cinquante an& se sent eeoules depuis et pendant tout ce temps le piobleu e du 
incilleur moycn d’dcarter le flcau n’a ccssc d occuper 1 attention d. s homines eminent.> qui 
s’interessent ii cette question.

J’ohservcr.ii, a'.ant tout, a ed egard, que ee-. precautions memes pourraient ties bien 
tie pas etie sans danger ElL's pcuvonl faire naitre un tel sentiment de securite que Ton 
se emit dispense lie prendre chcz soi des mesures preventives, en s’imagiiiuut que tout 
danger de 1’arrivec du cholera de l’Oiiont est ecurte, et (jue l’on pout se reposer avee 
tiunquillite, tanclis que rennemi pourrait bien se trouver ilejii dans la place, sous forme 
d’eau malsaine, d’egouts mid organises, demanations de matieres putrides vegctales et 
autres, d’air inteete, d’hahitations sales et par suite au-si des habitudes malpropres de la 
population. 

II pamit que l’eau, surtout, joue un grand role dans le de'veloppcmeut des maladies 
epidemiques telles cpie le cholera.

Pendant fintercssante visite lloyale ii Naples du mois passe, lorsque ie Corps Diplo¬ 
matique fut invitd par lo Syndic dc cette villi' a assister a 1’ouverturc du remurquablc 
systeme d’eaux dont Naples se trouve actuellement fourni, j’ai appris qu’au plus fort du 
cholera de l’annee pussee, de l’acidc phenique ayant etc jete dans ies egouts, l’eau des puits 
en fut impregiide peu de temps aprbs; ce qui demontre une connexite outre les egouts et 
1’eau potable qui pourrait bien expliquer ee cri terrible du peuple: “ on empoisonne nos

a etc si souvent aflligee, et peut-etre memo I’appaiition du cholera. 

Ln tout cas, i! y a iei un fait important a constater, e’est que repidemie de l’annee 
passee n’a -point efe introduite en Europe par un vaisseau Anglais arrivant des Inde°. 

Il me scinhle qu’en voulant etablir dans la Mer Rouge la quarautaine deguisec sous le 
nom d’observation, nous cherclions trop loin et le mal et le remade, les ayant tous les deux 
sous les yeux. 

Tandis qu’il Naples l’epidemie sevissait avee une telle violence que dans le couvant 
d’un sent jour, le 10 Septcmbre, il y avait -174 deces ct 9GG cas nouveaux, Rome, ijui 
restait tous les jours en contact avee le- refugies de Naples jouissait d’un etat de salubrite 
parfaite. 

Lorsque l’exi-tenee du cholera fut otlicicllement declardo, pres de 4,000 habitant, de 
cette villc vinrent dans un sen! jour se refugicr a Rome, ct toils les jours les convois du 
chemin de fer etaient eneombres de voyageurs venant de Naples. 

Jamais villi* ne ful plus serieusement menacee du cholera que Rome nc I’etait l’annee 
passee, et bien (pi’ellc ne fut protegee ni par unc quarantaino, ni par des cordons sanitaire , 
ricn nc fut change dan- les habitudes ordinaires de sa population et son admirable attitude 
dc confiancc et de tranquillilc no fut pas troublec un seal instant. 

Qu’il me soit perniis de remarquer, par parenthese, (pie ce fait d’uiie emigiatio.i 
noinbreuse d’un endroit ou regno lc cholera sans danger pour le lieu de refuge, vient & 
I’appui des details donnes par les Delegues Anglais et Indians ii la Commission 'reehniipie, 
au sujet du deplaeement des troupes aux Indes, lor-que le cholera delate dans un camp 
quelconque, systeme de deplaeement par lequel on rcmplacc l’isolcinent et les cordons 
sanitaircs. 

Quant ii la ville de Rome (lout la securite au milieu de ce grand danger tenait vra : - 
ment du miracle, cllc on etait rcdevable aux sages precautions prises, plusieurs inoi; 
d’avanee, par son excellent et dnergique Syndic, le Due Torlonia. 

Il est vrai qu’il trouva un puissant allie dans cette abondance d’cxcellentes caux dont 
jouit Rome, plus que toutc autre villc au nionde, et dont I’approvisionne.uent est calcule 
300 litres par jour et par tete. Ccla permit au Due Torlonia d’adopter la mesurc hdroique 
lie faire murer tons les puits dc la ville de Rome en les rempla^ant par dcs co.uluits 
nouveaux dc “ I’Acqua Marcia” au noinbre, si jc ne me troinpc, de 130 ou 140. En 
memo temps, une surveillance de- plus strictes fut cxcrcee quant ii la propretd des maisons 
et dcs cours, tandis (pi’aux portes de la ville. !cs mesures de prohibition ou de destruction 
de tout article dc coiisomm 'lion con-iddre comine pouvant etre nuisible a la santd, nirent 
niiscs ii execution avee unc sevdritd draconiennc. 

Le resultat de ces mesures sanitaircs flit tellement remanpiahle que j’ai cru C.evoir 
entrer dans ccs details. Je tennis, en applicant les opinions et les renseignements b nines 
par nies colldgues, les Delegues Techniques de I’Angleterre et de l’lnde, ii demontrer, une 
this de plus, I’inutilitd de-. quarantaincs, et I’avantage de l'emploi, ii temps, (les mesures 
preventives sanitaircs. 

I.’Angleterre, ii (pu iqipartiennent les quatre cinquieines de tous les vaisseaux qui 
traversent le Canal de Suez, s’est trouvde dans lc cas, plus que toutc autre nation, de 
prendre toutes les precautions possible- pour suuvcgariler du cholera ses populations. Ce 
n’cst qu’apres avoir essaye, tour ii tour, quarantaincs, isolement, et cordons sanitaircs, et 
les avoir trouvds plutot pernicieux (jue bienfaisants, (pi’clle les abandoiuia l’uu apres l’autrc 
coniine inutiles. Avee line experience qui date de plus de cinquante ans, ellc a fini par 
etablir un systdme d’administration sanitaire base sur l’inspection medicale. S’il n’est 
point parfaii, il a donnd toutefois d’exeellonts rdsultats, grace a une discipline sanitaire, 
par mer cmnmc per terre, bien plus complete ct plus elbcace que celle d’aucune autre 
nation. 

Il scrait done bien ihfticilc pour 1’Angleterre d’dchanger ee systdme qui lui a coute des 
smniiies euormes pour I’etablissement des liopitaux, &c., systeme au sujet iluqucl M. le 
Dr. Thorne Thorne a domic de- details interessants ii la Conference, et dont les avantages 
sent iuconleatubLeb, centre le systeme [impose par la Commission Technique de la Con- 
ference Sanitaiie de Rome, qui, -ans avoir etc' eprouve, scmble offrir a premiere vue des 
dangers et des inconvenients tre- serieux. 

En ertet, quaiul on pense que dans le cas oil le cholera se trouve it bord d’un vaisseau, 
tout le monde, femmes er enfants cimq»ris, devrait d’apres les resolutions de la Commission 
Technique echanger lours eabines propres et bien aerees contre un lazaret sur le littoral et 
dans le climat de Suez, il est serieusement ii eraimlre que ce changement pourrait donner 
lieu ii des maladies qui neeessitoraient une prolongation do la detention du vaisseau. 

Mais il y a plus: lc systeme d’observation proposd par la Commission Teebniqu - 
jmrait etre non seulement iuetiicace, mais impraticable. Comment fera-t-on, jiar excmple, 
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dans le cas de I’arrivee d’un transport ayant a bord 1,000 ou 1,500 hommes avec un ou 
deux cas de cholera ? Comment s’y prendra-t-on pour diviser tout ce monde par petits 
groupes ct les loger convenablcment, et que fera-t-on dans lc cas de l’arrivee, en meme 
temps, de trois ou quatre vaisseaux avec un egal nombre d’hommes et quelques cas de 
cholera a bord ? Que fcrait-on enfin si, par malheur, einquante ou cent vaisseaux, 
empeehes de traverser lc Canal, so trouvaient obliges de debarquer leurs equipages et 
passagers a Euez a cause de 1’apparition du cholera a leur bord? 

Mais quand meme 1’execution de ce systeme serait possible, il est evident que la pcrte 
de cinq jours detruirait de fait l’avantage du passage par le Canal. Lc voyage par le Cap de 
Bonne Ksperance de l’lnde en Anglcterre, s’accomplit en trente ou trente-cinq jours, ce qui 
ferait, en eomptant les cinq jours d’observation, deux jours de plus que par le Canal. . v i done 
le Reglement propose par la Commission Technique venait a etre mis en execution, il est 
probable que le commerce Anglais reprendrait l’ancienne route du ( ap, plutot que 
d’accepter des restrictions dont l’efficacite n’a jamais ete prouvee, tandis que I’inutilite en 
a ete demontiee, maintes fois, a bord des vaisseaux Anglais traversant le Canal de Suez en 
route pour de? ports Anglais sans communication avec la terre. 

Deja, en vue des pertes considerables et des grands inconvdnicnts que le commerce 
subit par suite des restrictions imposees au Canal de Suez, les representunts des 
lignes principales de navigation orientale se sont reunis a Londres afin de coneerter 
les mesures necessaircs pour la protection de leurs interets, et out resolu d’insdrer 
dans les eonnaissements de leurs vaisseaux en parlance d’un port infcctc pour 
I’Angleterre, la faculte de prendre la voie du Cap au lieu de celle du Canal dans le cas de 
l’imposition de quarantaines, afin d’eviter le retard a Suez; car il est demontre que, pour 
les grands vaisseaux de construction moderne, la perte de temps par la route du Cap est 
presque compensee par l’dconomie des droits a payer en traversant le Canal. Une deten¬ 
tion de queh)ues jours a Suez detruirait done tous les avantagss qui existent actucllcmcnt 
en faveur de cette route.

Mr. Cookson to the Marquis of Salisbury.—(Received July G.)

My Lord, Alexandria , June 20, 1S85. 

1 HAVE the honour to forward to your Lordship a despatch from Dr. Mackie 
dated the 2Gth instant, reporting that on account o< the great increase of cholera the 
Sanitary Board decided that quarantine should be imposed against arrivals from Atlantic 
as well as Mediterranean ports of Spain, Turkey having also imposed ten clays’ quaiantiue. 
On the proposition of the Fiench Sanitary Delegate, Portugal was also included in this 
quarantine measure. 

A discussion arose as to whether Gibraltar also should be included, but the subject 
dlopped without it being put to the vote ; so Dr. Mackie did not communicate the telegram 
front Gibraltar regarding the quarantine measures that island was taking against arrivals 
by land from Spain, as it was not of such a satisfactory nature as to make him think it 
would satisfy the Board.

1 II AYE the honour to report that an extraordinary meeting of the Maritime and 
Quarantine Sanitary Board was held this morning. 

The President, on opening the meeting, stated that he had convoked the Delegates in 
extraordinary meeting, on account of the news received of the great increase of cholera in 
Spain, to consider whether further quarantine measures should be adopted. He read 
at the same time a communication from the Turkish Delegate, stating that Turkey 
had impo.-ed ten days’ quarantine against arrivals from all ports of Spain. The Picsident 
>aid he therefore considered it his duty to [impose that quarantine should be imposed in

Egypt against arrivals from Atlantic as well as Mediterranean ports of Spain. This 
proposition was accepted by 10 votes—1 abstention, the British Delegate. 

The French sanitary physician stated that, according to the papers received by 
last mail, cases of cholera had been declared in Portugal, and proposed that arrivals 
from all ports of Portugal should be included in the quarantine measure. The proposition 
was accepted by a majority of 7 votes—3 against, and 1 abstention. The British Delegate 
voted against it. 

The Delegate for Russia remarked that quarantine against all the ports of Spain must 
include also Gibraltar. The President replied that Gibraltar was not included in the 
decision, as it had on the previous occasions been made the subject of a separate vote. After 
some discussion in a desultory manner as to whether Gibraltar ought to be included, the 
subject dropped without being put to the vote. Gibraltar therefore remains still in 
free pratique with Egypt. 

With regard to the telegram from Gibraltar communicated to me to-day before 
the meeting, T have the honour to observe that I consider it of a very unsatisfactory 
character, and as no vote was asked for with regard to Gibraltar, I considered it prudent 
not to communicate it to-day to the Delegates. As at a former meeting, a condition 
of allowing Gibraltar to remain in free pratique, was that the authorities there should 
adopt measures against arrivals by land, 1 feel sure that the inclosed telegram would 
not satisfy the Board, and that quarantine would he imposed. 

I regret that the authorities of Gibraltar do not seem to appreciate the difficulties of 
dealing with the Board, and still persistently vi.iuse to adopt some sort of precautionarv 
measures, notwithstanding your repeated warnings. 1 very much fear that unless 
I am able to state that the authorities are adopting measures in addition to those adopted 
!\v the Spanish authoiities, stated in the telegram, that 1 shall not he able to keep arrivals 
from Gibraltar much longer in free pratique. Personally, 1 do not consider additional 
measures of the least value or importance, but, knowing the opinions and hostile feelings 
of many of the Delegates, T consider them necessary to aid me in my attempts to prevent 
the imposition of what ] consider a uselessly long and vexatious quarantine.

I would point out that, according to the well-known \iews of the Sanitarv Council. 
India is always infected, because choleia exists there in a sporadic form at all times. 

This new regulation therefore means a serious delay to the mail-steamers, and to 
ships in general bound home from India, or from any other quaitcr which at any moment 
the Sanitary Council may declare infected. 

In the opinion ot the Directors, the measures proposed are not only unnecessary, but 
highly detrimental to iron vessels, and at the same time in some cases likely to prove most 
damaging to valuable cargoes, and it is an assumption, not only without authority, hut at 
the same time tinged with a considerable degree of absurdity, that choleia germs are 
transported in bilge water, especially in the bilge water of a" steamer which,' as every 
one knows, is pumped out at everv stroke of the steam engine when the vessel is under weMi 
rr>43] * 3 lit * ' 
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It would, however, seem to be the theory ot the Sanitary Council, that the same 
bilge water remains in the steamer as would have been in her when she was lying in a port 
in India, for on no other supposition is it possible to account tor this absurd proposal. 

The Directors have nothing to say, of course, against all proper and suitable means 
being taken for the disinfection of vessels which have had any contagious disease, or even 
auv well-founded suspicion of contagious disease, during their passage. But to subject 
the whole commerce of the East to delay and detriment which this Edict portends would 
lie an act of barbarous tyranny, for which even their previous experience of the extravagances 
of the Sanitary Council could not have prepared the Directors, and they are therefore 
confident that Her Majesty’s Government will do everything that is possible to prevent 
such a measure from being put into actual practice.

Rome. 

The Au-fi o-i Bulgarian (h wrnment have been inclined favourably to entertain this 
wish, but before the question could be brought to a practical dcci-ion the Conference in 
Rome was adjourned till the 15th November next. 

The reserves which induce the Inqn rial and Royal Government to give their support 
to the request of Btilgatia, in spite of any formal difficulties which it was likely to encounter 
tm the part of the Porte, rest on the practical consideration that the port of Varna is of 
the greatest importance for the communications between the hast and the West, and that 
the good-will of the Bulgarian authorities ought to he gained for the carrying out of any 
sanitary measutes decided upon l>v the Conference. 

The same reasons make us now wish that the question should not he allowed to drop, 
hut that an uudcrstandiii"; should he arrived at between the Powers with regard to it before 
the 11 a-ifCiubling of the Conference. 

The Austro-1lun garian Government aie quite awm • of ih' 1 objections which ilic 
susceptibilities of the Porto might r.ii-e agiinst the admittance of a vassal State in the 
participation in an international negotiation, but thev do not wish to enter at all into the 
discussion of the question of principle. They hold that the success of international sanitary 
measures requires the co-operation of all parties interested therein, and that the geographical 
situation of Bulgaria, as the connecting link between the Levant and the West, makes her 
participation in the Sanitary Conference and her willing concurrence in the execution of 
its resolutions a matter of necessity. 

They have charged the Imperial and Roy.d Aniba-sulor to bring the m.a'tei* before 
the Porte in a confidential and frieudlv way, an I to urge her to take the same fine now as 
she did un former occasions, when administrative questions or, so to saw questions of

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mere utility, formed the subject of negotiations, as with regard to Bulgaria at the 
Confeicncc a Quatre and with regard to Koumania and Servia at the Vienna Sanitary 
Conference in 1874. 

We know that Germany and "Russia will support the step we have taken in Constanti- 
11 pic. France is also in favour of the admittance of Bulgaria, and Italy has decided that 
she will welcome the Bulgarian Delegate in Rome if the Porte’s agreement is to be 
obtained. 

The Austro-Hungarian Government have now desired me to bring the matter before 
Lord Salisbury and to ascertain his views with regard to it.

1 I L\A E the honour to transmit a copy of an extract of a Report, dated the 10th 
July, from Dr. Maekie, British Delegate at the Maritime and Quarantine Sanitary Board, 
of proceedings at a meeting held on the 7th instant, at which, on lus request, it was agreed 
th iL the question of the application of the nuasitrcs of disinfection to all steameis arriving 
trom infected ports, which were passed at the meeting of the 10th June last, should he 

i. fened to the Commission de-> lleglements. 

Dr. Maekie explains that this proposal of the Sanitary Physician of France, which 
va* carried by a majoiity, was opposed by him, hut was passed without much discussion, 
none of the members appearing to appreciate its importance as the introduction of an 
entirely new system by which India is regarded as permanently in a state of quarantine, 
it was lor thi' reason find Dr. Maekie omitted to notice it in his llepoit of the meeting of 
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the 10th June in his despatch No. 20 of the 12th June, of which I had the honour to 
transmit to Lord Granville a copy in my despatch No. 24 of the 23rd June last. 

The first information which I received of this proposal having been carried was by a 
telegram from Sir Evelyn Baring of the 5th July, stating that a question had been asked 
in the House of Commons on the subject, and asking for the facts. 

To this 1 replied by private letter the same day, in the terms stated in my despatch 
to Sir Evelyn Baring of the Gth July (of which a copy is inclosed), and subse¬ 
quently I corrected Dr. Mackie’s statement by a telegram, which is inclosed in my despatch 
to Sir E. Baring of the 7th July, 1885, a (copy of which is inclosed). 

Dr. Mackie’s despatch of the 10th instant contains an extract from the proces-verbal 
of the meeting of the 10th June, showing the exact terms of the proposal carried, viz. : 
“That for the future the Sanitary Agent at Suez shall not give passage (through the 
Canal) to any ships coming from infected ports without having first assured himself that 
the water of the bilge or hold has been emptied, replaced by fresh water, and disinfected 
by a suitable acid.” 

Dr. Maekie also forwards a copy of his letter to the President of the Sanitary Board, 
asking that the measure voted on the proposal of the french Sanitary Physician should be 
submitted to preliminary study by the Commission ties Rcglcments. 

As to the practical effects of this measure upon commerce, I have the honour to 
observe:— 

1. That the delay caused by this operation proposed would not be great. 

2. That the Board have not yet decided what disinfectant', shall be used, and that 
possibly they may select those of a harmless character. 

3. That the measure will apply to only a comparatively small number of sltips, as the 
great majority at present prefer to undergo the twenty-four hours’ i bscrvation at Suez 
rather than paying the extra dues for passage in quarantine through the Canal. 

I make these observations without in the least intending to lessen the gravity of the 
innovation in principle which the proposal introduces.

I HAVE the honour to report that a meeting of the Maritime and Quarantine 

Sanitary Board was held on Tuesday, the 7th instant. 

* * * * * * 

The President then read a communication from the British Delegate requesting that 
the proposition of the Sanitary Physician of France, accepted by majority at the meeting 
of the 10th June last, to apply certain measures ot disinfection to all steamers arriving at 
Suez from infected ports should, in accordance with usage, be submitted for preliminary 
studv by the Commission des Reglcments. The President and Delegate for Italy observed 
that as the proposition of the Sanitary Physician of France was only a slight alteration of 
what already existed in the Reglement, they did not see the utility ot submitting it to the 
Commission. The British Delegate observed that the change proposed was a very radical 
one, and that it had perhaps escaped their observation. I he existing Reglement requires 
disinfection as proposed by the Sanitary Physician of France to be applied only to vessels 
having had cases of cholera ors uspeeted cases on board; whilst the new proposition is 
that certain disinfection be applid to all vessels from infected ports, which might include 
vessels touching at ports not actually contaminated, but only considered so from being 
more or less directly in communication with actually infected ports. 

Alter mine discussion the request of the British Delegate was agreed to that the subject 
should be referred to the Commission <!es Reglcments. 

With regard to this proposal of the Solitary Physician ol franco, I regret that 
1 omitted to embody it in my previous Report ot the meeting at which it took place. 1 
voted against it at* the inching, but it passed almost without discussion, none of the 
Delegates at the time seeming to view it in any other light than a slight extension ol the 
( \sting measures. I have the honour to inclose a copy of my letter to the President; also 
copy of the measures proposed. 1 further observed that l was not prepared to say how far 
the substances employed for the proposed disinfection might not be injurious to the 
property of ship-owners. 

The Sanitary Physician of France replied that he had not specified any substances to 
be employed, and that ho was willing that that question should be studied by the 
Commission, though he insisted that his proposition, already accepted by a majority of the 
Board, should he maintained. 

The British Delegate remarked that his proposition was not on the “ ordre du jour,” 
but put and accepted hastily in the midst of other business, and that the President ought 
to see that no radical propositions were so put and voted.

I IIAYE had under my consideration your de.q atch No. 4;>, Commercial, marked 
Confidential, and dated the loth instant, containing explanations with respect to the 
circumstances under which the Resolution affecting the purification of the bilge-water 
of vessels in the Suez Canal was passed by the Maritime and Quarantine Board at its 
silting on the 10th June. 

I have aRo considered Mr. Consul Cookson’s despatch Nc. 27, Commercial, also 
dated the 13th of this month, inclosing, among other documents, a copy of a Report on 
this matter from Dr. Mackie. 

Having regard to the explanations now offered by the British Delegate concerning the 
attitude adopted by him on this occasion (which action on his part formed, moreover, the 
subject of the despatch from this Office to Mr. Co ikson No. 12, Commercial, dated the 
fHh instant), it seems only necessary that you should call the attention of the Egyptian 
Government to what appears, from the Reports now before Her Majesty’s Government, to 
be an attempt, through a vote of the Quarantine Board, to delay and possibly injure 
ell ships coining from so-called infected ports, although they have no cases of cholera on 
board. 

This is a question which should be carefully kept in view' by Dr. Mackie, seeing that, 
in the event of the order not being revoked, it might become necessary for Her Majesty’s 
Government to consider the further representations which it may be necessary to make to 
the Government of the Khedive upon the subject.

Dr. Maekie to Consul Cookson. 

(Extract.) Alexandria, July 10, 1885. 

I HAVE the honour to report that a meeting of the Maritime and Quarantine 
Sanitary Board was held on Tuesday, the 7th instant. 

The President then read a communication from the British Delegate, communicating 
copy of a despatch from Sir Evelyn Baring to Mr. Consul Cookson with regard to the 
“Orient ’ line of steamers, pointing out that they arc regularly-recognized mail-steamers, 
as much so as the Peninsular and Oiicntal, Messageries Maiitimes, and others, and as such 
entitled to all priwlegcs granted by the Board to such mail-steamers. The British Dele¬ 
gate also put on the table a copy of the mail contract between the Colonial Government 
and tile “ Orient ” line, and pointed out that these steamers were not steamers carrying a 
mail occasionally as a matter of convenience to some intermediate port, but regular mail- 
steamers, following a certain regular route at fixed dates, and bound by contract, 'flic 
Pri ’•ddent remarked that, from the documents supplied by the British Delegate,there could 
be no doubt that file ‘•Orient” line was a iegularly-co.nstituted mail line, ottering the 
Nimtuiy guarantees which mad lines are supposed to do, and proposed that the privilege of 
modification of quarantine ’’ should he recorded to them and to all regular postal lines, 
hut proposed to maintain the decision of the Board at its Meeting of the 2nd June to 
rofu-e e\e option f om payment of sanitary dins. The British Delegate remarked that lie 
did not intend at ill’s mee.ing to icturn to the question of exemption liom sanitary dues, 
us that question was still iinckr the consideration of the Powers; hut lie claimed for the 
“ Orient ’’ ’line the application of our Keglement,” which accords a certain modification 
ot quarantine to regular pe-tul lines. The modhication was granted almost unanimously, 
1 only voting against it and i >. in favour ol it. 

The President communicate i a long cot respondenee from the (thief Agent in Egypt of 
a Dutch line of niai'-ste.mu rs, cmrying nodi- between the Dutch Indian possessions and 
Europe, requesting res: itmion . f .-nnitaiy dues whhh the Agent contended had been 
illegally levied on certain of the sUamcr- by the > unitary Agent at Suez. The facts weic 
briefly as follows :— 

Ceitaiu of these steame's during; the pilgii.m sea-on carry pilgrims from the Dutch 
possessions in India, and touch at Jeddah and Camaran to land them. The S.mcary 
Agent at 8m/. laid that, in quitting their ivgular mail-route to engage in this traliie, the 
paiticul r -learners (orbited their claim to he regarded as regular mail-steamer-, and 
consequentiy forfeited t.ieir exemption from sanitary dues. The Board, by a dici-icm 
dat.d t!m doth Augu t, 1871. decided that mail-steamers quitting their usual mail-route 
shou'd not be exempted from the payment of sanitary dues. Upon this deeis on ti e 
Sanitary Agent, considering tliat the steamers in question had quitted t'i.iru~u:d route, 
exacted the payment of tin* u-ual sanitary dues, which the Agent of the line e insiders 
illegal. After some discussion the President asked the Delegates to vote, when 12 voted 
for the act of the ^unitary Agent to lie sustained, and 2 abstain. ! from vo'ing. 1 
abstained from voting on this question, a-. 1 was not quite cle r *r on wind might con dilute 
“ quitting tlieir usual route.” These particular steamer-, after lauding theiij pilgrims at 
Jeddah or Camaran, continued their usual route afterwards via Suez and the Canal.

Dr. Maclcie to Consul Cookson. 

(Extract.) Alexandria, July 10, 1885. 

I HAVE the honour to report that a meeting of the Maritime and Quarantine 
Sanitary Board was held on Tuesday, the 7th instant. 

After the Minutes of the ptevious meeting had been read, the Delegate for Portugal 
read an official communication stating that no cholera exists in Portugal, and that seven 
days’ quarantine performed in lazarettos specially erected was imposed on all arrivals by 
land from Spain. He protested, therefore, against quarantine being maintained here for 
arrivals from Portugal, whilst arrivals from other countries, such as France, in as close 
proximity to Spain, were allowed free pratique. The Delegate for "Russia remarked that 
the division between Spain and Portugal was only accidental, and that it really formed, so 
to speak, part of the same country. The Delegate for Portugal remarked that France 
also was joined to Spain, that although separated by a line of mountains, the communication 
by railway w*as constant. The British Delegate supported the observations of the Delegate 
for Portugal, and reminded the Delegates that when the decision was taken to impose 
quarantine against Portugal, it was voted “ Sauf rectification apro-,” by which the Biitish 
Delegate understood that, it was imposed only pending the receipt ot favourable report on 
the sanitary condition of Portugal. The Delegate for Portugal then proposed the suppres¬ 
sion of quarantine. The President objected to the complete suppression ol all rneasmes of 
observation under the peculiar circumstances, and proposed that all arrivals should he 
subjected to a “ visitc medicalc.” In this he was supported by the Sanitary Physici.m for 
France. The Delegate for Portugal remarked that be was ready to accept this, or 
any other condition, provided that the same should be imposed against arrivals from other 
places similarly situated, such as France and Gibraltar. 

The Sanitary Physician of France did not further insist on a “visitc medicalc,” 
but asked that the proposition of the Delegate for Portugal should be put to the vote: 
10 voted for it. 2 against, and f> abstentions.

'Lhe maintenance of quarantine against Bombay was owing partly to a statement on 
the visa of the Austrian Consul at Kurraehee, entered in the hill of lading of British 
steamers aniving at Suez from that port, that ten eases ot cholera had occurred there, 
though it was declared by authorities not to be epidemic, and partly to an article in the 
“Times of Egypt” of the Bid July, commenting on the absence of panic in India, though 
cholera is always endemic there.

Dr. Maekie to Consul Cookson. 

(Extract.) Alexandria, July 10, 1**5. 

I HAVE the honour to repoit that a meeting of the Maritime and Quarantine 
Sanitary Board \\a» hold on Tuesday, the 7th instant. 

l he President read a communication from the Sanitary Ag-nt at Suez stating that 
two English steamers had arrived at Suez from Kurraehee with clean bills of, healtn 
delivered by the sanitary authorities at Kuriachee. They had, however, been rise by the 
Austrian Consul at that place, who stated that cholera existed there, though the 
[ 513 ] 3 11 
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authorities did not declare it epidemic. His declaration stated that there had been ten 
cases. 

The British Delegate asked it the date ci tiic ten cases was given. The President 
icplicd that no date was given, nor was it stated in what space of time the ten cases had 
occurred. The Sanitary Physician of France stated that according to reports in authentic 
journals there had been a great many cases of cholera at Kurrachee. Mr. Cailiard, 
Egyptian Delegate, remaiked that if newspaper reports are to he taken as authentic in one 
case, they ought to be taken for all, and observed that very lately newspapers and 
telegraph agencies informed us that cholera existed in Marseilles. The British Delegate 
lemarked that there were not sufficient grounds for imposing quarantine,and proposed that 
lice pratique should still be allowed. The President then put it to the vote whether 
quarantine should be imposed or not: 11 voted for quarantine and 4 against. 

The Reports on the sanitary state of Bombay, Madras, and Calcutta were then com¬ 
municated. The British Delegate called the attention of the Board to the favourable 
nature of the reports for some weeks, and proposed that, in accordance with the former 
usage of the Board, quarantine should be removed against the places mentioned. The 
Sanitary Physician of France then produced a copy of the “Times of Egypt” of the 
3rd July, which I have the honour to inclose, containing an article giving details of the 
prevalence of cholera in the Presidency of Bombay and other provinces of India. This 
produced such an effect on the meeting that it was soon evident that 1 had no chance of 
obtaining free pratique for all the ports at this meeting. As I clearly saw that, if I asked 
for a vote for Bombay, Madras, and Calcutta together 1 should be unsuccessful, 1 proposed 
that the vote should be taken for each place separately. I did this in the hope of being 
able to get one of the ports out of quarantine, so as not to allow for a longer period a 
complete quarantine against India. The vote was then taken for Bombay, Madras, and 
Calcutta separately. 

For removal of quarantine against Madras, 9 voted for, o against, and I abstention ; 
Bombay, 4 voted for, 11 against; Calcutta, 3 voted for, 10 against, and 2 abstentions. 

Free pratique was therefore allowed for arrivals from Madras, but refused for Bombay 
and Calcutta.

Extract from the “ Times of Egypt” of July 3, 188.0. 

IN a recent issue we had some remarks on the subject of the cholera scare, especially 
relating to the influence which fear, or, to use an old college expression, “ funk,” has upon 
i lie constitution. It will he remembered that we said that multitudes died evciy year in 
India and China of the dread disease, and that no notice was taken of (he fact, the natives 
expiring quietly without a murmur, and in a short time the epidemic burnt itself out 
because ot lack of fuel. In Europe, especially the southern part, whole populations 
surrender themselves to panic, and so supply the* fuel nccessaiy to enable the “ black 
spectre,” as it is called in China, to pursue its marches. To show how little people care 
lor cholera in India, we may mention this fact, that not so long ago during one week 
20,000 persons died of the disease in a district near Madras, and the local paper quietly 
chronicled the event in a small paragraph.no fuss whatever being made about the incident. 
Of course all that man could do was done by Government officers and others to star the 
devouring disease, and render every assistance to the sufferers, hut nothing in the way of 
a panic set in, the next door neighbours, so to speak, of the district, kept to their business, 
and the pest died out instead of spreading, as it a.-suredly would have done in Europe. 
Looking over some Indian files, we recently came across one such paragraph, which hears 
out wlmt we have just said, and we print it in nteuso. It is from the “ Indian Daily 
News ” of the 9th June, and runs as follows :— 

“Cholera continues prevalent in a severe foim in many parts of the Bombay 
Presidium). In the Begaum district there were no less than 794 cases reported during 
the last week, of which 466 proved fatal. Seventeen other distiicts are affected, the 
heaviest Returns being the following:—Dhanvnr, 172 attacks, 111 deaths; Kanara, 
55 attacks, 42 deaths ; Kurrachee, 135 attacks, 68 deaths ; Kaira, 35 attacks, It) deaths ; 
Surat, 105 attacks, 59 deaths; Nas»iek, 167 attacks, SO deaths; Tanna, 99 attacks, 
65 deaths ; Poona, 102 attacks, 46 deaths ; Ahmcdmiggcr, 96 attack*, 37 deaths.” 

Now, if such a record appeared in Europe, it would put the population into a tremor 
of excitement; and we should have long, fearlul aitides- devoted to the subject, killing 
more persons by fright than actual disia.-e, and causing every man who had a colic spasm 
to veil out " Cholera,” and die.

I AM directed to acknowledge receipt of dm eminent Resolution No. 167), of this 
titli instant, notifying that a telegram has been received from the Political Resident, Aden, 
embodying a message from the British Consul at Alexandria dated Olh idem, reporting that 
quarantine has been imposed at Suez on all arrivals trout Indian ports. 

As the deaths from cholera in Bombay during the week ending 28th April were, 
according to the Returns published in the Government Gazette, only twenty, and in the 
week ending 5th May hut twelve, my Committee have instructed me to address you, 
pointing out how uncalled for the regulation is, and asking that the matter may be brought 
to the notice of Government with a view to representations being made regarding it in the 
proper quarter. Having in a previous correspondence, terminating with the Chamber’s 
letter of the Pith May, 1884, brought to the notice of Government the disadvantages to 
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commerce arising from the unnecessary restrictions imposed by the Egyptian sanitary 
authorities, I need not do more now than renew my protest, pointing out, however, that 
this is the third occasion within the past eight months on which quarantine has been 
established against Bombay on similarly inadequate grounds.

The Acting President, Dr. Avdonin Bey, then proceeded to make some observations 
on the proportion to he submitted to the Commission, giving it a.- his opinion that there 
was no (juesti n to go before the Commission; that as the measures proposed by the 
Sanitary Physician of France already existed in our Reglemcnts, it was only a question 
of their application—he did not, tinivfore, see how the British Delegate could call it a 
“radical modification ” of the rules. The British Delegate replied that as lie was a member 
of the Commission des Reglemcnts he would explain his views and justify his expression 
at the meeting of the Commission, and that he* diri not see why the President should 



reopen the discussion or try to inline nev the mcmbeis i.ow that it had been decided to 
submit the question to the Commission. The subject then dropped. 1 u ; as anxious that 
no discussion on the subject should take plate at the Board bcfoic the Commission met, 
as it was evident to me that the Piesideut cither had not seized the importance of the 
question, or was endeavouring to play into the hands of the French Sanitary Physician, to 
aid him in carrying his point. 1 regret that 1 have to state that Dr. Ardouin Bey has 
shown great reluctance to submit this question to the Commission des Reglemcnts. 
Twice I had personal interviews with him, and urged him Intake steps at once to complete 
the Commission by having a member elected to replace M. Guillois. On both occasions 
he promised to do so, bnt no steps were taken until 1 wrote to him officially. I inclose 
copy of my letter, with his reply.

My Lord, Alexandria, July 24, 1885. 

I HAVE the honour to transmit copy of a despatch Irani Dr. Mackie, British 
Delegate at the Maritime and (Quarantine Sanitary Board ol Alexandria, dated the 22nd 
instant, reporting the proceeding at a meeting on that day ol the Committee “des 
Reglemcnts,” held for the purpose of considering tile question referred to it as to the 
proposal of the French Medical Delegate for the disinfection at Suez of all vessels arriving 
from infected ports 

Dr. Mackie explained that this proposal amounted to a ladieal modification of the 
rule at present practised, and opposed i' on that ground, as well as on that ot its 
uselessness. 

After some discussion the majority of the Committee agreed to recommend the Board 
[513] ^ l 
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(1) to make no alteration in the existing icguFitiors with regaid to vessels wishing to 
pass the Canal in quarantine, but only to have noted on the bill of health at Sue/ that no 
disinfection had been practised; (2) to apply the rule enforcing disinfection, with special 
attention to the pumping out and disinfecting bilge-water on vessels arriving from India in 
quarantine. 

Dr. Mackie stipulated that the disinfectant used should be one not injuritus to 
merchandize, and he points out that most of the measures of disinfection can be cauiul 
out during the twenty-four hours’quarantine which vessel- arriving at Suez tiom ports 
considered as infected La\e always to undergo. 

Dr. Mackie adds some well-founded o’nsei vations on the difficult position in whieli 
the British Delegate at the Boaid stands, being alone against all the otheis, and at 
present with an Acting President who, though there is no reason to believe that he acts 
unfairly or improperly, is certainly not predisposed to take our view of questions in 
dispute.

Dr. Ardouin Bey opened the meeting In stating, as he did at the meeting of the 
Jhard yesterday, that the proposition of the Sanitaiv"Physician of Fiance implied simply 
the stiict application of existing rules. ..ml no* a’radical modification of any of tin ni, 
as stated by the Biiti-h Delegate, 

I then explained to the metnh'r- that the proposition, a- I understood it, included the 
disinfection of vessel- arming at Sue/, and | assing the Canal in quaiant'iio without 
communicating with Egypt, a thing \,hih never had been practi-ed, and \.a- uewei 
intended by the .-pit it of (.nr Be .dement. 

Dr. Ardouin Bey r.;iLl t' t!d- point had never occurred to him; that the 
proposition by the French Sanitaiv Physician had hen allowed to he put and voted 
iuiuiully, without being studied, and than he now perceived that the British Delegate ua- 
riglit in characterizing it as a ladic.J inwuiEeatioii ot rules, and expressed his opinion that 
the transit ol the f anal in quaiaiitine should he continued on the same basis as formerly. 

Dr. de Castro proposed that ve—els arriving from India should be divided into 
two classes, those wishing to take free pratique in Egypt, and those wishing to tiansit the 
Canal in quarantine. 

I he 1 tuki-li Delegate asked me it I would accept that proposition. 

I replied that l insisted on vcs.-el- bung allowed to pas- the Canal in quarantine 
as formerly. M ith regard to vessels artiving in quarantine and washing to obtain free 
pratique in Egypt, we were at liberty to impose what mcasmes might beseemed needful 
or useful for the protection of the country ; that, though 1 did not agree with them as to 
the utility or neec-sih of the me.isiues adopted, 1 would not oppose them so strongly as T 
must oppose measure- with icgurd to ship- not wishing to communicate with Egypt, as the 
country was in no danger from them. 

Dr. Chaumery stated that our duty was to protect Europe as well, and that, in making 
his proposition, he had in view the protection of Europe. 

1 replied that there was nothing in the Kheel'nial Decree to -how that our dut\ was to 
protect Europe except by protecting Egypt. 

Dr. etc Castro said his order- weie to see also to the* protection of Europe, and he 
considered that I was ti eu with a similar mi—ion. 
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I replied that my mission was based on the Khedivial Decree to protect Egypt, and 
through it Europe; that we could do little to protect the countries of Europe, seeing tied 
their quarantine institutions were not under our control. 

With regard to pumping out the bilge-water of vessels, 1 pointed out that the bilge- 
water was constantly being pumped out during the voyage. Dr. Chaumery stated that 
last year, when the transport “ Sarthe ” arrived in Fiance, some of the sediment of the bilge- 
water was examined, and eholeia bacilli found in it. The other members expressed doubts 
on this point, and stated that they had never seen it authentically stated. I then pointed 
out that that the propo-iticn of Dr. Chaumery seemed too one-sided to have a purely 
sanitary object. The* -ame measuie- which lie wi-hed applied at Suez for ships from India 
ought also to he applied at I’oif SaVd for ship- from contaminated pints in Europe. After 
some further di-cussion the majority ^excepting only Dr. Chaumery) agreed to recommend 
the Board to maintain the existing Reau'a'io.is .ith regard to ve—els wishing to pass the 
Canal in quarantine without communicating with Egypt; and for vessels arriving in 
quarantine from India to apply the existing Reglemcnt, giving special attention to the 
pumping out and disinfecting of bilges. With leg u*d to the disinfectant used, I stipulated 
that it should he an agent which would not damage the property of ship-owners. Dr. de 
Castro made it a condition of his \oiin , with the niujoiity to maintain the existing rule- lor 
passing the Canal in quarantine that the Sanitary Agent at Suez should note on the bill ol 
health that no disinfection had been practi-ed. 1 objected to this, as 1 considered it was 
not our mission to do di-infection for Europe unless specially asked. 1 was obliged, how¬ 
ever, to yield, as the Italian Delegate staled that unless this was done he would withdraw 
his support, and insist that all vessels arriving at Suez should be disinfected. 

With regard to the conclusions arrived at on this question by the majority of the 
Commission, they are briefly a- follows, viz., existing rules with regard to vessels passing 
the Canal in quarantine to he maintained, with the addition that the Sanitary Agent at 
Suez shall note on the hill of health that no di-mfeetion has been practiced. 

The existing tules with regard to vessels arriving at Suez from India in quarantine 
wishing to communicate with Egypt to be strictly enforced, giving prominence to pumphg 
out ol bilges and di-infeeting of lnlge-waler. With regard to the delay caused by (nose 
measures, 1 would point out that ves-els arriving at Suez from ports considered infi cted, 
and wishing to communicate with Egypt, must undergo at least twenty-four hours’ 
quarantine, irrespective of the length of the voyage, so that the most of the measuies of 
di-infection can be carried out during the quarantine ; the delay in this ease need not he ot 
a seiions nature. 

This deci-ion <f t'v ( .unmis.-ion ues Regloments is, however, not linah T.icir 
Report will he pie-cntcd and tin* que-tion redi-cus-ed at the next ordinary meeting ot the 
Board on the 1-t Tuesday of August, when the Report of the Commission may or m iv not 
he accepted. Dr. Chau uery •till ioten 1- to endeavour to pcr.viade the Board to accept hi- 
original proposition. The positio i ot the Biiti-h Delegate is an exeee ling I y difficult one, 
as he has t> light such que.-tim s ahum against nearly the wh-dc Boaid, most ol the 
Delegates holding view . ui«h toward to quarantine opposed to hi-, and many of them being 
otherwise strongly opposed t) British interests.

Dr. Maclde to Consul Cooks on. 

(Extract.) Alexandria, July 21, 1885. 

I H AVE the honour to report that an extraordinary meeting of the Maritime and 
Quarantine Sanitary Board was held to-day. 

A telegram from the Sanitary Agent at Suez was read, stating that the British 
steamer “Aconha*’ had been sent to Tor to perform quarantine. The telegram stated 
that the vessel left Kurrachee on the 1st July, and lost one of the crew from cholera next 
day. Since then no fresh ease. The Italian and British Delegates asked ihc President 
if the Administration had a doctor at J'or, or if there were any means ot supplying the 
necessary treatment in case of fresh cases of cholera or other sickness. 1 he Piesidcnt 
replied that there was none, but that if another vessel had to be sent there he would 
scud a doctor. The British Delegate asked what he would do in the present instance if 
disease broke out. The President replied that, he would send a doctor. The British 
Delegate asked how long it would take to get information from the vessel and send a 
doctor. The President replied that it could not be done under a few days. 

This barbarous state of things at Tor has frequently been the subject^of questions at 
the Board. Governments continue to allow the Board the power ot sending vessels there 
to perform quarantine without any proper means of safeguarding the health of passengers 
or crews.

I HAVE the honour to report that a meeting of the .Maritime and Quarantine Sanitary 
Board was held this morning. 
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On opening the meeting the President communicated a despatch from the Sanitary 
Agent at Suez, stating that the British steamer “ Remembrance,” arrived at Suez the 29th 
July, had been sent to Tor to perform quarantine, having had three cases of cholera on 
board during the stay of the vessel at Kurrachee, the effects of the choleraic patients being 
still on board the vessel. The cases of cholera happened during the last days of June, and 
no further cases had been declared up to the date of the vessel’s arrival at Suez. 

Another despatch communicated stated that the British steamer “Roma” arrived at 
Suez from Kurrachee on the 30th July, bearing an annotation on the bill of health that 
cholera was epidemic at^Kurrachee. Under these circumstances, I considered it useless to 
propose the removal of quarantine against Bombay and Calcutta, as 1 should have received 
no support. 

Bombay would certainly have been refused for two reasons: (1) as the cholera 
mortality has shown a slight upward tendency the last few weeks; and (2) it would 
have been considered a compiomised port on account of its communication with 
Kurrachee.

(Extract.) ^ Alexandria, August 4, 1885. 

I HAVE the honour to report that a meeting of the Maritime and Quarantine 
Sanitary Board was held this morning. 

The President then read the Report of the Commission des Reglcments appointed to 
study and report on the proposition of the French Sanitary Musician to apply disinfection 
to ail vessels arriving at Suez from infected ports by pumping out and disinfecting the 
water in the holds and bilges (“ les eaux de cale et de sentine”). As stated in my last 
Report, the majority of the Commission were in favour of applying this disinfection only 
to vessels wishing to obtain free pratique in Egypt, and not to interfere with vessels 
wishing to pass the Canal in quarantine. 

The President, in communicating the Report, stated that the Commission, on seriously 
studying the proposition, found themselves face to face with a difficulty which had not 
been noticed when the proposition was hastily accepted, viz., the interference with the 
commerce of the Canal without adequate reason; that the proposition of the Sanitary 
Physician of France, though perhaps useful in its way, was still illusory, as the water of 
the holds and bilges was not the only way by which vessels passing the Canal could 
convey cholera, and that the most we ought to do was to apply the proposed disinfection 
for the protection of Egypt to vessels wishing to obtain free pratique. 

The Sanitary Physician of France replied that the water of the bolds and bilges 
constituted a gnat danger, and that our duty was to protect Europe as well as Egypt, and 
he believed that the Consular Delegates at the Board had a mission to protect Europe, and 
called on the Board to support his proposition and refuse the Report of the Commission 
dcs Rdglements. 
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The Delegate for Holland supported the proposition of the Sanitary Physician of 
France. 

The Delegate for Italy observed that the members of the Commission found them¬ 
selves face to face with a principle which had always been allowed, and, he might say, had 
been accepted by the Powers, viz., the passage of the Canal in quarantine without 
quarantine operations for vessels from infected ports not having had cholera on board, and 
they thought their duty in protecting Europe would be met by noting on the bill of health 
that no disinfection had been practised, so that it might be practised at the port of arrival 
in Europe if thought necessary. 

Dr. Bimsenstein, Delegate for Turkey, who was a member of the Commission des 
Reglements, wished to make another proposition, viz., that vessels wishing to pass the 
Canal in quarantine should disinfect and wash out the water in their holds and bilges 
before arriving at Suez, so as to prevent loss of time, and that the declaration of the 
captain should be taken that such operation had been done. The President reminded the 
Delegate for Turkey that he had signed the Report of the Commission which was now on 
the table, in which he agreed with the opinion of the majority. 

The British Delegate asked that the Report of the Commission should be voted, and 
if refused, other propositions could be made. 

The Sanitary Physician of France maintained that, as his proposition had already been 
accepted, it ought to have the priority of vote, and demanded that the meeting should 
vote first on his original proposition. 

The British Delegate insisted that, as the subject had been referred to the 
Commission des Reglements, and their Report was on the table and on the “ ordre 
du jour,” it ought to be voted first, and refused or accepted; that, for his part, he had 
instructions in communicating which lie would be guided by the acceptance or refusal by 
the Board of the Report. A noisy and confused discussion then ensued, the majority not 
seeming to seize the point set forth by the majority of the Commissioners. 

After this had lasted for some time, the Delegate for Germany proposed that, as the 
question seemed an important, one, the vote on the Report of the Commission should be 
postponed, to give Delegates an opportunity of communicating with their Governments, 
and that die Delegates should, in the meantime, be furnished with a copy of the Report of 
the Commission. This proposition was accepted by 10 against 4, and 1 abstention. 

The question then arose as to whether, in the meantime, the disinfection should be 
continued. 

The Sanitary Physician of France proposed that it should be continued. 

The British Delegate replied that, as the question was not yet voted, the former 
decision of the Board should be null and void. 

The President then proposed to take the opinion of the Board as to whether the 
disinfection should be continued, or the usual R&glement adhered to until the Delegates 
receive instructions to enable them to vote definitely on the question. Jt was decided by 
a large majoiity to apply the ousting Reglement.

The British Delegates to Rome Conference to the Marquis of Salisbury.—(Received 

August 11.) 

My Lord, August 1 1, 1885. 

WE have the honour to report that, in obedience to instructions, we attended the 
International Sanitary Conference which has recently been held in Rome, and we beg leave 
to submit herewith, by way of supplement to the proof of the official Report issued by 
the Italian Government, a Summary of the proceedings of the Conference. 

It will be observed that, in addition to four sittings of the Plenary Conference, a 
Technical Commission appointed by tlie Conference held fifteen sittings; and also that a 
large amount of preparatory work was performed by Sub-Committees, in several of which 
we took part. 

During the sittings of the Plenary Conference we were associated with the Senior 
British Delegate, his Excellency Sir John Savile Lumley, G.C.B., Her Majesty’s Ambas¬ 
sador at the Court of Rome, and during the sittings of the Technical Commission we 
availed ourselves of the opportunity he afforded us of conferring with him whenever we 
felt it necessary or helpful to seek his advice. 

In preparing the subjoined Report, we have endeavoured specie.IIv to hold in view the 
action which we took at the several meetings of Delegates, and also to indicate the motives 
by which we were actuated in the various proceedings in which we took part.

Summary of the Proceedings of the Rome Conference. 

THE Plenary Conference was opened on the 20th May 1>\ his Excellency Signor JMcnarv 
Mancini, Minister of Foreign Affairs to His Majesty the King of Italy; after which his Conte re imo 
Excellency Signor Cadorna, President of the Council of State, was elected to the presidency, 
and Messrs. Batthyauv. Bcauclerk (of the British Embassy), Dubail, Fassati, Mayor, and 
llizzetto were appointed Secretaries. At this meeting certain documents, including a 
“ Projet de Question Prealable,” prepared by the Italian Government as a programme tor 
the proceedings of the Conference, were submitted to the Conference by the President. x\t 
the next meeting, held on the 22nd May, it was proposed by M. Decrais, French 
Ambassador, that a Commission of all the Technical Delegates should be formed, and that 
this Technical Commission should be instructed to prepare, and to submit to the Plenary 
Conference for their approval, a scheme for their labours. The Conference at the same 
time passed a Resolution adopting in principle the ‘‘Programme Questionnaire ” of the 
Italian Government above referred to, and remitted it to the Technical Commission as a 
basis for its preliminary work. The sittings ot the Plenary Conference were then 
adjourned. 

The iirst meeting of the Technical Commission was held on the 23rd May, when 'ieclmieal 
Dr. Molcschott, Delegate for and Member of the Senate o| the Kingdom of Italy, was Commission, 
elected President, and two Medical Delegates (Drs. liuysch and Reuli) were added to the 
Secretariat for the purposes of the Commission. 
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The second meeting of the Technical Commission was held on the 23rd May, and it 
was generally admitted that there would be advantage in discussing the details of the 
Italian programme before expressing an opinion on the main question : “ Est-ce qu’il y a 
des moyens nptes a attcindre le but de la preservation de tous les Ktats contre les pro¬ 
venances onginaires du cholera?” It was also felt by many that the Italian programme 
should be modified. The subject of land quarantine and sanitary cordons then came on 
for discussion, and a Resolution was ultimately moved to the effect, that “ Land quarantine 
and sanitary cordons are useless.” The experience gained in Egypt during the cholera 
epidemic ot 1883 was cited by the British Delegation in support of the motion, which was 
ultimately carried by 2U votes to 1 ; Turkey alone voting in the negative. 

During the third meeting ot the Technical Commission, which was held on the 
25th May, the subject of maritime quarantine was discussed. The system of “ medical 
inspection,” which in England has been substituted for quarantine measures, and which, 
whilst requirin'.; the immediate isolation of the sick and the detention for forty-eight, hours 
of such persons as are actually suspected of cholera, enables all healthy persons to land 
subject to notification as to their destination, was explained in detail by the British 
Delegation, who also supported the Indian Delegation in the demand that detailed proof of 
the circumstances should be forthcoming in support of the suggestions that cholera had 
been conveyed from India to England by means of the sea traffic between those countries. 
Of the several propositions submitted to the Commission none received general assent, and 
hence the discussion on the subject was adjourned. 

At the fourth sitting of the Technical Commission held on the 26th May, it was 
proposed by the French Delegation that, with a view of facilitating the discussion on the 
questions involved in maritime qua.anline, the subject should lie dealt with under five 
different headings :—(I) Ports of departure; (2) sea passage; (3) Ited Sea; (4) ports of 
arrival ; and (5) Caspian Sea; and, this proposition meeting with approval, the discussion 
was opened on the measures to be adopted against the diffusion of cholera at “ports of 
departure,” and a first proposition to the effect that “ It is in the interest of every nation to 
insure the healthiness of its sea-ports ” was unanimously carried; a proposal being then 
made that, “ Besides the weekly statistical information published hv different States, it is 
necessary, when cholera breaks out in a port, that the sanitary administration of the port 
should immediately give information of it to the foreign Consuls, who should telegraph 
the news to their respective Governments.” The British Delegation, whilst fully accepting 
the principle that it was desirable to make such information public, expressed some doubt 
as to the practicability of the scheme as formulated, and subject to this reservation the 
Delegation joined in the unanimous vote on an amendment to the effect that “ It is 
necessary that there should always he in every port a sanitary authority, whose duty it 
shall be to furnish the Consuls with official information as to the sanitary state of the 
port,” hut abstained from voting on a proposition which \yas subsequently carried by a 
small majority, and \\hicli indicated that this information could best be made available by 
etnpoyvering the Consuls to acquire it at the Sanitary offices. 

At the fifth meeting of the Technical Commission, held on the 27th May, the same 
subject yvus further discussed, the British Delegation, whilst desirous that all needed 
information on the subject should he at all times supplied, opposing a proposition which 
was carried by a majority of two, to the effect that— 

“ The Consul of the country to which a vessel is destined shall have the right to take 
pait in the sanitary inspections which aie made by the agents of the land authority, 
subject, however, to such Regulations as may be established by Conventions or Treaties.” 

With certain reservations as to the appointment and tenure of office of the Medical 
Officer ot the vessel, the British Delegation voted in favour of the following proposition, 
which, apart from three abstentions, yvas unanimously agreed to : — 

“ Steam-ships intended lor the transport of passengers coming from countries yvliere 
cholera prevails are required to carry on hoard a medical man nominated either by the 
Government to whom the vessel belongs or by the Sanitary Authority, revocable only by 
that Government, and completely independent of the Navigation Companies and of the 
ship-owneis.” 

At the sixth sitting of the Commission, held on the 28th May, certain propositions 
requiring (1) that vessels should, according to circumstances, be either cleansed or 
disinfected before lading; (2) that the Medical Officer of the ship should examine all 
persons presenting themselves for embarkation, and should refuse those who, in his 
opinion, presented suspicious symptoms ; (3) that care should he taken that no infected 
linen, &c., should be brought on hoard by intending passengers; (4) that clothing and 
bedding which had been used by persons dying ol cholera should not he received, and 
that the clothing of persons who had died in a foreign country should be disinfected before 



departure from the pert—all received the support of the British Delegation, and were 
accepted ; whereas a further one, to the effect that all the clothing, &c., of persons sailing 
from a port where cholera was prevalent should be disinfected before departure, was 
combated by the British Delegation as impracticable, and in the end it was rejected. 
Another Resolution hearing on this subject was accepted at the fourteenth sitting of the 
Commission. A further proposition requiring the immediate removal to hospital of any 
persons on board who should sicken with cholera in port, as also the destruction or 
disinfection of their clothing and bedding, together with the disinfection of that portion of 
the vessel occupied by the sick, was also unanimously adopted. 

Under the heading “Health Precautions to be taken during the Voyage” and dealing 
in the first instance with “ suspected ships,” propositions requiring (!) that in the case of 
such ships all soiled body linen should, after being plunged either in boiling water or in a 
a disinfecting solution, he washed daily; ('2) that all water-closets on hoard should he 
cleansed and disinfected at least twice a-day; and (3) that a rigorous cleanliness and active 
means of ventilation should be maintained on suspected ships during the whole length of 
the passage, received the support ot the British Delegation and were unanimously 
adopted. 

The seventh meeting of the Technical Commission was held on the 29th May, when 
the measures of health to be adopted during the voyage under sub-heading “ (b) Infected 
ships” were taken into consideration. The British Delegation, whilst at times suggesting 
certain modifications with a view of rendering practicable the action proposed, uniformly 
supported propositions which had for their object the isolation of the sick and the cleansing 
and disinfection ot those portions of the vessel occupied by them. Ail the propositions to 
this effect were adopted by the Commission. 

At the commencement of the eight sitting of the Commission on the 30th Mav 
the Commission, on the motion of one of the Italian Delegates, unanimously accepted as 
fundamental the principle involved in the following proposition :— 

“Measures of sanitation and isolation, real and complete, according to the 
requirements indicated by science, are the best measures for preventing the spread of 
cholera.” 

On the mot ion of a member of the French Delegation the Commission assented generally 
to a proposition which expressed the wish that the Confmnco should formulate the basis 
of an International Penal Code dealing with bleaches of sanitary Regulations in the Red Sea. 
At this stage, however, the Commission had not as yet had before them the Report of the 
Sub-Committee on Red Sea Regulations, but when the subject was again brought forward 
in the form of a definite propo-ition at the twelfth sitting of the Commission, the British 
Delegation, having in the meantime refused their assent to the Red Sea Regulations, voted 
against the proposition in question. 

The Red Sea Regulations then came on for consideration. The first proposition, to 
the effect that all steam-ships coming from infected ports, beyond the Straits of Bab-el- 
Mandeh, should he subjected to a medical inspection in the Red Sea, led to a lengthened 
discussion. The British Delegation opposed the proposition (1) because it was unnecessary, 
in view of the fact that it had never been proved that ships from India had conveyed cholera 
into Europe; (2) because the proposal was obviously intended as a fir-1 step towards the 
imposition of quarantine measures, which had been rejected by England as impracticable, 
and lienee ns useless; and (•'») because insofar as British ships were concerned the medical 
officers on board would always he prepared to give, at any place appointed in the Red Sea, 
all such information as might he neee-sarv to any authorized body or Med'eal Officer as to 
the health of passengers and crew as would enable foieign Governments to take any action 
they chose with regard to any such ships sailing for their ports. During the course of the 
discussion a distinct demand was formulated, that British ships should he allowed to pass 
through the 8ucz Canal as through an arm of the sea. The latter proposition was, 
however, rejected by the Commission, whereas the requirement as to inspection was agreed 
to. Following on the adoption of this latter proposition,a number of others were accepted 
relating to the appointment of the Medical Officer hv whom the inspection was to he made, 
to his duties and powers, to the number of medical inspections to which vessels were to be 
subjected according as they touched at Red Sea ports or not, to the enforced landing of all 
passengers and crew from vessels deemed to he infected, and to their detention under 
“observation” for a peiiod of five days, which period would be renewable as fresh eases of 
cholera occurred. The British Delegation, having opposed the appointment of the officer 
wlm was to carry out these duties, abstained from voting as to the method in which they 
were to be performed, hut during the course of the disc ussion occasion was again taken to 
insist that such action was both inefficacious and unjustifiable, and to indicate that the true 
remedy against cholera lay in the adoption of sanitary measures. This view was enforced 
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No. 279.

Dr. Mackie to Acting Consul Russell. 

Sir, Alexandria, August 8, 1885. 

I HAVE the honour to report that an extraordinary meeting of the Maritime and 
Quarantine Sanitary Board wa- held this morning. 

The Piesident stated that he had called the meeting to consider what measures were 
to be adopted with regard to the French mail-steamer “ Alphee,” which left Marseilles on 
the 30th July, called at Naples in free pratique, and airived here on the 5th, and was 
detained in quarantine. A protest had been lodged at the Board by the French 
Consulate against the detention of this vessel in quarantine on the grounds that Turkey 
imposes quarantine only on vessels having left Marseilles on and after the 1st August 
and, secondly, that at the date of the vessel’s leaving Marseilles there was no information 
as to the existence of cholera; and, thirdly, that the Italian authoiities had received the 
vessel in free pratique at Naples. 

Seveial Delegates observed that when the Italian authoiities admitted the vessel to 
free pratique at Naples they probably had no knowledge of the existence of cholera at 
Marseilles, as the French authorities had not \et given official information of it to the 
Board, although they had been asked for information. Other Delegates observed that as 
no information had been given b\ the French authorities they were at liberty to 
suppose that cholera existed in Marseilles before its fust announcement by the telegraphic 
agencies. 

The Delegate for Italy observed that according to our Reglemcnt vessels leaving a 
port within sevi n days before the hist eases of cholera were subject to quarantine. 

The Delegate for France stated that if immediate free pratique were refused to the 
vessel he would propose that the port of Naples should also be put in quarantine, as it 
must be considered compromised from having received the “Alphee” in free pratique. 

The British Delegate remarked that as the Acting French Delegate was comparatively 
a stranger at the Board, he was, perhaps, not fully aware of the dangerous precedent lie 
was establishing in making a proposal which could not be justified on sanitary grounds, 
and which lie hoped would he rejected by the Board. 
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The Delegate for Italy observed that, with equal right, he should propose quarantine 
against the whole of France. 

The British Delegate and President asked the French Delegate to withdraw his pro¬ 
position, but he insisted on putting it to the vote, when it was rejected by a large 
majority. 

It was then decided that the regulation quarantine should be enforced against the 
“ Alphee,” and a vote was taken as to the scale of quarantine to be applied, when it w T as 
decided to apply the same scale as applied to vessels arriving at Suez from the lied Sea, 
viz., regularly recognized postal steamers, carrying a qualified surgeon, and ships of war, 
not transports, should complete eleven days. 

A telegiam was communicated from the Sanitary Agent at Port Sa’id, stating that a 
French steamer, bound to India, had arrived at Port Sa'id, having on board passengers and 
cargo for Bey rout intended to be landed in Egypt. 

The President stated that there was no lazaretto at Port Sa’id. 

The British Delegate asked the President if he knew the number of passengers, as it 
might be possible to deal with a small number by arranging some temporary means of 
isolation. No number was stated in the telegram. 

After some discussion on the difficulty of arranging for receiving the passengers at 
Poit Said or Moses’ Wells, it was decided by a majority that the Reglemcnt should be 
adhered to that quarantine for Egypt must be performed in the lazaietto at Alexandria. 

I abstained from voting on this question, as also did several others, on the ground 
that we did not know' the number of passengers, and could not form an opinion whether, 
for this exceptional ease, they could be isolated at Port Said. 

The regular quarantine will now be applied to all arrivals from the Mediterranean 
ports of France. 

From the measures adopted by Gibraltar against France, and the prompt response to 
my inquiries, 1 hope to be able to continue in maintaining arrivals from Gibraltar in free 
pratique.

Sir, Alexandria, August 14, 1885. 

I HAVE the honour to report that an extraordinary meeting of the Maritime and 
Quarantine Sanitary Board was held yesterday. 

The President, on opening the meeting, stated that he had convoked the Delegates to 
inform them of a communication addressed to him by the British Delegate regarding 
cholera at Gibraltar, which he read :— 

“ M. le President, <e Alexandrie, le 12 Aout, 1885. 

“J’ai l’honneur de vous informer que son Excellence le Gouverneur de Gibraltar a 
tele'graphie qu’un cas isole de cholera a ete constatd dans cette villc le 9 courant. 

“ Dans l’aprds-midi d’hier la depbche suivantc a ete retjuc au Consulat d’Angle- 
terre:— 

“ ‘ There are not fresh cases of cholera.’ 

“ Les autorites de Gibraltar ayant adoptees des mesures rigourcuses contre les prove¬ 
nances infectees je suppose que ce n’est qu’un cas isole, mais je m’empresserai de vous 
tenir au courant des nouvelles ulterieurcs aussitot qu’elles parviendront au Consulat. 

“ Veuillez, &e.

The British Delegate then informed the meeting that, since making the above com¬ 
munication, a telegram from the Governor of Gibraltar lmd been received, stating that a 
fatal case of cholera had happened on the 11th. 

The President asked the Delegates their opinion as to whether quarantine rhould be 
imposed or not against Gibraltar. Thiitecn members voted for it, and three abstained. 

I abstained from voting, but did not raise any opposition ; 1 thought it pmdent not 
to do so in the existing state ot things, as the news may be worse from one day to another, 
and the question specially concerns Egypt. 

The Delegate for Greece stated that, according to certain newspapers, ea-es of cholera 
had been declared in Genoa, and asked the Delegate for Italy if he had any information 
on the subject, and on the public health of Italy generally, which was stated to be unsatis¬ 
factory, and if the Italian Government were adopting precautionary measures against 
infected countries. 

The Delegate for Italy replied that he had no information, but would telegraph to his 
Government. 

A copy of the reply ot the Italian Government has been communicated to me to-day, 
which I herewith inclose. 

Dr. Schiess Bey (Swiss), an Egyptian Delegate, eulogized the promptness which the 
Governor of Gibraltar had shown in giving warning of the first appearance of cholera at a 
port with which Egypt is so continuously in communication, remarking that the same 
loyalty had not lately been shown by some other Governments, which had withheld infor¬ 
mation, and proposed that the British Delegate should be requested to convey the thanks 
of the Board to the Governor of Gibraltar. 

The President replied that, fully recognizing the loyalty of the Governor of Gibraltar, 
it seemed to him that a special vote of thanks would look too much like a vote of blame 
on other Governments, which might produce unpleasant consequences. 

The Delegate for France observed that if Dr. Schiess alluded to the French Govern¬ 
ment as having withheld information, it was no duty ot Delegates or of the Board to 
dictate to Governments what information they were to give or to refuse, and that our duty 
as a Sanitary Board was to occupy ourselves with sanitary matters, and that Dr. Schiess 
had no right to blame the French Govcrment. 

Dr. Scheiss denied having blamed the French Government, he had simply stated a 

fact. 
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As the French Delegate seemed to take up the subject rather warmly, and to feel 
considerably annoyed, it was allowed to drop, and will probably not appear in the Minutes 
of the meeting. 

I abstained from taking any part whatever in the discussion.

I HAVE the honour to report, for the information of the Secretary of Mate for India 
in Council, that, in accordance with the instructions contained in your letters of the 
13th and 25th April last, l proceeded on the 17th May. in company with my co-Delegate, 
Surgeon-Major T. R. Lewis, to Rome, to represent the Indian Government at the 
International Sanitary Conference appointed to be held in that city in the months of May 
and June 1885. 

As our presence at the first meeting was leprcsentcd to he deemed of importance we 
travelled without stopping, and arrived in Rome on the 19th May. 

On reporting our arrival to Her Majesty’s Amnassador, we were informed that the 
Conference would meet on the 20th. Accordingly, the Delegates of the various nations 
represented assembled at the appointed hour at the Palace ot the Consulta, where the 
Conference was opened by an address from Signor Mancini, who, having welcomed the 
Delegates on the part of the King, biictly stated the purposes for which the Conference 
had been convened. 

The President, Signor Mancini, having been requested to convey the acknowledg¬ 
ments ol the meeting for His Majesty’s gracious message, was invited to continue to preside 
over the future meetings of the Conference, but, on his Excellency declaring this to be 
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impracticable, owing to the pressure of other important public duties, the office of Presi¬ 
dent devolved on His Excellency Signor Cadorna, Minister and President of the Council 
The Secretaries having next been appointed, the meeting adjourned until Friday, the 
-2nd May. 

The Governments represented were :— 

The Argentine Republic, Austria-Ilungary, Belgium, Brazil, Chile, China, Denmark, 
France, Germany, Great Biitain, Greece, Guatemala, Holland, India, Italy, Japan, Mcxieo, 
Norway, Peru, Portugal, Roumania, Russia, Servia, Sweden, Switzerland, Turkey, United 
States of America, and Uruguay. Each was represented by Diplomatic and Medical 
Delegates, excepting the Argentine Republic, Belgium, Chile, China, Greece, Guatemala, 
Peru, Roumania, and Uruguay, which had no Medical Delegates. 

The United States were represented bv one Medical Delegate, whilst for India it 
devolved on one ot ti c Medical Delegates to act in both capacities, diplomatic and 
technical. 

The number present at the first meeting, comprising President, Secretaries, Diplomatic 
and Medical Delegates, amounted lo about sixty-two persons. 

At the meeting on the 22nd May. under the presidency of Signor Cadorna, the foreign 
Secretaries, M. Dubail, Count Batthyany, and Mr. Beauelerk, of the British Embassy, 
having been introduced, and some other formal business transacted, it was proposed by 
the French Ambuss.cor that the Medical Delegates should form a Technical Commission 
for the purpose of considering the scientific and practical bearings of the questions which 
would form the basis of the subsequent deliberations of the Confidence. This was agreed 
to after considerable discussion, it being understood that the diplomatic members were at 
liberty to attend the meetings of the Technical Commission should they desire to 
do so. 

The “ Projet de R&glement,” consisting of eleven Articles, and the Projet de 
question prealahle pour le programme de la Conference,” which were framed on those of 
the Vienna Conference, and which had been laid before the Conference at the preceding 
meeting and adopted in piinciple, were indicated as a basis on which the Technical 
Commission might frame their Report, hut with discretionary power to modify as might 
seem expedient. 

On the 2drd May the Commission Technique held its first meeting, and was 
attended by all the Technical and some of the Diplomatic Delegates, Professor Baeelli 
being in the Chair. The Commission proceeded to elect as its Chairman Professor 
Molesehott, a distinguished physician and Senator, whose linguistic attainments, as we!! as 
his scientific eminence, rendered him peculiarly fitted for the duties. 

Drs. Run sell and Reali were appointed Medical Secretaries. 

After certain formal proceedings in regard to procedure, the meeting was adjourned 
till the afternoon of the same (.ay, when the real work 01 the Conference commenced, and 
was continued vigorously during the following fourteen meetings. 

The results of these deliberations are embodied in the official Report which will 
shortlv he submitted bv the Italian Government. I append a short review of the 
proceedings of tue Technical Commission, restricted chiefly to the points which concern 
India, and it will he seen, on perusal of these, that if the recommendations he ultimately 
adopted by the Conference and accepted by the Governments material advantages will 
have been obtained, which may he summarized as follows :— 

1. All land quarantine and sanitary cordons are declined to he useless. 

2. Though we were unable to persuade the Commission to abandon sea quarantine 
entirely, such a modification of it has been recommended as will practically diminish, to a 
great extent, its rigours and iuconvenieneis. Five days’ detention is substituted tor the 
seven days which have hitheito been the minimum m eases where cholera has occurred, 
or is suspected to have occurred, on hoard the ship during the passage. 

3. Hitherto Indian ports have been liable at any time, and capriciously, to be declared 
infected, in which case ships leaving them arc placed in quarantine. If the propositions of 
the Technical Commission he accepted, though Indian ports will always he considered 
infected, inasmuch as cholera is never absent from them, nevertheless quarantine will 
not he imposed unless the ship has had cholera on hoard after leaving the port. An 
inspection by the Health Officer at a port within the Red Sea will he required, when, if 
satisfactory proof he given that there has been no cholera, and no grave suspicion of it, 
and that tlie ship is in a sanitaiy state, the ship will, at once, he granted “free pratique.” 
Biaetically, the result of this will be that detention will seldom happen, for cholera rarely 
occurs on hoard well found and well conducted ships alter leaving India. 

4. The advantages in respect of pilgrim traihe will he even more considerable. As 
the present ten days’ detention at Cumaran will he reduced to five days, and this even only

when the ship is affected, or obvioush suspected, noil-affected and properly equipped 
ships will, after inspection of pilgrims on shore, and detention of twenty-four hours for 
cleansing, be allowed to pass on at once to their <h stination. 

5. Moreover, although there was the obvious determination on the pait of most 
Delegates to cling to quarantine, even though in a modified form, yet there was also an 
evident desire to diminish its incidence and to mitigate its hardships and delays as much as 
possible. It appeared, indeed, to us that, on the whole, more was conceded than might 
have been antic ipated, and that so much advance has been made on the former state of 
opinion on these maltcrs that one may almost foresee the time when quarantine will aive 
place to sanitary Rev.ulations duly and carefully enfoiced. 

1 venture to think that the experience, and the arguments based on it, of the British 
and Indian Delegates have conduced in some measure to bring about this result. As far 
as India is concerned, I feel satisfied that the part taken by Dr. T. R. Lewis was of the 
greatest importance; his accurate and well-known acquaintance with the subject, the 
result of many years of close, special, and scientific study of the disease, gave force and 
effect to arguments which could not but carry conviction, and which certainly produced 
a marked cflect; whilst the extended knowledge and special experience of Sir W. Guyer 
Hunter in Egypt, and the intimate acquaintance with all that relates to epidemiology, and 
the most approved methods of dealing with epidemics in Europe, possessed by Dr. Thorne 
Thorne, and most ably put forward by them, combined with Indian experience to construct 
a body of evidence and argument too forcible to be resisted. 

Whatever the ultimate results of the Conference may be, there can be little doubt, I 
think, that sanitary science has made and declared a step of importance in onward 
progress, and that the abolition of all quarantine may be regarded as within a measurable 
distance of realization.

A short Review of the Proceedings of the International Sanitary Conference held at Rome 
during May and June 1885 by the Indian Delegates. 

ALTHOUGH the proces-vrrbaux of the International Sanitary Conference recently 
held at Romo will shortly he issued and distribufod to the several Governments which were 
represented at it, it has oecuircd to us that were we, as the Delegates to this Conference 
for India, to prepare a short abstract of the proceedings from our own notes, it might 
prove useful to the Government, pending the receipt of the proceedings in detail, restrict¬ 
ing ourselves, as far as practicable, to such points as more directly concerned the country 
which \yc had the honour to represent. 

The official labours of the Conference occupied, practically, a month, the first meeting 
having been held on the 20th May, 188"), and the last on the 1 fit!) June, a few 
days more being devoted to the necessary prcliminaiy and Nvinding-up proceedings. 

At the first two meetings the Diplomatic and Technical Delegates of the several 
Governments were present—Sir J. Savile Lumley, G.C.B., representing Great Bv’t iin as 
Diplomatic, and Sir W. Guyer Hunter and Dr. Thorne Thorne as Technical De.agates, 
whilst the senior Delegate' for India acted both as Diplomatic and Technical Delegate, 
India being thus in the position of an independent Bower. 

It Nvas decided at the second meeting that the Technic.J Delegates should form them¬ 
selves into a “ Commission Technique.” This Commission held fifteen formal meetings, 
under the presidency of Professor Molesehott, of Rome, who, in addition to being an 
accomplished physician and physiologist, nvus likewise lemarkable for his practical 
acquaintance with the leading languages ot Europe. In addition to these formal meetings 
of all the members, other meetings of Sub-Commissions were held daily for the purpose of 
prepuling programmes fur the coiisideiwlu-n of the “ Commission Technique.” 

One of tho first propositions brought forward and carried unanimously (with the sole 
exception of Turkey) was that “land quaiantinc and sanitary cordons ale useless, and 
should he abandoned.” We availed ourselves on this occasion of the opportunity of 
bringing prominently before the Conference what experience in India had taught us in 
connection with this matter, and explained fully how outbreaks of cholera amongst troops, 
prisoners, and likes bodies of men were dealt with, and with what signal success. We 
showed that tNventy years’ experience and observation of cholera in India proves that 
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cholera moves by its own laws, and that these have no relation to movements of popula¬ 
tion, and are not influenced bv railroads, river boats, public roads, or any other means of 
conveyance; that attempts made in India to arrest cholera by quarantine and cordons 
have totally failed and been put a stop to in consequence by the Government ot India; 
that the only known means of mitigating the incidence of cholera is removing insanitary 
local conditions, and this has been extensively and successfully done all over India. lienee 
quarantine in Tndia has failed and is discontinued, whilst sanitary work lias succeeded and 
is being extended. 

The question of sea quarantine was then brought forward, and it became at once 
evident that the Conference would vote in a manner completely opposed to that which it 
had adopted as regards quarantine on land. A whole day hiving been devoted to this 
question without any specific recommendations being made, M. Brouardel (one of the 
three Delegates of France' 1 , at the commencement of the next day’s proceeding, said that 
the previous day’s discussion had demonstrated that it was impracticable to follow the 
lines of the Vienna Conference in dealing with thi- question, and suggested the following 
scries of propositions or headings as a programme :—(1) The ports of departure; (2) the 
voyage; ('■]) the Tied Sea; ft) the port of arrival, as regards (a) ships coming from a 
“ port suspect,” (ft) infected ships, (c) ships with merchandize and rags, and (ri) ships with 
pilgrims, troops, &c.; (.") the Caspian Sea. And, as a sequel to these, M. Proust 
(another of the French Delegates) suggested the sanitary measures in detail which should 
be taken at the point of departure and during the voyage. 

These proposals were the subject of long discussions, and, in so tar as the furnishing 
of every possible information regarding outbreaks of the disease, the maintenance of 
scrupulous cleanliness, with strict medical and sanitary supervision, together with every 
really practicable form ot sanitary pieeautions, were concerned, the proposals received our 
unequivocal support; hut when proposals were '-ubmitted which involved more than these, 
and which virtually implied rigorous quarantine, we felt that such procedures were not 
warranted by any actual experience of their value, hut that, on the contrary, all experience 
went to show that they were not only useless, but injurious, and, in the majority of 
instances in which they had been resorted to, the carrying of them out had been associated 
with great inconvenience and even inhumanity. 

A Sub-Committee having been appointed to consider the measures which should be 
taken to control the shipping from cholera affected ports while passing through the Red 
Sea (on which, however, neither England nor India was represented), the following 
proposals, based on its deliberations, were adopted by the “Commission Technique” 
almost unanimously:—

“ I.cs hatiments qui ne laisserout pas dc voyagctirs dans les ports de la Mer 
Rouge, ni cn particular cn Egyptc, subiront une sculc inspection medieale pres de Suez. 

“ Les hatiments qui auront des passagers a destination de 1’Egypte, on de tous 
nutres ports de la Mer Rouge, subiront line premiere inspection pres du detroit dc 13ab-cl- 
Mandeb, et une sccondo au premier port d’arrivee. 

“ No 'ire Infeetc. —Si le navire est infeete, e’est-a-dire, s’il v a cu a bord un ou 
plusicurs eholeriqucs, les passagers seiont debarques, Holes, separes par groupes aussi pen 
nomhrcu v que possible ; lc navire, les vetements, ct les eftets a usage dc l’equipage et des 
passagers scront dcsinfeetes; les passagers et les gens de l’equipagc seront sounds a une 
observation de cinq jours. 

*• l.cs navircs, les vetements, et les eftets d’usage des gens dc l’equipagc et des 
passagers seront dcsinfeetes. 

“ Les maladcs seront isoles, remis aux soins ct places sous la responsabilite des 
medecins.” 

A careful perusal of the foregoing paragraphs will show that, veiled under the term 
“inspection,” a veritable quarantine is recommended. Notwithstanding that all the facts 
which were brought forward by our English colleagues and ourselves to demonstrate the 
futility of such measures, and the reiteiatcd requests for the production of the details of 
even a single instance in which an outbreak of the disease in Europe could be 
unequivocally traced to importation by ship from India, had failed, the proposals were 


accepted with great unanimity—the seiies having been voted as nine separate proposals— 
England and India alone, practically, forming the minority. 

It must, however, not he overlooked that, whereas at all previous Conferences of this 
kind a ten or seven days’ quarantine has been the minimum suggested, the present 
recommendation reduces the detention, and that the rotrictions are in other respects 
materially modified in favour of those who may be so unfortunate as to have to submit to 
quarantine Regulations. 

It is further to he noted that quarantine would thus no longer he arbitrarily and 
capriciously imposed when ;.t any time liuii m ports might he declared infected. They arc 
really always infected,as tiny are neve' quite live from cholera, hut this would no longer 
render ships coming from thence subject to quarantine unless they hadsufl'eied from cholera 
during the passage. As this very raicly happens ships would, practically, nearly always 
receive free pratique. Much would depend outlie character of the Health Officer, but 
such appointments must he carefullv made. 

Closely connected with this subject, and of great practical importance to the Govern¬ 
ment of India, is that of the Regulations tor controlling the pilgrim truffle to Mecca. 

A Sub-Committee was also appointed to consider this question, and in this in.-lance 
both England end India were represented on it, so that an opportunity was aftorded, 
whilst the proposals were being formulated, as well as at the full meeting, of bringing into 
prominence the experience of Indian oflieials and the practice of the Government of India 
in dealing with pilgrims. 

A copy of the proposed Regulations as finally accepted by the Technical Commission 
is appended, as it may prove advantageous to obtain precise and early information on this 
matter in the event of the Government of India contemplating any revi ion of its exiting 
rules before the next Mecca pilgrimage season. It will be observed that this Commission 
recommends for geneial adoption the provisions of the Indian Passenger Ships’ Act, a 
copy of which (as well as of other Regulations in force in India beating on the questions 
before the Conference) was formally presented, and will doubtless appear as an Appendix 
to the published proceedings. 

As regards the Regulation* which were formulated for the control of these pilgrims 
after the passage of vessels through the Straits of Bah-el-Mandeh, we took occasion to 
observe that, although preferring the procedures adopted for the control of similar hi,dies 
of men in India, we would offer no opposition to the rules at present proposed, as wc felt 
that it was a matter which concerned the Governnunt of the country visited by the 
pilgrims; this was hut according to it the liberty of action which our own Goienmunt 
claimed when dealing with its own ports. 

Even a cursory perusal of the appended copy of the propositions < f the technical 
Commission will show any one familiar with the present most un satisfactory state of the 
pilgrim control in the Red Sea that a very great improvement would he effected were they 
adopted by the authorities in the lledjaz. The ten days’ detention (which at, present 
appears, at all events practically, to he the rule followed, even as regards non-aflcctcd 
pilgrim ships) is reduced to five, and the detention is strictly limited to cholera-affected 
ships, or to ships obviously “ suspected.’’ 

Noil-affected and properly equipped pilgrim ships will, after an inspection on shore 
(probably at Camaran) and a detention of twenty-lour houis for cleansing purposes, be 
permitted to proceed to the lledjaz ; and if, after a subsequent inspection at the poet of destina¬ 
tion, the pilgiims are pronounced to he free from cholera, they will he permitted to proceed 
to Mecca without further let or hindrance. It is difficult to obtain precise information as 
to the actual proceedings at present in force; hut judging from what lias so often come 
officially before the Government of India, it would seem that, in practice, a large propor¬ 
tion of pilgrim-ships are treated as though cholera-affected, and that, consequently, 
thousands of helpless persons aiv exposed to the greatest privations without any very 
obvious reason. 

As will he inferred from the outlines of the programme of the Technical Commission 
given above, its deliberations were by no means restricted to the particular points lefcrred 
to in this brief review, but dealt with the general question of State intervention in connec¬ 
tion with cholera on sea and land, a* well as with the various technical details of sanitary 
procedure incidental to such action. We have not, however, deemed it necessary or 
desirable to attempt to epitomize the discussions which took place on these various subjects, 
as they will be found fully described in the published proceedings, but the foregoing 
paragraphs will be found to contain the salient features of the more important of the 
recommendations made by the Technical Commission to the Plenary Conference, which are 
of special interest to India. 

It will be seen, when the proceedings are published, that purely theoretical questions 





as regards the causation of cholera were avoided, and that whenever attempts were made to 
introduce such matters into the debate the English and Indian Delegates strenuously and 
successfully opposed them, as it was felt that otherwise the discussion would have been 
prolonged indefinitely. We felt it to be our duty, however, to make it evident that we 
would urge that, so far as practicable, such precautionary sanitary measures should be 
adopted as would meet with the wishes of all sanitary authorities, irrespective of any 
theoretic..! considerations whatever, so long as measures were not taken which interfered 
with personal liberty. 

The Plenary Conference, however, has not as yet taken these lecommendations into 
consideration, as the German Ambassador suggested (and the suggestion was adopted) at 
the first meeting which was held after the conclusion of llie sittings of the Technical 
Commission, that the Conference should be prorogued till next Novo mini-.
